A  Haymarket  Chemist  has  had  to  pay  eleven  penalties  under 
the  Medicine-stamp  Act  for  telling  proprietaries  unstamped 
(P.  87). 

"Pure  Bismuth  "has  been  found  by  Mr.  R  II.  Adie  to  contain 
silica.  We  suggest  that  this  may  be  the  cause  of  the  hitherto 
unaccountable  clotting  of  bismuth-mixtures  (p.  93). 

The  General  Medical  Council  met  this  week  to  discuss 
what  it  should  do  in  regard  to  the  obstinacy  of  the  Royal 
Colleges.

B.P."  in  a  price  list  and  on  the  invoice  constitute 
a  warranty.    The  case  was  dismissed  (p.  87). 

Quinine  has  fluctuated  considerably  during  the  week,  but 
closes  firm  at  \cl.  per  oz  dearer.  Morphine  has  been  advanced 
3(7.  per  oz.  Business  generally  on  the  London  market  is  charac- 
terised as  "  flat,  stale,  and  unprofitable"  (p.  105). 

Mr.  Albert  Cooper  presided  over  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
shareholders  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  (Limited).  He 
urged  more  chemists  to  take  advantage  of  the  benefits  of  the 
organisation.  One  chemist  has  got  500?.  from  it  for  his  guinea 
(p.  110). 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  is 
being  held  in  Bradford  this  week.  Mr.  Levinstein,. the  President, 
in  his  address,  spoke  on  education,  protective  tariffs,  patent  laws, 
and  kindred  subjects.  The  next  meeting  is  to  be  held  in  New 
York  under  the  presidency  of   Sir  William  Ramsay,  K.C.B.

Brevities. 

Messrs.  Ferris  &  Co.,  of  Bristol,  have  secured  the  contract 
for  the  supply  of  drug-?  for  the  Cardiff  Public  Sanitarium  for 
six  months  at  42/.  9s.  8i. 

O.i  July  10  the  freehold  property  a1",  85  and  87  Northgate, 
Gloucester,  including  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Hampton, 
chemist  and  druggist  (which  has  been  a  chemist's  shop  since 
1826,),  was  offered  at  public  auction  and  sold  for  4,500/. 

At  the  Leven  Police  Court  on  July  8.  a  farm-waggoner, 
named  Chapman,  was  fined  3L'.  for  administering  wheat 
and  drugs  to  horses.  The  drug  was  stated  by  Mr.  D.  Penny, 
analytical  chemist,  Hull,  t)  be  a  powder  containing  20  per 
cent,  of  antimony. 

At  the  adjourned  inquest  on  Albe't  Ernest  Wainwright, 
of  Leeds,  who  died  suidenly  while  loaiim-teneris  for  Dr.  A.  C. 
Wilson,  of  Doncaster  (see  C.  $•  D.,  July  11,  page  47),  Mr. 
A.  H.  Allen,  public  analyst,  deposed  that  he  could  find  no 
poison  in  the  stomach  and  contents,  and  an  open  verdict  was 
returned. 

Last  week  John  Reineche,  botanic  brewer,  was  at  Grimsby 
Police  Court  fined  2J.,  each  on  two  summonses,  for  keeping  a 
refreshment-house  without  a  licence.  The  chief  point  in 
the  case  was  whether  the  drinks  sold  by  the  defendant  were 
beverages  or  medicines,  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  con- 
tending that  they  were  only  sugar  solutions  slightly  flavoured 
with  sarsaparilla,  horehound,  &c,  while  the  defence  was 
that  the  drinks  were  medicines,  and  taken  by  people  for 
medicinal  purposes. 

Public  Health  Congress. 

The  annual  Congress  of  the  Royal  Institution  of  Public 
Health  commenced  in  Liverpool  on  .Wednesday  evening  with 
an  address  by  the  Earl  of  Derby,  the  President.  Amongst 
the  papers  to  be  read  is  one  by  Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter,  of  Dublin, 
on  '•  Chronic  Antimonial  Poisoning." 

Sunderland,  Newcastle  and  District  Chemists'  Walk. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Monday,  July  13,  for  the  purpose 
of  arranging  a  walk  for  Sunderland,  Newcastle  and  District 
chemists,  assistants,  and  apprentices.  A  secretary  and  com- 
mittee were  appointed,  and  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  walk 
on  August  Bank-holiday,  starting  at  3  p.m.  from  the 
Cemetery  Bank,  Chester  Road,  Sunderland,  over  a  sixteen- 
mile  circular  course,  finishing  at  Sunderland.  Mr.  J.  Crake, 
4  Olive  Street,  Sunderland,  is  acting  as  Hon.  Secretary.^. 

New  London  By-laws. 
The  London  County  Council  has  made  the  following  by- 
laws of  interest  to  shopkeepers,  which  have  now  the  force  of 
law  : 

Waste  Paper,  Refuse,  Advertising-bills,  Broken 
Glass,  &c. 

No  person  shall  (1)  sweep  or  otherwise  remove  from  any  shop, 
house,  or  vehicle  into  any  street  any  waste  paper,  shavings,  or 
other  refuse,  or,  being  a  costermonger,  newsvendor,  or  other  street 
trader,  throw  down  and  leave  in  any  street  any  waste  paper, 
shavings,  or  other  refuse;  (2)  throw  down  and  leave  in  any  street 
any  bill,  placard,  or  other  substance  intended  for  the  purpose  of 
advertising;  (3)  throw  down  and  leave  in  any  street  any  bill, 
placard,  or  other  paper  which  shall  have  been  torn  off  or  removed 
from  any  billposting  station. 

No  person  shall  throw,  plice,  or  leave  any  bottle  or  any  broken 
glass,  nad,  or  other  sha-p  substance  (not  being  road  material) 
on  or  in  any  street  or  public  plac3  in  such  a  position  as  to  be 
likely  to  cause  injury  to  passengers  or  animals  or  damage  to 
property. 

Any  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  these  by-laws  shall 
be  liable  for  each  offence  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  4Cs. 

Window- cleaning,  Painting,  &c. 

Every  person  who  in  any  street,  to  the  obstruction,  annoyance, 
or  danger  of  residents  or  passengers,  orders  or  permits  any  person 
in  his  service  to  stand  or  kneel  on  the  sill  of  any  window  for  the 


purpose  of  cleaning  or  painting  such  window,  or  for  any  other 
purpose  whatsoever,  such  sill  being  more  than  6  feet  in  height  from 
the  level  of  the  ground  immediately  below  it,  without  support 
sufficient  to  prevent  such  person  from  falling,  shall  for  every  such 
offence  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  5/. 

Every  person  who  in  any  street,  to  the  obstruction,  annoyance, 
or  danger  of  residents  or  passengers,  stands  or  kneels  on  Ihs  silt 
of  any  window  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  or  painting  such 
window,  cr  for  any  other  purpose  whatsoever,  such  fill  being  more 
thau  6  feet  in  height  from  the  level  of  the  ground  immediately 
below  it,  without  support  sufficient  to  prevent  such  person  from 
falling,  shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not 
exceeding  20s. 

The  by-law  as  to  window  cleaning  or  paintiDg  is  in  substitu- 
tion for  one  previously  in  force,  the  by-law  having  been 
amended  so  as  to  cover  the  case  of  kneeling  on  window-sills.

Motorists'  "  first-aid  "  outfits  are  becoming  "an  important 
side-line  in  pharmacy.    They  are  needed. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Wilson,  M.P.  (a  member  of  the  well-known  firm 
of  phosphorus-makers),  is  suffering  from  a  severe  attack  of 
appendicitis.

Mrs.  Chase,  whose  death  was  recorded  in  the  C.  {f  D.  last 
week,  was  the  widow  of  Mr.  Thomas  Chase,  who  for  many 
years  had  a  pharmacy  in  High  Holborn,  and  was  a  prominent 
member  of  the  church  of  St.  Andrew.  The  deceased  lady  was 
the  mother  of  Mr.  Thomas  Chase,  Five  Ways  Pharmacy, 
Edgbaston. 
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Mr.  C.  J.  Woodward  received  a  presentation  this  week. 
It  consisted  of  personal  gifts  and  money  to  found  a 
C.  J.  Woodward  memorial  prize,  to  be  given  annually.  He 
was  well  known  to  pharmacy,  in  that  he  took  the  Wednes- 
day afternoon  class  for  students  of  pharmacy  at  the 
Technical  School. 

At  Brownhills,  Ashley  Brown,  chemist,  High  Street, 
Chasetown,  was  fined  Kb.  and  21.  3s.  6i.  costs  for  riding  his 
motor-cycle  at  an  excessive  speed  through  the  main  street, 
Chasetown,  on  the  evening  of  June  26.  The  police  calcu- 
lated the  rate  at  eighteen  to  twenty  miles  an  hour,  and  the 
defence  was  that  the  speed  did  not  exceed  twelve  miles. 

A  Stocktaking  Dinner. 

Messrs.  Hodgkinsons,  Clarke  &  Ward  gave  their  annual 
stocktaking  dinner  to  their  warehouse  assistants  and  clerks 
at  the  Holborn  Kestaurant  on  July  4.  Mr.  R.  Gray  was  in 
the  chair,  and  was  supported  by  Mr.  George  Hodgkinson. 
After  an  excellent  dinner,  the  Chairman  proposed  the  loyal 
toasts.  The  toast  of  "  The  Firm"  was  responded  to  by  Mr. 
J.  Slinger  Ward.  Other  toasts  included  "The  Travellers" 
and  "  Counting-house  and  Warehouse."  Various  songs  and 
recitations  were  rendered  by  Messrs.  C.  T.  Lewis,  R.  Gray, 
R.  Maylin,  J.  W.  Watkin,  Jerrett,  and  Allen,  whilst  Mr. 
Coupland  acted  as  accompanist.  A  pleasant  evening  termi- 
nated about  11.30  by  the  singing  of  "  Auld  Lang  Syne." 

Russians  and  Saccharin. 

At  the  Mansion  House  Police  Court  on  July  9,  Emanuel 
Friedland  (25),  a  Russian,  was  charged  with  smuggling  9  lbs. 
•of  saccharin,  the  single  value  and  duty  of  which  was 
18/.  15.*.  It  was  stated  for  the  prosecution  that  on  the 
arrival  of  the  ship  Batavii  III.  from  Holland  at  the 
Custom-house  Quay  the  officers  of  Customs  proceeded  to 
rummage  the  ship  for  contraband  goods.  It  was  noticed 
that  the  prisoner,  who  was  a  passenger,  looked  bulky,  and 
upon  his  being  searched  9  lbs.  of  saccharin  was  found  con- 
cealed about  his  body.  A  fine  of  37/.  10s. — double  value 
and  duty — or  one  month's  imprisonment,  was  imposed. 

Schimie  Beresin  (50),  and  his  wife,  Sare  Beresin  (50), 
were  charged  with  a  fraudulent  evasion  of  the  duty  on  7  lbs. 
of  saccharin.  Accused  were  likewise  Russians,  and  Mr. 
Ward,  for  the  Customs,  said  he  intended  also  to  prefer  a 
charge  of  smuggling ;  and  at  the  request  of  the  solicitor 
•for  the  prisoners  a  remand  was  granted.  At  the  resumed 
hearing  on  July  12,  defendants  pleaded  guilty,  and  were 
ordered  to  pay  14-/.,  single  value  and  duty  of  the  saccharin, 
or,  in  default,  to  go  to  prison  for  twenty-  one  days. 

Frauds  by  Clerks. 

At  the  Mansion  House  on  Friday,  July  10,  before  the 
Lord  Mayor,  Arthur  Wellseley  Bond  (25),  of  24  Anson  Road, 
Clapham  Park,  a  clerk  in  the  service  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis 
&  Co.,  Ill  Queen  Victoria  Street,  E.C.,  was  charged  with 
embezzling,  on  April  3,  1/.  IQj.  lhl. ;  on  May  25,  18*.  5d.  ;  on 
May  27,  21.  lis. ;  and  various  other  sums  on  different  dates. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Newton,  solicitor,  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  Hubert 
R.  Muskett  (Messrs.  Wontner  &  Sons)  appeared  for  the 
accused.  Mr.  J.  C.  Holloway,  accountant  to  the  prosecutors, 
■said  the  prisoner's  salary  was  38.>\  a  week.  The  three  sums 
mentioned  in  the  charge  had  never  been  accounted  for  by 
the  accused,  although  there  were  receipts  for  them  in  his 
handwriting.  With  respect  to  these  amounts  misleading 
■entries  had  been  made  in  the  day-book  and  ledger.  The 
prisoner  having  pleaded  guilty,  Mr.  Muskett  made  an  appeal 
for  leniency.  The  only  explanation  accused  could  give  was 
that  he  had  formed  companionships  with  men  who  were 
older  than  himself  and  in  a  better  position,  and  in  his  efforts 
to  keep  pace  with  them  he  had  been  led  to  commit  these 
•offences.  He  had  also  been  engaged  for  four  years,  and  was 
about  to  be  married,  in  view  of  which  event  he  had  partly 
furnished  a  fiat  to  an  extent  far  beyond  his  means.  Up  to 
this  time  he  had  always  given  every  satisfaction  to  his  em- 
ployers. Mr.  Newton  remarked  that  the  prosecutors  did  not 
desire  to  press  the  charge  unduly,  but,  considering  the 
number  of  clerks  in  their  service,  they  could  not  overlook  a 
matter  of  this  kind.  The  Lord  Mayor  said,  taking  the  whole 
of  the  circumstances  into  consideration,  he  should  send 
accused  to  prison  for  one  month  in  the  second  division. 

At  the  same  court  on  July  13,  before  Mr.  Alderman 
Vaughan  Morgan,  Ernest  Boulton  Johnson  (23)  was  charged 


with  having  in  July  falsified  the  bosks  of  his  employers, 
Messrs.  Parke,  Dxvis  &  Cj.  Detective-Inspector  Ottaway 
deposed  to  arresting  the  prisoner,  who  at  the  time  said  he  had 
been  pressed  for  money  and  kept  certain  sums.  Mr. 
Hollo  vay,  accountant  ta  the  prosecutors,  stated  that  the 
prisoner  was  a  ledger-clerk,  and  had  been  in  the  firm's  em- 
ployment since  about  1899.  His  salary  latterly  was  21.  a 
week.  The  four  sums  he  hid  confessed  to  embezzling 
amounted  to  4Z.  19.;.  8i.  He  had  repaid  the  money  since 
another  clerk  was  given  into  custody.  The  prisoner  pleaded 
guilty  to  embezzlemeat,  for  which  offence  he  was  sentenced 
to  fourteen  days  in  the  second  division. 

Exeter  Notes. 

Messrs.  F.  Vinden,  H.  Gadd,  H.  Wippsll  Gadd,  J.  Hinton 
Lake,  P.  F.  Rowsell,  and  P.  C.  Milton  are  to  attend  the 
B.P.C.  meeting  in  Bristol  as  represent xtives  of  the  local 
Association  ;  while  Messrs.  Rowsell  and  H.  Wippell  Gadd 
will  be  the  delegates  to  the  Federation  meeting  on  July  31. 

It  was  repDrted  at  the  meeting  of  the  local  Association 
last  week  that  those  chemists  of  Exeter  who  did  not  belong 
to  the  P.A.T.A.  had  been  waited  upon,  with  the  result  that 
practically  all  the  chemists  of  the  city  have  now  joined  the 
Association.  As  the  result  of  the  joint-meeting  of  the 
Exeter  Chemists'  and  the  Exeter  Grocers'  Associations,  a 
letter,  signed  by  Mr.  KiDg  (of  the  Grocers'  Association)  and 
Mr.  Wippell  Gadd,  has  been  sent  to  sixty-five  manufacturers 
of  proprietary  articles  which  are  not  upon  the  P.A.T.A.  list, 
pointing  out  the  desirability  of  their  being  so.  No  replies 
have  yet  been  received. 

Cricket. 

Boots  v.  Digby.— Played  at  Nottingham  on  July  11,  when 
Boots  scored  31  to  their  opponents'  6L.  For  the  losers, 
M.  E.  Brown  bowled  exceedingly  well,  taking  seven  wickets 
at  small  cost,  while  C.  White,  who  obtained  17  runs  for 
Boots,  was  the  highest  scorer  in  the  match. 

Notts  Chemists  v.  Y.M.C.A.  (B  Team).— In  their  seventh 
match,  played  on  the  Y.M.C.A.  ground  at  Trent  Bridge  on 
July  9,  the  Notts  Chemists  experienced  another  defeat.  On 
going  to  the  wickets  they  compiled  44,  the  chief  contributors 
to  this  total  being  S.  Scott,  14;  S.  H.  Plattin,  11;  and  H. 
Henstock,  7.  The  Y.M.C.A.  scored  85,  thus  beating  the 
chemists  by  41  runs. 

Wholesale  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Cricket  League.— A 
League  match  was  played  between  the  Wellcome  CO.  and 
Burgoyne  Burbidge  CO.  on  July  11,  and  resulted  in  a  win 
by  the  Snow  Hill  cricketers  by  6  runs.  The  highest  scorer 
for  the  winners  was  May,  who  ran  up  23 ;  Selwood  scored  18 
for  the  losers;  and  May  and  Gordon  Cowen  were  the  most 
successful  bowlers. 

The  Hirtlepools  ani  District  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  Thursday, 
July  9,  at  the  Cleveland  Hotel,  Hartlepool.  Alderman 
Thos.  Clarkson  presided,  and  amongst  those  present  were 
Messrs.  Buckle,  Denton,  and  Smith  (of  Hartlepool),  Messrs. 
Barker,  Gibson,  Hill,  Leithead,  Pattison,  Rawson,  and 
Timmins  (Hon.  Secretary),  West  Hartlepool.  Letters  of 
apology  were  read  from  Mr.  G.  A.  Watt  (West  Hartlepool) 
and  Mr.  Cross  (of  Wingate).  Mr.  M.  Harrison  (of  West 
Hartlepool)  was  elected  Hon.  Solicitor  to  the  Association, 
a  vote  of  thanks  being  accorded  to  him  and  also  to  Messrs. 
Merson  and  Clague  for  their  recent  addresses.  A  discussion 
took  place  on  the  question  of  joining  the  Federated  Associa- 
tions, and  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  do  so.  A  discus- 
sion also  took  place  on  the  label  question,  in  which  most  of 
the  members  took  part,  the  general  opinion  being  that  when 
the  matter  is  thoroughly  understood  and  enforced  according 
to  the  recent  decisions  many  of  the  difficulties  now  being 
considered  would  be  simplified  or  removed.  The  following 
resolution  was  proposed  by  Mr.  A.  Timmins,  seconded  by 
Mr.  J.  G.  Rawson,  and  carried  unanimously : 

That  this  Association  approves  of  the  action  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  considering  the  advisability  of  asking  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  reserve  a  deputation,  and  urges  upon 
them  the  necessity  of  extending  the  time  for  the  using  up  of 
present  labels  to  January  1,  1904,  or  later. 

It  was  decided  that  the  first  annual  picnic  of  the  Association 
should  take  place  on  Wednesday,  August  19,  the  place 
selected  being  Barnard  Castle. 
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Sheffield  Notes. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Town,  who  was  formerly  with  the  Anglo-American 
and  Continental  Pharmaceutical  Company,  London,  &c,  has 
been  in  the  city  this  week  representing  Messrs.  Oppenheimer, 
Son  &  Co.  (Limited). 

An  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceu- 
tical and  Chemical  Society  will  he  held  in  the  Montgomery 
Hall  on  Tuesday  next,  July  21,  at  8  30  p.m.,  to  consider  the 
action  taken  by  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  in  regard  to 
the  stamping  of  medicines. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  National  Poor-law  Officers'  Associa- 
tion held  in  Sheffield  last  week  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
reported  that  a  letter  had  been  received  from  the  Poor-law 
Dispensers'  Association  applying  for  affiliation,  and  a  recom- 
mendation that  the  application  be  granted  was  adopted. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Court  of  Governors  of  the  Uni- 
versity College  was  held  on  Tuesday  to  approve  the  charter 
of  the  proposed  new  University.  The  suggested  title  is 
"  The  University  of  Sheffield,"  with  "  Faculties  of  Arts, 
Science,  Medicine,  and  Applied  Science,"  and  such  other 
Faculties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed.  The 
Duke  of  Norfolk  is  named  as  the  first  Chancellor. 

Watching  the  Sewers. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on  July  14 
the  Main  Drainage  Committee  reported  that  their  attention 
for  some  time  past  had  been  directed  to  the  danger  to  life 
and  property  arising  from  the  discharge  of  chemical  and 
trade  refuse  into  the  Council's  sewers  at  Hackney  Wick,  and 
as  they  had  not  so  far  been  able  to  ascertain  from  what 
premises  inflammable  and  poisonous  substances  are  dis- 
charged, they  thought  that  steps  should  now  be  taken  to 
intercept  the  flow  from  certain  drains  before  it  reached  the 
sewer.  For  this  purpose  it  would  be  necessary  to  construct 
outside  the  suspected  premises  a  number  of  intercepting- 
chambers,  to  which  the  Council's  officers  can  obtain  access 
to  obtain  samples  of  the  liquid  discharged.  They  recom- 
mended that  a  sum  of  6001.  be  voted  for  this  purpose,  and 
this  was  agreed  to. 

The  "Week's  Poisonings. 

An  epidemic  of  poisonings  has  occurred  during  the  past 
week,  fifteen  specific  cases  having  been  reported,  all  but 
two  being  suicides.  One  misadventure  occurred  at  Enfield 
Highway,  where  Sarah  Goodson  drank  spirit  of  salt  in 
mistake  for  whisky.  Seven  of  the  suicides  used  carbolic 
acid.  Three  were  women  :  Bessie  Eaton,  a  Liverpool  carter's 
wife ;  Frances  Craven,  the  wife  of  a  Bradford  municipal 
official ;  and  a  young  woman  named  Lily  Stane,  living  at 
Shirley.  The  others  were  a  florist's  assistant  at  Calverley, 
named  Roundhill ;  a  mercantile  clerk  named  Hicks,  liviDg  at 
Leytonstone  ;  a  German  named  Muller,  who  poisoned  himself 
in  a  Cardiff  lodging-house  ;  and  an  old  man  named  William 
Harries,  who  committed  suicide  at  Llanelly.  At  the  inquest 
on  the  last-named  the  Coroner  directed  the  attention  of  Mr. 
Evan  Jones,  chemist,  who  had  supplied  the  poison,  to  the 
fact  that  his  name  was  not  on  the  bottle  as  required  by  the 
Act.  Mr.  Jones  explained  that  he  sold  the  bottle  in  a  card- 
board packet  on  which  his  name  was  printed.  The  Coroner 
said  he  did  not  think  that  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Act,  which  stated  that  there  must  be  a  seal  on  the  bottle 
or  vessel  containing  the  poison,  and  that  the  name  and  address 
of  the  seller  must  be  lalelled  upon  it.  Mr.  Jones  said  the 
bottles  were  packed  up  for  the  trade  in  the  manner  he  described. 
Two  deaths  were  due  to  laudanum.  A  Manchester  cycle- 
fitter  named  Vaughan  drank  the  contents  of  three  small 
bottles  of  laudanum,  the  labels  on  which  showed  that  they 
had  been  obtained  from  three  different  chemists.  The  Rev. 
Albert  Samples,  senior  curate  of  Wrexham,  died  from  the 
effects  of  an  overdose  of  laudanum  taken  by  misad- 
venture. A  land-steward  named  Norman  died  at  Wal- 
combe  from  poisoning  with  cyanide  of  potassium,  and 
and  the  same  poison  was  taken  by  an  under-butler  in  the 
Countess  of  Warwick's  Park  Lane  residence.  A  Bradford 
drayman  named  Nicholson  obtained  some  prussic  acid  from 
a  chemist  on  the  pretence  that  it  was  for  poisoning  a  dog. 
He  took  it  himself,  and  died.  Frederick  Lowrie  died  in 
Holborn  from  'poisoning  by  chlorodyne  self-administered. 
A  schoolmaster's  wife  at  Hampstead  Heath,  who  was 
mentally  depressed,  poisoned  herself  with  a  solution  of 
oxalic  acid.

The  New  Councillor. 

Mr.  Duncan  McGregor  Watson,  the  newly  elected  member 
of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Council,  is,  as  his  name  pro- 
claims him,  a  Scot.  During  his  term  iwith  Messrs.  Hayesr 
Conyngham  &  Robinson  (Limited),  in  which  company  he  rose 
to  be  director,  he  was  prominently  connected  with  the  late 
Pharmacists'  Assistants'  Association,  and  contributed  many 
interesting  papers  to  it.  He  acquired  some  time  ago  a  phar- 
macy in  South  Great  George's  Street.  He  is  an  advocate  of 
the  higher  education  of  pharmacists. 

Cod-liver  Oil  at  any  Price. 

At  the  Boyle  Guardians'  meeting  last  week  the  drug-con- 
tractor wrote  with  reference  to  the  order  of  the  Board 
requiring  him  to  supply  cod-liver  oil  as  contracted  for.  He 
stated  that  it  was  absolutely  impossible  to  obtain  good  cod- 
liver  oil  at  any  price,  otherwise  he  would  be  delighted  to 
send  in  any  quantity  ordered  regardless  of  expense.  The 
Guardians,  after  a  discussion,  ordered  the  contractor  to 
supply  the  oil.  The  Strokestown  Guardians  made  a  similar 
order  in  reference  to  a  letter  from  their  drug-contractor. 

Dispenser  Called  up. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Tyrone  and  Fermanagh  Asylum 
Committee  of  Management  on  July  9,  Dr.  Carre,  resident 
medical  superintendent,  reported  that  Mr.  Philson,  the  dis- 
penser, had  been  very  erratic  in  attendance,  and  sometimes 
sent  a  stranger  to  do  the  work.  Mr.  Owens,  J. P.,  said  Mr. 
Philson  had  been  treated  with  the  greatest  possible  kindness 
both  by  the  committee  and  by  the  public,  and  he  should  be 
compelled  to  render  the  assistance  to  the  doctor  that  he  had 
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undertaken  to  give.  A  resolution  was  passed  that  Mr. 
Philson  be  called  upon  to  discharge  his  duties  according  to 
the  Privy  Council  rules,  and  if  he  declined  to  do  so,  that  he 
be  requested  to  send  in  his  resignation. 

The  Dispensary  Bottles. 

At  the  Clones  Board  of  Guardians  last  week,  a  bill  for  61. 
for  unreturned  empties  was  received  from  Messrs.  Sumners, 
former  contractors  to  the  Union.  Dr.  Henry  said  they  had 
six  months  for  returning  the  bottles  to  the  contractors,  but 
the  medicines  might  not  be  used  at  the  end  of  that  time. 
Mr.  Egerton  asked  how  they  had  managed  for  the  last  fifty 
years  without  a  stock  of  bottles  of  their  own.  The  Clerk: 
Formerly  the  Guardians  could  treat  the  contractors  how  they 
liked,  but  now  there  is  an  order  from  the  L.G.B.  that  bottles 
must  be  returned  within  six  months.  The  medicines  are 
cheaper  on  that  account.  Dr.  Henry  said  it  would  take  81. 
or  10Z.  to  get  a  proper  supply  of  glass-stoppered  bottles.  It 
was  decided  that  Dr.  Henry  be  empowered  to  retain  any  of 
Messrs.  Sumners's  bottles  that  suited  him,  and  to  provide  a 
stock  of  others  as  he  needed  them.

On  July  9,  Mr.  James  Milne,  of  Aberdeen,  was  accidentally 
poisoned  by  drinking  the  contents  of  a  bottle  which  he 
took  for  lager  beer,  but  which  in  reality  contained  a 
poisonous  liniment.

(scratch),  4  down,  Mr.  Jas.  Finlay  (1  hole),  4  down.  Mr. 
McLaren  becomes  the  holder  of  the  medal  for  the  year,  and 
receives  a  miniature  in  gold.    There  was  a  large  turnout. 

Glasgow  Notes. 
Mr.  Blackwood,  chemist,  Charing  Cross,  has  acquired  the 
business  of  Dr.  Maclachlan,  Cowcaddens,  and  transformed  it 
into  a  first-class  pharmacy. 

There  is  a  boom  in  loofahs  ;  many  windows  have  a  special 
show  of  them.  Customers  of  the  younger  generation  appa- 
rently regard  them  as  one  of  the  latest  American  novelties. 

A  number  of  chemists  have  adopted  the  cash-register.  In 
the  larger  establishments  it  is  superseding  cash-girls,  and 
in  the  smaller  ones  it  is  supposed  to  be  a  protection  from 
pilfering. 

A  brisk  trade  has  been  done  in  supplying  go-to-camp 
Volunteers  with  miniature  medical  and  surgical  outfits.  One 
firm  is  .boldly  exploiting  a  "  footsore-ointment.''  Surely  a 
name  of  sinister  significance. 

In  order  to  ascertain  exactly  what  part  of  their  business 
is  profitable,  some  chemists  are  now  keeping  a  patent- sales 
book.  In  most  cases  the  revelations  of  this  record  are  dis- 
tinctly disquieting  as  to  the  magnitude  of  this  unremunera- 
tive  branch. 

The  prevailing  view  in  Glasgow  respecting  the  new  Inland 
Revenue  regulations  as  to  ailment-name  labels  is  that  before 


any  action  is  taken  the  whole  question  should  be  carefully 
considered.  There  is  naturally  much  relief  over  the  extension 
of  the  period  of  grace. 

A  chemist  who  has  been  spending  his  weekly  afternoon  off 
travelling  over  the  extended  suburban  tram- lines,  records  his 
amazement  at  the  rapid  expansion  of  Glasgow  in  all  direc- 
tions. On  one  route  the  distance  from  one  terminus  to 
another  is  twelve  miles.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
chemists'  shops  more  than  keeps  pace  with  the  growth  of 
population.  Even  the  smallest  outlying  suburb  has  a  pharmacy 
planted  in  it. 

The  Glasgow  Herald,  in  describing  the  University  exten- 
sion and  the  department  of  materia  medicaand  therapeutics 
therein,  mentions  "the  pharmacy  B.Sc.  laboratory  50  feet  by 
27  feet."  This  looks  like  a  realisation  of  Mr.  Tocher's  scheme  ; 
but  our  Glasgow  correspondent  finds  on  inquiry  that  the 
department  referred  to  is  the  public  health  one.  "  No  B.Sc. 
pharmacy  has  yet  been  instituted,  but  the  matter  is  under 
consideration,"  was  the  official  reply.

Assistants  Dine  at  Rouen. — The  Society  of  Pharmacists' 
Assistants  of  the  Seine  Inferieure  held  its  second  annual 
banquet  recently  at  Rouen,  when  a  number  of  members  and 
visitors  sat  down  together.  The  usual  toasts  were  drunk, 
and  a  smoking-concert  followed,  after  which  some  of  the 
banqueters  went  out  to  see  the  sun  rise. 


Pasteur  Monument  at  Marnes,  Unveiled  Sunday,  July  12. 

Lectures  at  the  Pasteur  Institute. — The  lectures 
and  manipulations  of  the  service  of  analyses  and  chemistry 
applied  to  hygiene  (fourth  year)  will  commence  in  Novem- 
ber next.  These  lectures  will  be  addressed  especially  to 
pharmacists,  doctors,  and  manufacturing  chemists,  who  can 
obtain  full  information  at  the  Service  d'Analyses,  Pasteur 
Institute,  26  rue  Dutot,  Paris. 

The  Syndicate  op  French  Pharmacists'  Assistants 
is  just  now  distributing  petitions  for  signature  amongst 
assistants  throughout  France  with  the  object  of  obtaining 
recognition  in  two  laws  now  before  the  French  Parliament. 
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la  one  case  they  wish  to  get  pharmacies  and  laboratories 
included  in  a  law  regulating  one  day's  rest  a  week  for  all 
workers,  and  in  the  other  their  object  is  to  hive  the  state  or 
calling  of  an  assistant  recognised  as  a  profession ;  this,  of 
course,  applies  to  unqualified  men.  At  the  present  time  the 
Syndicate  issues  diplomas  to  assistants  who  for  one  reason 
or  another  do  not  intend  to  qualify  as  pharmacists  in  the 
usual  way,  and  to  secure  this  diploma  the  assistants  have  to 
pass  an  easy  examination,  which,  of  course,  is  in  no  way 
official. 


MONTPELLIER  SCHOOL  OF  PHARMACY. 

The  following  historical  notes  may  be  interesting :  The 
school  was  founded  under  the  terms  of  the  law  of  21 
Germinal,  an  XI.  of  the  first  French  Republic.   By  a  decree 
dated  29  Vendemiaire,  an  XII.  (1803),  the  Government 
allotted  the  building  of  St.  Come  (formerly  used  as  a  surgical 
school)  for  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  As  there  was  no  garden 
the  school  authorities  protested,  and,  thanks  to  the  interven- 
tion of  Chaptal,  the  great  chemist,  then  Minister  of  the 
Interior,  they  obtained  by  the  Imperial  decree  of  11  Messidor, 
an  XII.,  the  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  School  of 
Medicine.    This  is  still  occupied  by  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
It  has  a  quaint,  half-monastic  appearance,  a  two-storey 
building,  surrounded  by  narrow,  steep,  pebble-paved  streets 
(like  all  this  ancient  part  of  Montpellier),  while  inside  is  a 
quadrangle  where  palms  grow  and  a  few  busts  of  distinguished 
chemists  have  been  placed,  surrounded  by  a  cloister,  where 
the  students  can  perform  the  more  evil-smelling  experiments 
of  chemistry  in  the  open  air  (as  Bunsen's  pupils  were  wont 
to  do  at  Heidelberg).  The  reception  of  pharmacists  began  in 
the  month  of  Frimaire,  year  Xll.    By  special  approbation 
of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  the  school  of  Montpellier 
exacted  for  the  fourth  examination  a  printed  thesis  in 
.  quarto.  This  was  continued  until  1831,  and  in  this  manner  a 
large  number  of  theses  of  high  interest  were  obtained  to  the 
satisfaction  of  both  Chaptal  and  Pourcroy.  In  1812  Chaptal 
backed  the  request  of  the  school  (1)  to  abolish  the  reception 
of  pharmacists  by  medical  juries,  (2)  to  insist  on  quarterly 
"  inscription  "  of  students  for  two  years.    But  this  request 
never  received  legal  sanction.     In  1825  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  proposed  that  the  Faculties  of  Medicine  should 
have  the  right  of  "  receiving  "  second-class  pharmacists.  This 
would  have  been  the  death-warrant  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
The  Montpellier  School  begged  Chaptal  to  intervene,  but  no 
intervention  was  necessary,  the  Government  withdrawing  the 
Bill  before  it  was  presented  at  the  Senate.    The  first  director 
of  the  school  was  M.  Vivenque,  M.  Rey  being  professor  of 
pharmacy,  M.  Figuier  professor  of  chemistry,  and  M.  Pouzin 
of  materia  medica.  The  famous  chemist  Balard  was  assistant- 
professor  at  Montpellier  from  1829  to  1813.

Treacher  &,  Co.  (Limited),  Bombay. — The  report  showing 
the  result  of  the  working  for  the  past  year  is  overdue,  and  is 
anxiously  awaited  in  Bombay  by  the  shareholders. 

Opium-duty  in  the  Punjab. — Duty  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  280 
is  levied  on  each  chest  of  Malwa  opium  of  140|  lbs.  net 
weight  imported  into  the  Punjab  or  the  Frontier  Province 
through  Ajmere.  Duty  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  2  per  seer  is  levied 
on  all  opium  other  than  Malwa  opium  imported  into  the 
Punjab  or  the  Frontier  Province. 

Phillips  £  Co.  (Limited),  Bombay. — The  directors' report 
for  the  year  which  ended  February  23,  1903,  shows  that, 
after  deducting  the  debit  balance  for  last  year  and  bad 
debts,  the  working  of  the  company  has  resulted  in  a  net 
profit  amounting  to  about  Rs.  20,903.  Out  of  this  they  pay 
a  dividend  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent,  per  annum,  and,  after 
writing  off  plant  account  at  Bombay  and  Poona,  carry  for- 
ward about  Rs.  9,700  to  next  account.  This  is  the  first 
dividend  the  company  has  paid  for  the  last  five  or  six  years. 
There  has  been  considerable  saving  in  working  expenses 
< luring  the  year.  The  report  congratulates  Mr.  Phillips  (who 
resumed  the  management  last  year)  and  his  staff  on  placing 
the  affairs  of  the  company  once  more  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 


A  Correspondent  writiuj  to  th?  Calcutta  Englishman 
says :  "  It  is  surprising  that  the  successful  growing  of 
cinchona  by  the  Government  has  not  led  to  it3  cultivation 
being  taken  up  as  a  private  enterprise.  Atone  time  one  tea- 
concern  near  Darjiling,  which  still  retains  'Cinchona'  in 
its  title,  made  a  considerable  profit  out  of  it,  but  the  time  it 
takes  to  mature,  deters  many  from  undertaking  any  exten- 
sive operations  in  cinchona.  There  is  a  wide  field  for  enter- 
prise waiting  to  be  opened  out  in  India  in  the  manufacture 
of  drugs.  The  problem  of  disposing  of  tea-dust  would  be 
solved  if  the  manufacture  of  caffeine  was  taken  up.  There 
is  no  reason  why  a  well-equipped  factory  situated  in  the 
hill-districts  making  quinine  and  caffeine  should  not  pay 
handsomely.  Caffeine  realises  something  like  15s.  per  lb. 
[present  price  for  pure  is  10s.  to  lb. — Ed  ],  and  from  tea- 
dust,  it  is  said,  2  per  cent,  could  be  obtained  by  an  inexpen- 
sive process." 


Hmertcan  Botea. 


Settled. — The  fiercely  fought  wood-alcohol  cases  against 
the  wholesale  and  manufacturing  drag-firm  of  Gilbert 
Brothers  &;  Co.,  Baltimore,  have  bsen  settled  out  of  court. 
It  will  be  recalled  that  five  actions  were  brought  on  behalf 
of  persons  who,  it  was  claimed,  had  been  either  blinded  or 
lost  their  lives  as  a  result  of  drinking  tincture  of  ginger 
prepared  with  wood-alcohol.  A  mass  of  contradictory 
testimony  was  taken  at  the  trial  as  to  the  effects  of  wood- 
alcohol  on  the  human  system,  and  sooa  after  negotiations 
were  begun  to  settle  the  cases  out  of  court.  The  amouats 
which  the  firm  agreed  to  pay  have  not  been  disclosed. 

A  Gigantic  Picnic. — Last  month  Messrs.  Parke.  Davis  Sc 
Co.  gave  an  excursion  from  Chicagj  to  Detroit  to  250  drug- 
gists and  others  in  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  and  Indiana.  The 
party  occupied  twelve  Pullman  coaches,  and  on  reaching 
Detroit  luncheon  was  provided.  The  entertainment  features 
covered  two  days,  and  included  a  visit  to  the  laboratories  oc 
the  firm,  tally-ho  rides,  banquet  at  the  Russell  House,  and 
an  all-day  trip  up  the  Detroit  river  on  the  specially  chartered 
steamer  Saplio.  The  guests  were  welcomed  to  Detroit  by 
Mayor  Maybury.  The  Detroit  programme  was  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  Helfman,  of  the  executive  staff  of 
P.,  D.  &  Co.,  who  was  also  toastmaster  at  the  banquet. 

To  Wipe  Ofe  the  Debt. — Under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
Ewen  Mclntyre,  who  was  recently  elected  honorary  president 
of  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy,  a  vigorous  and  care- 
fully planned  movement  is  on  foot  to  wipe  out  the  debt  which 
has  been  hanging  over  the  college  for  several  years,  and 
committees  have  been  appointed  to  set  forth  the  needs  of 
the  college  to  the  various  branches  of  the  trade  interested. 
The  sum  which  it  is  hop3d  to  raise  amounts  to  ,§'125,000, 
this  being  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  on  the  present 
building.  The  present  movement  has  been  in  existence  for 
only  a  few  weeks,  but  a  few  thousand  dollars  have  been 
already  collected,  and  the  committee  feels  greatly  encouraged. 
The  collection  of  funds  from  the  wholesale  drug-trade 
has  been  left  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  John 
McKesson,  Edward  G.  Wells,  Samuel  W.  Fairchild,  and 
Clarence  O.  Bigelow. 

A  Poisoning-case. — Another  sensational  poisoning-case 
is  reported  from  New  York.  Colonel  William  Best,  a  New 
York  millionaire,  died  suddenly  at  San  Rafael,  California, 
on  April  16,  at  the  house  of  a  certain  "  Doctor "  Woods, 
with  whom  he  had  some  business-dealings.  Woods  attended 
the  millionaire  during  his  illness,  and  gave  a  certificate  that 
death  was  due  to  cerebral  apoplexy.  The  body  was  sent  to 
Caldwell,  New  Jersey,  for  burial,  and  Woods  and  his  wife 
immediately  afterwards  disappeared.  Colonel  Best's  rela- 
tives opened  an  investigation,  and  discovered  that  a  large 
sum  of  money  and  some  mining-stock  belonging  to  Colonel 
Best  were  missing.  The  body  was  exhumed,  and  an  autopsy 
showed  that  it  had  been  opened  before  leaving  San  Rafael. 
The  digestive  organs  and  lungs  had  been  removed  and  saw- 
dust inserted.  Evidences  of  aconite-poisoning  were  dis- ' 
covered.  The  brain  was  found  to  be  perfectly  healthy,  thus 
disproving  the  death-certificate.  The  San  Rafael  authorities 
have  issued  warrants  for  the  arrest  of  Woods  and  his  wife. 
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A  Scoto-American  Pharmacist. — Mr.  Kobert  Lawson 
Morland,  who  has  recently  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Minnesota  Board  of  Pharmacy,  was  born  in  Stranraer,  Scot- 
land, in  1834,  and  received  his  early  education  there.  After 
leaving  school  he  entered  the  store  of  Mr.  Richard  Ker, 
the  principal  pharmacist  of  that  place.  He  remained  there 
five  years,  and  afterwards  secured  a  situation  in  Liverpool 
with  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co.  After  leaving  Evans's 
he  was  with  Hunt  k  Co.,  of  Dublin,  before  going  to 
America.  He  settled  first  at  Montreal,  where  he  was  with 
Evans  &  Sons  (Limitel)  for  five  years.  In  1892  he  registered 
in  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  accepted  a  position  with  Buck 
&  Rayner,  of  Chicago,  and  was  soon  after  made  manager  of 
their  store  on  State  and  Madison  Streets.  He  conducted  a 
successful  business  there  for  four  years.  About  six  years 
ago  he  went  to  Minnesota,  and  soon  afterwards  bought  the 
business  of  Mr.  C.  H.  Babcock,  at  WorthiDgton,  which  he 
has  continued  with  marked  success  ever  since.  Mr.  Morland 
is  (so  says  the  North-Western  Druggist)  a  bright,  alert, 
progressive  pharmacist,  and  will  acquit  himself  with  credit 
and  with  honour  to  the  Board  of  which  he  has  become  a 
member. 


Colonial  ano  foreign  Bewa. 


Bachelors  of  Pharmacy. — Fifty-three  candidates  passed 
the  examinations  at  the  University  of  Toronto  last  month, 
and  the  degree  of  Ph.B.  was  conferred  on  them  on  June  12. 

The  German  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Deutcher  Apo- 
theker  Verein)  has  decided  to  publish  a  new  edition  of  the 
Supplement  to  the  German  Pharmacopoeia.  The  committee 
which  is  to  prepare  it  consists  of  Dr.  Arnold,  of  Ansbach ; 
Messrs.  Jungclaussen,  of  Hamburg  ;  Scriba,  of  Reinheim  ;  and 
Stein,  oE  Durlach. 

The  Swiss  Co-operative  Pharmacies,  which  have  been 
violently  attacked  by  Swiss  chemists,  are  taking  steps  to 
combine  together  for  joint  trade.  At  a  meeting  of  delegates, 
held  at  Chaux  de  Fonds  the  other  day,  it  was  decided, 
amongst  other  things,  to  establish  a  large  central  laboratory 
at  Genf  for  the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  products. 

K ARAHIS3AR  Water. — The  Sultan  of  Turkey  has  granted 
to  the  Administration  of  the  Hamidieh  Hospital  a  concession 
for  working  the  mineral  springs  situated  near  Karahissar. 
The  waters  of  these  springs  are  named  Ekshirsu,  or  sour 
water,  and  chemical  analysis  has  proved  them  to  possess 
curative  properties  superior  to  those  of  any  other  mineral 
springs  in  the  Empire,  and  even  to  have  given  better  results 
than  some  of  the  best-known  mineral  waters  in  Europe. 
Major  Ali  Riza  Bey,  chemist  of  the  Hospital,  has  left  for 
Karahissar,  whence  he  will  send  30,000  bottles  of  ffltslii-su 
to  Constantinople. 

German  Goods  in  Canada. — The  retaliatory  acfon  of 
Canada  in  placing  upon  German  goods  an  extra  duty  of  one- 
third  over  the  normal  tariff  (while  British  goods  enter  the 
Dominion  at  one-third  less  than  the  ordinary  tarilf-rates) 
is  the  subject  of  official  correspondence  published  this  week, 
which  shows  the  German  Government  in  a  less  aggressive 
attitude.  Canadian  imports  of  German  goods  for  1902  of 
interest  to  the  drug  and  allied  trade  were  as  follows  : 

Paints  and  colours,  $222,833 ;  gum  (dextrin  enamel  sizing), 
$12,285;  drugs,  dyes,  and  chemicals,  $73,139  ;  glue,  $56,876 ;  glass 
carboys,  &c,  $155,579;  glass  jars,  $15,865;  surgical  dressings, 
$1,245 ;  proprietary  medicines,  $7,000 ;  ether  and  chloroform, 
$4,731 ;  cocoa-piste  and  chocolate- paste,  $17,937  ;  cocoa-shelle, 
$1,791;  gelatin,  ana  isinglass,  $11,460;  mineral  waters,  $19,042 ; 
iadiarubber  goods,  $23,785. 

Soap  in  China. — The  demand  for  foreign  soap  has  been 
growing-  so  rapidly  amoDg  the  Chinese,  says  the  British 
Consul  at  Nanking,  that  already  three  native  companies 
have  been  formed  within  the  last  year  or  so  to  import  the 
necessary  machinery  and  manufacture  the  article  locally. 
Only  one  of  the  companies  has  met  with  success,  and  the 
soap  it  manufactures  has  already  a  large  and  increasing 
sale  in  the  city,  and  a  small  quantity  has  even  been  exported. 
Both  washing  and  toilet  soaps  are  turned  out,  lut  it  is  not 
satisfactory  to  learn  from  our  Consul  that  the  intention  is  to 


let  purchasers  imagine  that  they  are  getting  the  foreign 
article,  as  some  of  the  best-known  British  brands  are  faith- 
fully imitated.  This  is  evidently  a  matter  British  soap- 
makers  ought  to  have  more  details  about ;  and,  no  dcubt, 
on  writing  to  Mr.  Acting-Consul  Wilkinson,  at  Nanking,  he 
would  be  able  to  give  further  particulars. 

A  Hashish  Haul. — According  to  the  Egyptian  Gazette 
the  Consul  of  one  of  the  Great  European  Powers  at  Alex- 
andria sent  a  janissary  to  the  Custom-Louse  last  week  to 
clear  two  boxes  of  effects,  giving  him  a  letter  containing 
instructions  that  they  should  not  be  opened.  The  figures  in 
the  letter  were,  however,  a^ered  before  presentation  from 
two  to  fourteen.  On  the  boxes  arriving  at  the  department  a 
Customs  official  was  surprised  at  the  large  number  of  boxes 
containing  personal  effects  all  belonging  to  the  same  Consul. 
He  accordingly,  in  spite  of  the  janissary's  protestations, 
ordered  one  of  the  boxes  to  be  opened,  and  it  was  found  to 
be  full  of  hashish.  The  other  boxes  were  then  examined, 
and  out  of  the  fourteen  boxes  twelve  were  found  to  contain 
the  drug.  The  total  amount  of  hashish  seized  is  said  to 
amount  to  1,200  kilos,  (over  a  ton),  of  the  value  of  about 
E3,000Z.  The  hashish  was  retained  by  the  Customs  Adminis- 
tration. The  Consulate  say  that  some  days  before  the  Consul 
in  question  received  a  telegram  supposed  to  emanate  from  a 
colonel  of  his  nationality  in  Cairo  begging  him  to  undertake 
the  disembarkation  and  clearing  at  the  Custom-house  of  a 
couple  of  cases  of  effects.  He  accordingly  complied  with 
this  request,  but  on  telegraphing  to  his  Con-ul-General  at 
Cairo  he  was  informed  that  no  such  colonel  existed  in  the 
capital.  He  therefore  surmises  that  he  has  been  made  the 
victim  of  a  trick. 

N.Z.  Pharmacists  Dine. — The  annual  dinner  of  the  Otago 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  in  the  Excelsior  Hotel, 
Dunedin,  on  May  29,  Mr.  W.  Wardrop  (President  of  the 
Association)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  large  attendance  of 
members  and  visitors,  amongst  those  present  being  Mr.  T.  W. 
Kempthorne  (past  president  of  the  Association),  Mr.  H.  D. 
Bedford,  M.H.R.,  Mr.  G.  M.  Thomson,  Drs.  Ogston,  Coughtrey, 
Blomfield,  Riley,  Marshall,  Macdonald,  and  Evans.  A  capital 
feast  was  provided,  and  it  [was  not  until  after  ten  o'clock 
that  a  start  was  made  with  the  toast-list.  "Ihe  King" 
having  been  loyally  honoured,  "The  Parliament  of  New 
Zealand"  was  proposed  by  Mr.  T.  Johnstone,  and  Mr.  Bedford, 
a  local  member  of  the  House,  replied.  Mr.  De  Mans,  in  an 
amusing  speech,  gave  "The  Otago  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion," and  the  Chairman,  in  responding,  said  the  Association 
had  done  good  work,  and  he  had  no  doubt  they  would  do 
equally  as  good  work  in  the  days  to  come.  The  year  just  past 
had  been  a  very  quiet  and  tranquil  one.  They  had  been  able 
to  maintain  themselves  very  well  during  the  past  few  years. 
They  had  a  little  nest-egg  which  they  were  desirous  should  not 
diminish.  They  would  be  very  pleased  to  see  greater  interest 
taken  in  the  Association  by  a  number  in  Dunedin.  Referring  to 
the  hours  of  closirg,  he  said  theirtimes  of  meeting  were  neces- 
sarily late,  and  he  hoped  the  Legislature  would  keep  the  matter 
of  closing  in  mind,  anel  see  if  the  hours  could  not  be  shortened. 
He  then  referred  to  the  lectures  they  had  enjoyed  listening 
to  at  their  meetings,  and  hoped  that  the  medical  men  would 
provide  them  the  same  useful  "form  of  entertainment  in 
future.  Mr.  T.  W.  Kempthorne  proposed  the  toast  of  "The 
Medical  Profession,"  and  expressed  pleasure  at  seeing  so 
many  of  that  profession  present.  Every  competent  chemist 
endeavoured  to  work  harmoniously  with  the  medical  men, 
and  that  was  as  it  should  be,  as  one  was  really  the  counter- 
part of  the  other.  Medicine  and  surgery  had  made  great 
progress  of  late  years,  and  that  progress  and  increased 
knowledge  had  benefited  the  human  family  enormously.

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ANNUAL  MEETING  AT  BRADFORD. 

THE  "Wool  City"  is  this  week  entertaining  the  members 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry.  The  weather, 
which  has  been  decidedly  threatening,  has  kept  fine  — 
indeed,  it  was  almost  ideal  for  the  garden-party  on  Wednes- 
day arternoon — the  sunshine  being  tempered  with  breezes. 
At  the  meeting  on  Wednesday  morning  in  the  Technical 
College,  the  Mayor  of  Bradford  gave  the  city's  welcome  to 
the  Society.  The  President's  address  was  noticeable  for  the 
way  it  engaged  the  interest  of  those  present.  The  main 
argument  was  that  the  commercial  prosperity  of  Germany  is 
not  alone  due  to  technical  education — that  is  one  of  the 
factors,  but  the  protective  tariffs,  by  fostering  the  industries 
(f  the  country  are  the  principal  cause.  He  alluded  also  to 
the  procrastination  of  the  British  Government  on  the  question 
of  patent-law  amendment,  and  how  difficult  it  is  to  get 
the  Board  of  Trade  to  grasp  the  most  elementary  facts  about 
patents.  Mr.  Levinstein  also  urged  the  importance  of  the 
appointment  of  a  Ministry  of  Commerce.  Sir  Wm.  Ramsay, 
in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President,  said  that  in 
Germany  there  is  a  Government  Department  whose  duty  it 
is  to  organise  commerce  and  arraDge  for  the  imposition  of 
duties  on  imported  articles  whenever  it  is  seen  that  some 
native  manufacture  would  be  benefited.  Mr.  Boverton 
Redwood,  in  seconding  the  vote  of  thanks,  referred  to  the 
efforts  that  are  being  made  by  the  British  Government  to 
make  the  chemical-exhibits  at  the  St.  Louis  Exhibition 
worthy  of  this  country.  At  the  finish  of  the  meeting 
Professor  Hart,  of  Lafayette  College,  N.Y.,  invited  the 
members  to  America  in  1904,  and  outlined  a  three-weeks' 
tour  in  the  country  which  is  proposed  for  those  who  accept 
the  invitation.  Luncheon  was  subsequently  served  in  the 
Midland  Hotel,  and,  this  over,  the  members  entrained  at  the 
adjoining  station  for  Apperly  Bridge.  Here  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
W.  E.  Aykroyd  received  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  of  the 
visitors  at  their  charming  old  house  "Ashdown."  A 
marquee  had  been  erected  in  case  of  wet  weather,  but 
happily  it  was  not  required  except  for  refreshments.  In  the 
evening  the  Mayor  of  Bradford  held  a  reception  at  the  Town 
Hall,  which  was  largely  attended. 


The  Techn;cal  College,  in  which  the  annual  meeting 
was  held,  is  well  suited  for  the  purpose.  There  was  a 
gcod  attendance  of  members.  Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein 
(the  President)  occupied  the  chair,  and  he  was  supported 
on  the  right  by  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  Hall),  Secretary  (Mr. 
Cresswell),  Sir  Wm.  Ramsay,  and  Dr.  W.  S.  Squire.  On  the 
left  were  the  Mayor  of  Bradford  (Alderman  D.  Wade),  Pro- 
fessor E.  Hait,  Mr.  Boverton  Redwood,  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer, 
and  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid.  About  a  dozen  other  councillors  were 
also  on  the  platform. 

The  proceedings  began  at  10.40  by  a  hearty  little  speech  of 
welcome  by  the  Mayor,  and  in  thanking  him  for  his  remarks 
the  President  said  Bradford  is  a  guiding  city  in  municipal 
affairs.  The  test  of  prosperity  of  a  city  is  the  proportion  of 
paupers,  and  in  this  respect  Bradford  has  the  smallest  per- 
centage in  the  kingdom. 

The  Presi  ent  then  called  on  the  Secretary  (Mr.  C.  G. 
Cresswell)  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting, 
field  at  Liverpool  in  1902.  This  was  followed  by  the  reading 
of  the  6 
Election  of  Council. 

Sir  William  Ram-ay,  K.C.B.,  D.Sc,  F.R.S.,  has  accepted 
I  he  office  of  President  for  the  year  1903-4,  the  Vice- Presidents 
neing  Professor  P.  Phillips  Bedson,  Professor  Marston 
T.  Brgert,  Mr.  E.  Carey,  Dr.  John  Clark,  Mr.  E.  Grant  Hooper, 
Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein,  Dr.  R.  Messel,  Mr.  W.  H.  Nichols, 
Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Professor  H.  R.  Procter,  Dr.  Jos.  W.  Swan, 


F.R.S ,  and  Mr.  Thos.  Tyrer.  The  ordinary  members  of 
Council  are  Dr.  Edw.  Divers,  F.R.S.,  Dr.  J.  Grossmann, 
Mr.  H.  Hemingway,  Professor  W.  R.  E.  Hodgkinson,  Ph.D., 
Mr.  David  Howard,  Dr.  J.  Lewkowifcsch,  Mr.  N.  H.  Martin, 
Mr.  Max  Muspratt,  Mr.  B.  E.  R.  Newlands,  Professor 
W.  J.  Pope,  F.R.S.,  Mr.  Frank  Scudder,  and  Dr.  W.  S.  Squire. 

The  Treasurer  (Mr.  S.  Hall)  and  the  Hon.  Foreign  Secretary 
(Dr.  Ludwig  Mond)  were  re-elected. 

The  President  then,  introduced  Sir  Wm.  Ramsay  to  the 
meeting  as  one  whose  name  is  famous  throughout  the 
world  on  account  of  his  contributions  to  chemical  science. 
Sir.  Wm.  Ramsay,  the  President  added,  has  been  honoured 
by  kings,  and  it  is  hoped  he  will  be  spared  for  many  years  to 
enjoy  his  well-merited  honours. 

Sir  Wm.  Ramsay  briefly  acknowledged  the  "far  too  kind 
words  "  which  had  been  said  of  him.  His  contributions  to 
technical  chemistry  had  been  small,  and  in  that  respect  he 
accepted  the  office  of  President  more  as  an  outsider.  His 
chief  work  had  been  with  education,  but]  there  is  no  doubt 
that  education  and  technical  chemistry  are  closely  allied. 

Report  of  the  Council. 

The  report  showed  that  the  number  of  members  on  the 
register  is  now  3  950,  compared  with  3,794  at  the  last  annual 
meeting.  During  the  week  378  new  members  have  been 
elected.  Some  paragraphs  were  devoted  to  the  Journal, 
which  continues  to  increase  in  size.  The  King  in  November 
acknowledged  the  resolution  of  congratulation  which  was 
passed  by  the  Society  last  year.  A  grant  of  300J.,  spread 
over  three  years,  has  been  made  to  the  funds  of  the  National 
Physical  Laboratory,  and  Mr.  R.  F.  Carpenter  has  been 
elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Geo.  Beilby  on  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment. A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  consider  the 
question  of  improved  means  of  transport  of  goods  and  raw 
materials  in  Great  Britain.  The  Finance  Act  of  June,  1902, 
Section  8,  gave  rise  to  a  hope  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
H.M.  Government  to  frame  certain  regulations  for  the  use 
of  alcohol  free  of  duty  for  manufacturing-purposes.  The 
subject  was  considered  of  such  importance  that  a  joint- 
committee  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  and  the 
Chemical  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  was 
appointed  to  deal  with  the  matter,  and  a  series  of  questions 
were  issued  with  the  object  of  eliciting  facts  and  statistics 
on  the  advantage  to  British  trade  likely  to  be  derived  from 
modified  regulations.  A  letter  was  addressed  to  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  proposed 
regulations  would  be  of  a  general  or  specific  character.  To 
this  letter  a  reply  was  received  which  appeared  to  indicate 
that  no  general  regulations  would  be  framed.  The  joint- 
committee  then  issued  a  circular  in  which  the  opinion  was 
expressed  (1)  that  the  inability  of  chemical-manufacturers 
to  use  alcohol  free  of  duty  seriously  hampered  the  industries 
of  the  country ;  (2)  that  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act, 
1876,  Appendix  F,  recognised  that  injustice  might  be  done 
to  the  revenue  by  the  importation  of  substances  in  the 
manufacture  of  which  alcohol  had  been  used,  although  not 
remaining  as  such  in  the  finished  products,  or  capable  of 
being  reproduced  therefrom  ;  (3)  that  the  industries  of  this 
country  were  diverted  from  their  natural  channel  and  the 
trade  in  chemicals  with  our  Colonies  seriously  threatened  by 
countries  able  to  work  under  more  favourable  fiscal  condi- 
tions, and  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  amend  the  regula- 
tions for  the  use  of  alcohol  for  manufacturing-purposes ; 
(4)  that  the  Government  were  unlikely  to  consent  to  an 
inclusion  in  the  Customs  tariff  of  the  substances  referred  to 
in  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act,  1876,  for  this  would  not 
only  injure  those  industries  which  the  Government  appeared 
to  desire  to  benefit,  but  would  also  destroy  much  of  the 
home  trade  with  the  Colonies.  The  replies  to  the  circular 
made  it  evident  that  the  duty  on  alcohol  crippled  industry, 
hampered  research,  and  retarded  progress.  Alcohol  should 
be  duty-free  to  the  manufacturer ;  he  should  be  able  to  use 
it  in  a  pure  state,  with  permission  to  recover  it.  In  short, 
free  and  cheap  alcohol  is  absolutely  necessary  for  industrial 
purposes.  In  co-operation  with  the  Royal  Society  and  the 
Chemical  Society,  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  under- 
took the  organisation  of  a  representation  of  British  chemists 
at  the  fifth  International  Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry, 
recently  held  at  Berlin.  The  President  and  about  fifty 
m  mibers  of  the  Society  attended.  Reference  was  also  made 
to  the  meeting  during  the  Congress  of  the  English  members 
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which  culminated  in  the  invitation  for  the  International 
Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry  to  meet  in  London  in  1906 
Eome,  however,  was  for  several  reasons  eventually  selected 
for  the  next  meeting.  In  May  the  Council  acceded  to  the 
application  of  thirty  members,  residing  in  New  South  Wales, 
to  form  a  "  Sydney  Section  "of  the  Society.  Congratulations 
were  expressed  that  the  Patent  Bill  has  been  passed  into  law. 
The  efforts  of  the  Chambers  of  Commerce,  supported  by  the 
Society,  to  provide  for  the  effective  and  bond  fide  working  in 
this  country  of  English  patents  held  by  foreigners  have  been 
successful,  and  the  new  Patent  Act,  which  is  retrospective 
in  its  action  so  far  as  Clause  2  is  concerned,  is  now  in 
operation.  The  obligations  on  the  part  of  foreign  patentees 
to  either  work  their  patents  in  this  country  or  grant  licences 
to  others  are  clearly  defined  in  the  new  Act,  and  the  rules  of 
procedure  are  clear  and  definite. 

The  interesting  item  that  the  Council  are  about  to  ask  for 
authority  from  the  members  to  petition  the  Privy  Council 
for  the  grant  of  a  Charter  of  Incorporation  was  also  given, 
and  the  report  wound  up  with  an  intimation  that  the  New 
York  Section  have  requested  Professor  Edward  Hart, 
Lafayette  College,  Easton,  Pa.,  to  submit  a  tentative  pro- 
gramme for  the  New  York  meeting  in  1904. 

The  President  briefly  explained  that  the  100/.  given  to  the 
National  Physical  Laboratory  would  be  continued  for  three 
years.  The  laboratory  resembles  in  scope  an  establishment 
in  Berlin,  but  differs  from  it  in  that  whereas  in  Germany  the 
Government  gave  200,000/.  to  build  the  institution  and  a 
yearly  subsidy  of  17,000/.,  the  British  Government  gave  to 
build  the  National  Physical  Laboratory  13,000/.  and  a  subsidy 
of  5,000/.  for  three  years.  Hence  it  is  necessary  for  scientific 
societies  to  make  voluntary  contributions. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Treasurer's  Report. 

Mr.  Samuel  Hall  (the  Treasurer)  next  presented  his 
report.  Briefly,  the  receipts  during  the  year  have  amounted  to 
5.289/.  17.s'.  3d.,  which  includes  4.369/.  4s.  Wd.  subscriptions, 
377/.  3s.  lOd.  interest,  and  543/.  8...  Id.  sale  of  Journal  and 
Index.  The  expenditure  includes  3  095/.  3s.  lOd.  spent  on 
the  Journal,  secretarial  expenses  354/.  4s.  5i.,  salaries  and 
fees  400/.,  a  contribution  of  100/.  to  the  National  Physical 
Laboratory,  258/.  paid  on  behalf  of  the  Decennial  Index,  and 
a  balance  of  458/.  3s.  5d.  During  the  year  the  sum  of 
976/.  12s.  has  been  invested  in  Great  Western  Railway 
5  per  cent,  preference  stock,  the  investments  of  the  Society 
now  amounting  to  12.309/.  7s.  2d. 

The  Treasurer  further  explained  that  since  1902  the 
Society  have  invested  a  further  800/.  in  Midland  2|  per  cent, 
stock. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  Treasurer,  to  which  he 
briefly  replied.    Then  followed 

The  President's  Address 
which  was  divided  into  sections,  dealing  with  (1)  education, 
(2)  patent  law,  and  (3)  foreign  tariffs,  topics  which,  as 
Mr.  Levinstein  said,  have  considerable  bearing  on  chemical 
industry. 

education. 

That  superior  education  will  substantially  assist  in  the 
progress  of  manufactures  is  fairly  well  agreed  upon,  but 
Mr.  Levinstein  contended  that  too  exclusive  importance  has 
been  attached  to  this  factor  of  industrial  progress.  Pro- 
fessor Dewar  at  Belfast  last  year  put  the  present  industrial 
position  in  Germany  entirely  to  the  credit  of  superior  edu- 
cation. It  is  one  of  the  causes,  the  speaker  said,  but  the 
industrial  position  of  America  and  Germany  has  been 
created  by  the  imposition  of  high  protective  tariffs  with 
other  legislative  measures  directly  benefiting  the  trading 
community.  In  technical  industry  Great  Britain  is  in  no 
way  behind  America,  except  in  that  branch  which  deals  with 
the  treatment  of  iron.  The  principal  advantage  of  German 
education  lies  in  the  fact  that  a  student  begins  his  special 
studies  after  a  thorough  systematic  training  in  general 
subjects.  That  technical  education  is  not  the  sole  cause  of 
a  nation's  progress  can  be  seen  in  the  case  of  Austria,  where, 
in  spite  of  the  high  standard  of  general  education,  trade 
does  not  expand  in  like  proportion  as  in  Germany.  In 
Belgium,  on  the  other  hand,  the  standard  of  education  is 
comparatively  inferior,   but  in   industrial  progress  that 


country  is  probably  the  foremost  in  Europe.  Reference  was 
next  made  to  the 

education  act. 

The  1902  Act  will  be  of  value  in  benefiting  primary  educa- 
tion, but  whether  it  will  advance  secondary  education  is 
doubtful.  The  representatives  of  secondary  education  on 
the  various  committees  are  in  the  minoiity,  and  the 
money  to  be  devoted  to  this  form  of  education  will  probably 
not  be  forthcoming,  as  the  educational  authorities  are  forced 
to  expend  large  amounts  on  primary  education  and  will  shrink 
incurring  the  large  additional  expenditure  necessary  for 
secondary  education.  What  is  wanted  is  the  establish- 
ment in  all  important  centres  of  first-rate  secondary  schools 
of  the  German  Meal  gymnasium  type,  so  as  to  provide  a 
sufficient  number  of  boys  to  take  advantage  of  university 
teaching.  Such  schools  could  be  built  without  ornamental 
architecture  or  costly  laboratories,  and  should  be  well  staffed 
with  teachers,  'i  ..e  fees  would  also  need  to  be  moderate,  and 
the  leaving  certificates  of  such  schools  should  give  the  right  of 
entrance  wit>out  further  examination  to  the  best  technical 
schools  and  universities.  One  point  to  observe  is  t.'iat  the 
very  highest  spraining  should  be  reserved  for  the  capable  and 
industrious  youths,  so  as  to  avoid  crowding  the  professions 
with  incompetent  men.  The  President  next  referred  with 
appreciation  to  the  scheme  announced  by  Lord  Rosebery  to 
provide  a 

LONDON  CHARLOTTENBURG, 

but  questioned  whether  the  five  or  six  Charlottenburg  schools 
which  Mr.  Haldane  contends  are  necessary  would  much  im- 
prove our  position  so  far  as  technical  education  is  concerned. 
Existing  technical  high  schools  are  stirved  for  want  of 
properly  prepared  students.  There  are  at  present  3,873 
students  in  the  ninety  British  educational  institutions  in 
which  technological  subjects  are  taught,  but  not  10  per  cent, 
of  these  could  pass  the  Charlottenburg  Entrance  examination. 
On  the  other  hand,  at  nine  technical  high  schools  in  Germany 
there  were  last  year  15,442  day  students,  and  12,422  of  these 
had  passe  1  the  difficult  Matriculation  examination  of  their 
secondary  schools.  These  figures  point  to  a  want  of  properly 
equipped  students.  The  new  municipal  technical  school  at 
Manchester  has  200  day  students,  but  probably  less  than 
twenty  of  these  are  adequately  prepared  or  possess  sufficient 
general  knowledge  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  opportunities 
the  school  provides.  "  Establish  a  system  of  high-class 
secondary  education  accessible  to  all  grades,  give  sufficient 
inducement  for  the  boys  to  stay  long  enough  at  school,  and 
you  will  find  that  efficient  scientific  and  technical  education 
will  follow  just  as  it  did  in  Germany,"  was  how  Mr.  Levin- 
stein wound  up  hi-i  remarks  on  this  subject.  The  depart- 
ment for  preparing,  bleaching,  dye  ng,  printing,  mercerising, 
and  finishing  textiles  in  the  Manchester  School  of  Technology 
is  more  complete  in  detail  and  more  magnificent  in  scope 
thin  any  similar  institution  in  this  conntiy  or  elsewhere,  and 
its  influence  on  the  future  of  the  textile  indu-try  will  be  con- 
siderable. This  country  excels  in  the  production  of  first- 
class  yarn  and  cloth  made  from  first-class  raw  material 
and  in  colouring  these  with  fast  dyes,  and  in  the  capitals 
of  Europe  English  silks  and  cloths  command  higher  prices 
on  account  of  their  better  wearing  qualities.  The  market, 
however,  requires  an  increasingly  larger  quantity  of  goods 
made  from  inferior  materials,  but  with  the  appearance  and 
external  qualities  of  the  costlier  articles,  and  it  is  in  the 
production  of  these  low-class  goods  that  the  foreigner  has 
the  advantage  in  the  matter  of  intermixing  fabrics,  weight- 
ing, &c.  It  requires  considerably  more  art  to  turn  out  these 
goods  ;  but  the  chemists  at  present  turned  out  by  English 
technical  schools  usually  become  mere  testing-machines 
because  they  lack  adequate  knowledge  of  engineering.  It 
is  hoped  to  remedy  this  defect  in  the  Manchester  Technical 
School.    Mr.  Levinstein  next  touched  on  the 

PATENT  LAW  AMENDMENT  ACT, 

noting  particularly  the  steps  which  were  taken  to  bring 
about  reform  in  the  matter  of  patents.  The  test-case,  which 
proved  the  utter  uselessness  for  all  practical  purposes  of  the 
compulsory-licence  section  in  the  old  Act,  was  the  cause  of 
the  appointment  of  the  Departmental  Committee.  The  com- 
mittee were,  however,  so  unrepresented  that  tremendous 
pressure  had  to  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  Board  of  Trade 
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before  that  Department  could  be  made  to  realise  that  the 
recommendations  which  the  committee  proposed  in  regard 
to  compulsory  licences  only  made  matters  worse.  At  last 
the  representative  deputation  succeeded  in  getting  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  alter  the  licence  condi- 
tions, and  the  Bill  which  has  now  become  law  is  the  result. 
Mr.  Levinstein  thinks  the  Act  will  work  well  because,  now 
that  the  law  is  clearly  defined,  friendly  arrangements  will  be 
easier  to  make  than  formerly.    The  subject  of 

FOEEIGN  TAEIFFS 

was  next  touched  upon.  It  is  absolutely  certain  that  when 
the  suggested  tariffs  are  put  into  operation,  serious  injury 
will  be  inflicted  upon  British  trades  and  industries,  and  the 
President  showed  that  this  will  happen  in  spite  of  the 
inost-favoured-nation  clause,  which  will  naturally  operate 
in  favour  of  a  "  free  "  country.  It  will  happen  that  raw  pro- 
ducts will  be  the  only  articles  which  can  with  profit  be 
exported  to  tariff-ridden  countries,  and  the  really  profitable 
part  of  manufacturing  the  highly  refined  or  finished  products 
will  have  to  be  left  to  the  importing  countries.  A  recent 
visit  to  America  yielded  Mr.  Levinstein  much  food  for 
thought.  He  found  there  textile  factories  manned  entirely 
with  English  workmen,  and  using  English  machinery  ;  but 
what  struck  him  was  that  the  articles  produced  were  rather 
inferior  in  quality  when  compared  with  those  home-made  in 
England.  The  machinery  and  plant  are  largely  copied  and 
improved  upon  by  American  makers,  but  with  the  idea  of 
turning  out  larger  quantities  than  of  improving  the  quality 
of  the  goods. 

THE  CHLORINE  QUESTION 

was  next  used  as  an  illustration  of  the  mischievous  influence 
of  foreign  tariffs  on  British  industries.  The  electrolytic 
production  of  caustic  alkalies  and  chlorine  has  largely 
extended  abroad  ;  till  now  Germany  is  probably  the  largest 
producer  of  electrolytic  alkali.  Germany  and  America  were 
formerly  our  largest  customers  for  caustic  soda  and  bleachiDg- 
powder,  but  owing  to  protective  tariffs  the  British  exports  of 
these  chemicals  are  now  comparatively  small.  This  is  not 
the  worst,  however,  as  owirig  to  the  quantity  of  chlorine 
obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  caustic  alkali,  Germany  has 
it  in  her  power  to  export  bleach  at  a  price  below  that  which 
our  manufacturers  can  produce  it,  and  could  to-day  ruin  any 
British  producer  who  is  solely  dependent  upon  this  article. 
Our  chlorine-producers  might  with  advantage  take  up  the 
manufacture  of  chlorinated  organic  compounds,  such  as 
mono-chloro  benzine  and  mono-chloro  aniline,  for  which  there 
is  an  increasing  consumption.  The  address  closed  with  a 
complaint  as  to  the  slackness  on  the  part  of  the  Government  in 
making  known  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  alterations  in 
foreign  tariffs,  and  the  need  of  a  Ministry  of  Commerce. 
The  momentous  question  of  a  change  in  our  fiscal  policy 
should  not  be  decided  by  phrases  or  catchwords,  but  the 
spirit  of  science,  the  search  for  truth,  careful  inquiry  and 
investigation  should  prevail,  and  guide  the  minds  of  those 
■who  have  on  their  shoulders  the  very  grave  responsibility  of 
shaping  the  future  prosperity  of  this  great  country. 
The  address  occupied  over  an  hour  in  delivery,  and 
Sir  William  Eamsay,  in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks,  spoke 
of  it  as  "an  effort  of  brilliant  common  sense."  Sir  William 
then  gave  a  very  instructive  analogy  in  the  superior  [organisa- 
tion of  the  German  army,  which  had  proved  its  superiority 
in  the  wars  with  Austria  and  France.  He  happened  to  know, 
although  the  matter  is  kept  quiet,  that  commerce  is 
organised  in  a  similar  complete  manner.  A  Government 
Department  is  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  advising  when 
protective  duties  shall  be  imposed,  and  when  cheaper  transit 
is  desirable.  In  this  way  native  industries  are  fostered. 
Russia  has  copied  Germany  in  protecting  home  industries, 
and  this  nation  ought  to  realise  the  seriousness  of  the 
position  and  take  counsel  as  to  the  policy  to  pursue  in  the 
future. 

Mr.  Boverton  Redwood,  after  eulogising  the  work  of  the 
retiring  President,  said  his  visit  to  America  had,  like  King 
Edward's  visit  to  Prance,  removed  any  misunderstandings 
which  might  have  existed.  Mr.  Redwood  then  went  on  to 
speak  of  the  St.  Louis  Exhibition,  and  said  that  one  way  the 
Society  could  prove  its  claim  to  the  grant  of  a  charter  is  by 
supporting  the  Government  in  their  efforts  to  make  the 


British  exhibits  representative.  It  would  never  do  to  let 
the  world  think  that  the  continental  nations'  estimate  of  our 
chemical-industries  is  justified. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  carried  by  acclamation. 

The  Auditors  were  next  appointed,  after  which  was 
arranged  the 

Meeting-place  fob  1904. 

Professor  Edward  Hart  was  present  from  New  York,  and 
gave  a  brief  statement  of  what  the  committee  propose  to  do, 
and  he  invited  any  suggestions  from  the  members  present. 
The  visitors  are  to  land  in  New  York  on  September  16  next 
year,  and  will  be  received  by  a  representative  of  the  Presi- 
dent. Three  days  will  be  spent  in  New  York,  the  time  after 
the  business-meeting  being  filled  up  by  an  excursion  round 
the  harbour,  banquets,  and  receptions.  The  members  will 
then  be  put  on  a  fully  equipped  train  and  taken  to  Phila- 
delphia, then  on  to  Washington,  where  there  will  be  a 
reception  by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  After  that 
Pittsburgh  will  be  visited,  and  parts  of  the  Carnegie  works 
will  be  shown.  Next,  at  St.  Louis,  three  days  will  be  spent 
in  the  exhibition,  the  train  being  used  as  an  hotel.  Then 
Chicago,  Niagara  Falls,  Buffalo,  and  Boston,  and  back  again 
to  New  York.  The  cost  of  the  trip  will  not  exceed  501. ,  and 
Professor  Hart  added  that  ladies  are  specially  invited.  It 
had  been  his  province  to  have  to  collect  money  for  many 
objects,  but  he  never  found  a  more  spontaneous  desire  to 
extend  hospitality  than  he  had  found  in  the  case  of  the 
proposed  visit  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  moved  "  that  the  Society  do  meet  in 
New  York  in  1904,"  and  this,  on  being  put  to  the  meeting, 
was  carried  unanimously. 

The  authorities  of  the  Municipal  Technical  College  were 
thanked  for  the  use  of  the  building,  and  the  meeting  ended. 

Wednesday's  Festivities. 

Luncheon  was  served  in  the  Midland  Hotel  at  1.30,  Mr. 
W.  E.  Priestley,  Chairman  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee, 
being  in  the  chair.  At  2.35  the  train  was  teken  from  the 
adjoining  station  for  Apperly  Bridge,  which  is  about  six 
miles  out  of  Bradford.  There  the  visitors  were  received  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Aykroyd  at  "  Ashdown,"  where  a  garden- 
party  was  held.  The  weather,  which  had  been  threatening 
all  the  morning,  cleared  up  beautifully,  and  brilliant  sun- 
shine prevailed  the  greater  part  of  the  time.  The  playing 
of  the  National  Anthem  was  the  signal  to  return  to  the 
station,  and  Bradford  was  reached  about  six  o'clock. 

At  eight  o'clock  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  (Alderman  and 
Mrs.  David  Wade)  held  a  reception  in  the  Town  Hall,  which 
lasted  till  10.30.  The  Council-chamber,  banqueting-room, 
and  library  were  arranged  as  drawing-rooms,  and  the  magis- 
trates' room  was  devoted  to  smoking.  There  were  refresh- 
ments and  an  excellent  band.

High  Court  Cases. 

Cowman's  Trade-Marks. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
July  10,  Mr.  Justice  Byrne  heard  an  application  in  the  matter 
of  J.  &  J.  Colman  (Limited)  registered  trade-marks  for  leave 
to  make  certain  alterations  therein.  When  the  marks  were 
registered  Queen  Victoria  was  alive,  and  the  applicants  had  a 
warrant  of  appointment  as  manufacturers  of  mustard  to  her 
Majesty,  and  another  appointment  to  the  then  Prince  of 
Wales.  Since  King  Edward  ascended  the  throne  there  has 
been  a  new  Prince  of  Wales,  but  the  applicants  now  have 
new  warrants  of  appointment  to  his  Majesty  and  also  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales.  By  reasons  of  such  changes  applicants  had 
found  it  necessary  to  make  certain  alterations  in  the  wording 
of  their  registered  trade-marks  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
that  their  appointments  are  to  the  King  and  not  to  the  late 
Queen.  In  addition  they  were  desirous  of  altering  some  of 
the  marks  in  four  other  non-essential  particulars.  Mr. 
Justice  Byrne  gave  leave  for  the  proposed  alterations  in  the 
trade- marks  to  be  made. 

Saccharin  Corporation  (Limited)  v.  Francis. 
This  action  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady  in  the 
Chancery  Division  on  Tuesday,  July  15,  by  way  of  motion 
for  judgment  in  default  of  appearance.  Mr.  Colefax,  for  the 
plaintiffs,  said  it  was  a  patent  action,  and  infringement  was 
alleged.  The  defendant  had  imported  80  lbs.  of  saccharin, 
and  had,  it  was  alleged,  sold  as  well  as  imported.  His  Lord- 
ship granted  an  injunction  and  an  inquiry  as  to  damages, 
with  an  order  for  delivery  up. 


Medicine  =  stamp  Act,  1812, 

Eleven  Penalties. 
Mr.  John  Ernest  Jewell,  chemist  and  druggist,  trading 
as  Heppell  &  Co.,  35  Haymarket,  S.W.,  was  charged  before 
Mr.  Plowden  at  the  Great  Marlborcugh  Street  Police  Court  on 
Wednesday,  July  15,  by  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue, 
for  selling  twelve  dutiable  medicines  unstamped.  The 
articles  were :  (1)  Heppell's  compound  iodised  sarsaparilla 
blood-pills,  (2)  Dr.  Auber's  golden  seeds,  (3)  Dr.  Auber's 
pile-suppositories,  (4)  Heppell  &  Co.'s  corn-plaster,  (5) 
Vinolia  cream,  (6)  Brou's  injection,  (7)  injection  of  matico, 
(8)  Sirop  de  chloral  de  Follet,  (9)  Dr.  Auber's  iron  supposi- 
tories, (10)  Pot  pate  pectorale  au  lactucarium,  (11)  Papier 
Fayard  et  Playon,  (12)  Dr.  Marion  Sim's  apiol-and-steel 
pills. 

Mr.  Denniss,  barrister,  Somerset  House,  appeared  for  the 
Commissioners. 

Mr.  Jewell  said  that  he  would  plead  guilty  to  nine  of  the 
informations,  but  disputed  the  liability  in  the  case  of  one  of 
the  medicines  said  to  be  Dr.  Auber's  pile-suppositories,  also 
sirop  de  chloral  and  papier  fayard. 

Mr.  Denniss  said  that  the  proceedings  were  taken  under 
Section  2  of  the  1812  Act,  under  which  a  penalty  of  10/.  is 
imposed  in  respect  to  each  dutiable  medicine  sold  un- 
stamped. After  he  had  quoted  the  Act  bearing  on  the  par- 
ticular preparations  whereon  duty  is  chargeable, 

Mr.  Jewell  said  as  to  two  preparations  he  relied  upon  the 
exemptions,  sirop  de  chloral  being  a  pure  drug,  papier  Fayard 
not  being  a  secret  remedy,  and  Dr.  Auber's  pile-suppositories 
on  another  ground. 

Mr.  Plowden  :  What  is  a  pure  drug  ? 

Mr.  Denniss :  Chloral  itself  would  be  regarded  as  a  pure 
drug,  but  not  if  it  is  mixed  with  other  ingredients,  such  as 
water,  syrup,  glycerin,  or  alcohol.  The  point  was  decided  in 
Smith  v.  Mason,  where  a  tincture  was  held  to  be  not  a  pure 
drug. 

Mr.  Jewell :  I  claim  exemption  because  it  is  not  a  secret 
remedy. 

Mr.  Denniss  then  read  the  section  respecting  the  exemp- 
tion, and  referred  to  the  Glyn-Jones  decision.  Under  that 
he  said  that  Mr.  Jewell  would  have  to  show  (1)  that  he  is  a 
chemist  who  has  served  a  regular  apprenticeship ;  (2)  that 


the  preparation  had  not  been  sold  under  letters  patent  ;  (3) 
that  it  is  a  well-known  remedy,  admitted  and  approved  for 
certain  ailments ;  and  (4)  that  it  has  not  been  held  out  as 
beneficial,  &c,  for  human  ailments  by  the  owners,  proprietors, 
makers,  compounders,  or  original  or  first  vendors. 

The  Magistrates'  Clerk  (to  Mr.  Jewell)  :  Your  one  point  is 
that  it  is  not  a  secret  remedy  '.' 

Mr.  Jewell :  Yes. 

Mr.  Denniss  :  If  you  rely  upon  that  it  is  quite  insufficient. 

The  Clerk :  To  establish  your  claim  to  exemption  you 
must  prove  the  four  things. 

Mr.  Plowden  :  Yes  ;  one  article  only  in  your  defence  is  not 
enough. 

Mr.  Jewell :  I  give  it  up,  then. 

Mr.  Plowden  :  What  about  sirop  de  chloral  ? 

Mr.  Jewell :  I  cannot  now  say  it  is  a  pure  drug. 

Mr.  Plowden :  Then  I  understand  you  plead  guilty  t3 
this  1 

Mr.  Jewell :  Yes  ;  I  cannot  prove  all  these  things  which 
Mr.  Denniss  has  mentioned,  although  I  must  say  that  the 
article  was  sold  unstamped  under  the  impression  that  all 
articles  of  which  the  composition  was  well  known  would 
be  exempt  in  consequence  of  the  Glyn-Jones  decision. 

An  officer  of  Inland  Revenue  having  proved  the  purchase 
of  two  articles,  Mr.  Jewell  said  that  one  of  the  articles  was 
undoubtedly  correctly  described,  but  the  other  was  not  so. 

Mr.  Plowden  suggested  to  Mr.  Denniss  that  as  there  were 
eleven  informations  in  respect  to  which  a  plea  of  guilty  had 
now  been  entered,  whether  it  was  worth  while  to  go  into  the 
matter  of  the  other ;  one  could  not  in  any  event  make  much 
difference  in  the  decision. 

Mr.  Denniss  agreed  to  this. 

Mr.  Jewell  stated  that  he  had  three  assistants  who  at 
busy  times  had  probably  overlooked  the  medicine-stamp 
duty,  and  possibly  had  shown  carelessness  in  the  matter 
which  he  thought  was  perhaps  excusable. 

Mr.  Plowden  :  You  think  it  is  only  human  nature  then  ? 

Mr.  Jewell :  Yes,  I  put  it  in  that  way.  My  assistants  have 
instructions  to  stamp  everything  which  is  dutiable. 

Mr.  Plowden  :  I  shall  inflict  a  fine  of  11.  and  2s.  costs  in 
each  case,  121.  2s.  in  all. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Blue  Pills. 

At  the  Reigate  County  Bench  on  Saturday,  July  11,  Mr, 
Jeremiah  Colman  in  the  chair,  Messrs.  Little  &  Crawford, 
trading  as  chemists  and  druggists  at  Horley,  appeared  on  an 
adjourned  summons  with  selling  blue  pills  which  were  not 
of  the  nature,  quality,  and  substance  demanded.  At  the 
last  sitting  of  the  Court,  Mr.  Talbot  Kyle,  the  county 
inspector  under  the  Acts,  who  prosecuted,  submitted  an 
analysis  of  the  pills  his  assistant  purchased  from  the 
defendants,  which  certified  that  they  contained  only  20  8  of 
mercury,  instead  of  33  3,  as  prescribed  by  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  The  case  was  adjourned  on  the  application 
of  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby,  who  appeared  for  the  defendants,  so  that 
the  pills  could  be  analysed  at  Somerset  House. 

On  the  case  being  called,  Mr.  Kirby  handed  to  the  Bench 
the  Somerset  House  analysis,  which  certified  that  the  pills- 
contained  262  of  mercury,  when  Mr.  Koyle  argued  according: 
to  that  analysis  an  offence  had  been  committed,  as  the  pills 
were  7  per  cent,  short  of  mercury. 

Mr.  Kirby,  addressing  the  Bench,  said  the  defendants  were 
not  to  blame  in  the  matter.  Prior  to  November  last  Messrs. 
Little  and  Crawford  were  assistants  together  in  a  place  of 
business,  when  they  purchased  Mr.  F.  M.  Walton's  shop  and 
stock  at  Horley.  The  pills  in  question  were  not  taken  with 
the  stock,  but  were  purchased  by  the  defendants  from  a 
well-known  wholesale  house  in  May  last  in  mass  made  up 
ready  for  sale.  Four  days  after  the  pills  arrived  the 
inspector  visited  defendants'  shop  and  purchased  a  shilling 
box.  The  bottle  which  contained  the  pills  was  specially 
opened  for  that  sale,  and  was  in  no  way  tampered  with  by 
Mr.  Little  or  Mr.  Crawford.  The  operation  of  the  Act  was 
very  hard  upon  the  defendants,  who  had  just  started  in 
business.  Of  course  they  were  bound  to  stand  to  their 
responsibility  in  the  matter,  and,  though  they  might  have  a 
remedy  against  the  wholesale  house  and  secure  damages, 
the  reports  of  the  case  in  the  newspapers   affected  his

clients,  while  the  wholesale  firm  were  practically  unassail- 
able. He  argued  in  the  mechanical  mixing  of  the  pills  the 
right  percentage  of  mercury  might  not  have  come  out,  hence 
the  deficiency.  He  asked  the  Bench  not  to  convict  under 
the  circumstances,  but  to  deal  with  his  clients  under 
Section  16  of  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Act. 

Mr.  Crawford,  one  of  the  defendants,  gave  evidence  in 
support  of  Mr.  Kirby's  statement. 

The  Chairman  said  the  Court  agreed  that  an  offence  had 
been  committed,  and  that  the  inspector  had  only  done  his 
duty  in  bringing  the  case  before  the  Bench.  They  accepted 
fully  all  that  had  been  said  by  Mr.  Kirby,  and  were  certain 
there  was  no  intention  of  fraud,  and  it  was  a  misfortune  that 
a  conviction  had  to  follow.  At  the  same  time  the  public 
had  to  b3  protected,  but,  having  regard  to  all  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  the  Bench  thought  that  the  small  fine  of 
Is.  and  costs  would  be  sufficient. 

Price-list  Warranty. 

At  Oxted  Police  Court  on  Monday,  July  13,  Sydney  Fordham, 
chemist,  New  Oxted,  was  summoned  for  selling,  on  June  2, 
blue  pills  which  were  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and 
quality  of  the  article  demanded.  Mr.  Talbot  Kyle,  county 
inspector,  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  Kirby  (Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  & 
Kirby)  defended  on  behalf  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion. 

Cyril  Tidman,  an  assistant  in  the  employ  of  defendant, 
served  an  assistant  to  the  inspector  with  a  shillingsworth  of 
blue  pills,  Tidman  inquiring  what  strength  was  required. 
Only  4-gr.  strength  was  stocked,  and  ninepennyworth,  all  in 
the  shop,  were  supplied.  These  were  divided  in  the  usual 
manner  by  Mr.  Kyle.  Ia  answer  to  Mr.  Kirby,  the  assistant 
inspector  said  he  had  previously  purchased  several  samples 
of  pills  from  Mr.  Fordham,  and  they  had  always  been  right. 

Dr.  Thomas  Stevenson,  county  analyst,  said  he  received  a 
box  containing  five  pills  from  Mr.  Kyle.  They  weighed 
•about  33  gr.,  and  were  rather  unequal  in  size  and  weight. 
They  were  coated  pills,  and  the  pill-mass  varied  rather  more 
than  the  coating.  He  took  an  average-size  pill,  which 
weighed  about  6§  gr. ;  of  that,  0  93  was  mercury,  3  53  vege- 
table matter,  and  2  07  coating.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Kirby, 
witness  said  it  was  legitimate  to  add  an  excipient  to  the 
pill-mass  if  it  was  solt.  He  could  not  say  if  it  had  been 
done  in  that  case.  In  the  process  of  analysis  he  only  found 
occasion  to  apply  very  little  heat,  not  sufficient  to  affect  the 
quantity  of  mercury.  Keplying  to  the  Bench,  the  witness 
said  the  deficiency  of  mercury  was  one-eighth  of  the  whole 
of  the  quantity,  and,  taking  the  largest  pill,  the  deficiency 
would  be  1|  tenth  of  a  grain.  They  were  not  well-made 
pills.  Assuming  the  pill  to  be  4j  gr.,  the  deficiency  was 
12  50  per  cent.,  and  if  a  4-gr.  pill,  9  or  10  per  cent,  deficient. 

Mr.  Kiiby,  for  the  defence,  said  he  should  rely  on  two 
grounds.  He  had  given  the  prosecution  notice  of  warranty ; 
the  warranty  was  basgd  upon  the  price-list  issued  by  the 
wholesale  house  from  whom  the  goods  were  received — Wand 
Manufacturing  Company,  Leicester.  They  were  described 
as  "  Highest  quality,  lowest  price,  best  finish,  full  strength," 
were  No.  13  B.P.,  at  5^.  per  gross.  The  invoice  ran,  "  1  gross 
No.  13  pills,  5^.,  pil.  hydrarg.,  P.B."  In  a  letter  to  the 
defendant  the  manufacturers  wrote  :  "  We  are  quite  sure  you 
will  not  hear  any  more  about  this  as  all  our  pills  are 
guaranteed,  and  we  are  prepared  to  stand  by  the  guarantee." 
The  second  ground  upon  which  he  relied  was  that  the 
analyst  only  analysed  two  out  of  the  five  pills. 

The  defendant  said  he  ordered  the  blue  pills  from  the 
price-list  of  the  Wand  Company,  and  believed  they  were  of 
the  correct  strength  mentioned  in  the  B.P.,  otherwise  he 
should  not  have  had  them. 

Mr.  Kyle:  In  your  opinion  is  the  blue  pill  of  the  B.P.  the 
best  1 — No  ;  I  think  you  could  improve  it  in  a  strictly  scientific 
way. 

Is  there  a  ma' gin  allowed  for  careless  d'spensirg  1 — I  do  not 
see  that  there  snould  be  careless  dispensing. 

If  you  sold  a  blue  pill  which  was  found  to  be  9  per  cent, 
deficient  of  mercury,  would  you  consider  you  had  sold  a  pill 
to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser? — I  should,  of  course. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  said,  looking  at  the  price-list  of  the 
Wand  Company,  he  should  undei  stand  that  the  pills  were 
made  in  accordance  with  the  B  P.,  and  should  take  those 


letters  to  be  a  guarantee.  There  was  no  other  "pil" 
hydrarg."  than  the  B.P. 

Cross-examined:  If  you  sold  blue  pills  9  per  cent,  deficient, 
would  it  be  in  accordance  with  the  B.P.  ?— There  is  nothing 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia  about  blue  pills.  If  I  sold  blue-pill 
mass  and  it  was  9  per  cent,  deficient,  I  should  not  be  selling 
blue  pills.  If  Dr.  Stevenson  says  they  are  9  per  cent,  deficient 
they  are  not  of  proper  strength. 

The  Bench  intimated  that  they  would  like  to  hear  Mr.  Kyle 
upon  the  question  of  the  warranty. 

Mr.  Kyle  said  the  documents  in  this  case  did  not  constitute 
a  warranty.  The  price-list  was  not  a  warranty,  but  a  guide 
to  the  seller  in  the  selection  of  the  goods. 

Mr.  Kirby  replied  that  the  letters  "B.P."  in  the  price-list 
were  a  guarantee  ;  there  was  no  other  pil.  hydrarg.  known  in 
commerce  than  the  B.P. 

The  Bench  retired,  and  upon  their  return  into  court  the 
Chairman  said  they  considered  the  warranty  had  been  proved, 
and  the  case  would  be  dismissed. 


County  Court  Case. 

BEAUTY- CULTURE. 

At  the  hearing  of  the  case  of  Muschik  v.  Thatcher  in  the 
Westminster  County  Court  on  July  10,  the  plaintiff, 
O.  Muschik,  carrying  on  a  "medical  institute"  in  Oxford 
Street,  W.,  claimed  a  sum  of  money  from  Mrs.  Thatcher, 
trading  as  Madame  Hoffmann  at  167  New  Bond  Street, 
where  she  practises  facial  treatment,  on  a  bill  of  exchange 
in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  instruments  from  the 
plaintiff.  For  the  defendant  the  bill  was  admitted,  and 
misrepresentation  was  pleaded.  Defendant's  counsel  stated 
that  his  client  purchased  a  "  vibration-machine  "  from  the 
plaintiff,  and  he  induced  her  to  purchase  others  on  the 
representation  that  he  held  the  patents  and  would  give  her 
sole  London  licence  to  practise  face-treatment.  There  was 
an  agreement  to  that  effect.  It  was  afterwards  discovered 
that  he  had  granted  similar  licences  to  two  others  and 
practised  himself.  The  instrument  for  the  face  was  an 
electric  one,  on  the  vibration  principle,  for  steaming  the 
face.  The  rapid  vibration  circulated  the  blood,  and  the 
face-bath,  with  the  use  of  his  herbs,  was  supposed  to  be 
beneficial  to  the  complexion.  The  instruments  were  not  his 
patent,  and  they  could  be  purchased  in  Berlin,  and  the  herbs 
in  Hamburg.  The  defendant,  in  herevideace,  said  she  saw  a 
prospectus  issued  by  the  plaintiff,  and  called  at  the  insti- 
tute. She  was  then  interested  in  ozone-inhalations.  The 
plaintiff  suggested  a  "vibration  institute"  instead.  She 
attended  his  lectures  on  anatomy,  and  he  showed  "  the 
sciatic  bone,"  &c.  In  cross-examination,  she  declared  she 
had  never  heard  of  "  natural  beauty  culture  "  until  plaintiff 
proposed  it  to  her.  The  vibration-instruments,  steam-baths, 
and  herbs  were  all  for  the  face-treatment.  She  was  now 
using  other  machines,  and  carried  on  her  ozjne  and  other 
businesses.  She  had  her  present  machines  on  hire  from 
America.    Judgment  was  reserved.

The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  Wednesday,  July  15,  under  the  failure  of  Thomas 
Wilkie  and  Joseph  Leek,  trading  in  partnership  as  above,  and 
■formerly  at  1  Falcon  Grove,  Battersea.  The  debtor  Leek  states 
<that  he  commenced  the  business  in  March,  1902,  in  partnership 
with  Mr.  W.  Tretter,  and  traded  under  the  style  of  E.  Leek  &  Co., 
until  October,  1902.

To  the  loss  by  the  fire  and  to  loss  on  the  assets  as 
siow  estimated  for  realisation  the  failure  is  ascribed.  Accounts  have 
been  filed,  showing  debts  488/.  13s.  2d.,  and  assets  164/.  15s.  3d. 
In  the  absence  of  any  offer  the  case  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Official  Receiver  to  be  wound  up  in  bankruptcy,  the  public  exa- 
mination of  the  debtors  having  been  fixed  for  August  11,  The 
tfollowing  are  the  principal  creditors  :

Be  Arthur  Macdonald,  formerly  trading  as  a  Chemist  and 
Druggist  at  11  Eccles  New  Road,  Salford,  now  residing  at 
9  Poplar  Grove,  Sale,  Cheshire.— At  the  Salford  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  July  13  debtor  came  up  for  his  public  examination.  The 
liabilities  had  been  scheduled  at  179/.  and  the  assets  at  39/.  2s.  Id. 
Debtor  had  attributed  the  cause  of  his  failure  to  being  unable  to 
meet  a  bill  of  exchange  given  to  him  by  the  vendor  of  his  busi- 
ness. He  had  filed  his  own  petition.  He  said  he  commenced 
business  in  September,  1902,  with  50/.  borrowed  capital.  He 
purchased  the  business  as  a  going  concern,  agreeing  to  pay  150/. 
for  the  stock  and  fixtures.  He  attributed  his  deficiency  wholly  to 
the  loss  which  he  anticipated  a  forced  realisation  of  his  assets 
would  bring  about.  He  had  neither  cash-book  nor  ledgers,  and 
had  not,  while  in  business,  ascertained  his  financial  position.  He 
first  became  aware  of  his  insolvency  when  he  heard  that  the 
vendor  of  the  business  had  obtained  judgment  against  him  for  the 
unpaid  balance  of  the  purchase-money.  The  unsecured  liabilities 
were  money  borrowed  and  interest,  110?.  ;  unpaid  purchase-money 
of  business,  45?.;  trade-goods,  17/.;  and  undistrainable  rent,  11. 
The  loan  of  100/.  from  his  aunt,  referred  to  in  his  answers,  was 
made  to  enable  him  to  commence  business.  Between  the  date  of 
the  loan  and  the  date  on  %vhich  he  commenced  business  in  Eccles 
New  Road  he  had  expended  about  50/.  in  advertising  for  and  going 
about  the  country  searching  for  a  business  and  on  his  main- 
tenance. Mr.  Pare  represented  to  him  at  the  time  he  purchased 
the  business  from  him  that  the  takings  were  about  6/.  per  week, 
but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  were  only  about  3/.  a  week. 
His  deficiency  account  showed  that  he  had  made  considerable 
profits  in  excess  of  his  withdrawals,  and  he  believed  he  could 
have  paid  all  his  debts  in  a  short  time  had  Mr.  Pare  given  him  a 
little  longer  in  which  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  purchase-money. 
The  only  excuse  he  could  offer  for  his  failure  to  keep  books  of 
account  was  that  he  did  not  know  the  law  required  a  tradesman 
to  do  so.    The  examination  was  closed.

Objects  :  To  acquire  the  business  lately  carried  on  by  S.  Hill,  and 
formerly  by  Hearns  (Limited),  at  the  Eclipse  Glass-works,  Lea 
Bridge,  Lower  Clapton,  and  to  carry  on  the  business  of  glass-bottle 
manufacturers,  efce.

Rhubarb  G-lucosides.— Gilson  (Compter  Reridus,  136-385) 
has  extracted  from  the  root  of  the  Chinese  rhubaib  two  new 
gluco  tannoids  which  he  terms  glycogallin  and  tetratin.  The 
former  is  hydrolysed  by  dilute  acidi  into  gallic  ac'd  and  glucose, 
and  the  litter  into  glucose,  gallic  acid,  cinnamie  acid,  and 
rheosmin.    Catechin  was  also  found  in  the  roet. 

CTew  Remedies.  —  Suhcutin  is  anasthcsin-para-phenol- 
Eulphonate.  It  is  a  white  powder  melting  at  195-196°,  soluble  in 
100  vols,  of  cold  water.  Caincic  acid,  C4036iOlB\  is  an  acid 
extracted  from  the  roots  of  Chiococca  angiiifera.  It  is  recom- 
mended as  a  useful  diuretic.  Filmarow.  is  an  amorphous  acid 
extracted  from  the  male  fern.  It  is  said  to  be  a  powerful  consti- 
tuent of  the  liquid  extract. 

Chemistry  of  BisnonJa.—  Saido  has  extracted  from  the 
pods  of  Bignonia  Catalyst  an  acid  which  he  terms  catalcie  acid, 
CnH,  ,06.  '{Noaveaux  Uemedes,  1903,  226.)  It  is  isomeric  with 
hydrocarclenic  acid,  and  its  therapeutic  properties  are  said  to 
closely  rfsemble  those  of  ipecacuanhic  aril.  It  probably  exists 
in  the  form  of  a  glucoside  in  the  plant,  as  much  glucose  is  found 
in  the  mother-liquor  after  extraction. 

Dutch  Pharmacopoeial  Standards.— The  Supplement  to 
the  Dutch  Pharmacopoeia  includes  a  number  of  additional 
standards  for  essential  oils,  and  in  many  respects  deals  with  these 
bodies  more  satisfactorily  than  our  own  Pharmacopoeia.  Sandal- 
wood oil  is  limited  in  sp.  gr.  to  0'975-0'993,  a  rather  high  figure  ; 
but  our  own  limit,  0  9F.0,  is  undoubtedly  a  little  too  low.  Parry's 
standard  for  santalol  (93  per  cent,  by  the  acetylation  method)  is 
now  included.  01.  pimnito  must  have  a  sp.  gr.  of  1'045-1  055  ; 
ol.  laurocerasi,  1-054-  -V036  ;  and  ol.  gaultheriae,  1'175-1'188. 

Meljyl  A?elyl-sallcylate. — This  is  a  salicylate  of  methyl' 
in  which  an  atom  of  hydrogen  is  replaced  by  the  acetyl  radical' 
thus  :

It  is  a  c:y=tilline  prolucj,  melting  at  43°,  hxs  no  smell,  and  is 
insoluble  in  water,  but  is  soluble  in  alcohol,  glycerine,  chloroform, 
or  oil.  O.i  bailing  in  water  it  is  deompised  into. acetic  acid  and 
salicylate  of  methyl.  It  is  no'  affected  by  weak  acid,  but  alkalies 
split  it  ud  into  salicylate  of-soli  and  acetate  of  the  alkali.  Methyl 
acetyl-salicylate  gives  a  clear  violet  colour  to  the  urine. — L'  Union 
Pharmac'-utique. 

Chemistry  of  Phellandrene.— A  useful  summary  of  the 
chemistry  of  this  terpene  appears  in  the  current  issue  of  the 
S irichte  (1903, 1749),  together  with  some  new  work  by  Dr.  Semmler 
o  1  its  constitution.  He  finds  that  the  phfllandreno  of  eucalyptus 
o  Is  consists  of  two  very  closely  related  compounds,  which  he 
t  ;rms  normal  and  pscudo-phellandrene.  Normal  phellandrene

and  pseudo-phellandrene  differs  so  slightly  from  this  that  they 
both  yield  the  same  dihydrophellandrene  on  reduction. 

Preservation  of  Chloroform. — Adrian  {Jour,  de  Phar- 
macia, 1903,  II.,  5)  publishes  his  observations  on  the  preservation 
of  chloroform  by  means  of  alcohol.  He  points  out  that  amongst 
the  decomposition  products  of  chloroform  the  following  are  the 
best  defined  :  Free  chlorine,  hvdrochloric  acid,  hypochlorous 
acid,  and  carbon  oxychloride,  betides  several  complex  chlorinated 
compounds.  Experimenting  with  thirty  samples  of  chloroform 
frcm  various  sources,  he  comes  to  the  following  conclusions  : 
(1)  Chloroform  without  any  alcohol  added  gave  distinct  reaction 
for  hydrochloric  acid  and  oxychloride  of  carbon  when  exposed  to 
light  for  three  months.  At  the  end  cf  a  year  these  impurities 
amount  to  1  per  cent.  1?)  No  alteration  was  noticed  when  a  little 
absolute  ale  h)l  was  ad  led,  except  in  very  crude  chloroform. 
(3)  Even  after  twelve  months  no  signs  of  decomposition  products 
were  noticed  when  alcohol  was  ueed,  but  on  fractional  distillation 
marked  changes  in  boiling-points  were  observed.  The  conclu- 
sions finally  arrived  at  are  that  alcohol  does  not,  in  fact,  prevent 
chloroform  from  decomposing,  but  fixes  the  nascent  chlorine  and 
gives  rise  to  harmless  chlorinated  compounds  in  place  of  those 
formed  when  no  alcohol  is  present.

The  Various  Opinions 

on  the  new  interpretation  of  the  Medi- 
cine-stamp Acts  are  interesting,  but  not  illuminating.  What 
is  the  desire  of  the  trade  on  the  subject  at  the  present 
moment  ?  I  have  not  the  slightest  idea.  I  could  much  more 
easily  forecast  what  it  will  be  this  time  next  year  if  the 
Board  carry  out  their  expressed  intentions.  "  Don't  get  into 
a  blue  funk,"  urges  Mr.  Carteighe.  Excellent  advice  at  all 
times,  but  by  no  means  specially  applicable  to  present  cir- 
cumstances. If  Mr.  Carteighe's  house  were  burning  or  his 
business  threatened  in  any  particular  way,  and  a  journey  to 
the  fire-engine  station  or  to  Somerset  House  were  indicated, 
he  would  be  there  in  the  quickest  hansom  he  could  pick  up. 
Not  in  a  blue  funk  at  all,  but  without  unnecessary  delay. 
"  Wait,  brothers,  wait !  "  is  Mr.  Pond's  contribution.  "  Keep 
quiet.  Wait  and  see  what  comes.''  "  Make  yourselves 
sheep,"  says  a  French  proverb,  "  and  the  wolves  will  eat 
you." 

The  Philosophic  Debaters, 

who  "  hail  with  satisfaction  "  the 
new  departure  because  of  the  slap  in  the  face  [it  seems  to 
administer  to  "bogus  chemists,"  all  stipulate  for  some  little 
modification  which  is  not  going  to  bej'conceded.  One 
rejoices  over  his  new  label  "  Gout  and  [Rheumatic  Pills. 
Sir  Benjamin  Brodie's  Prescription,"  which  appendage  he 
assumes  will  suffice  to  show  that  the  pills  are  a  known  and 
approved  remedy.  Another  wants  halfpenny  stamps  and  the 
suppression  of  the  penny-trade,  and  so  on.  Does  anyone 
seriously  expect  that  "bogus  chemists,  arj  going  to  be 
checkmated  in  this  simple  fashion  ?  I  am  surprised  to  see 
the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  playing  up  to  this  fancy. 
"  Qualified  chemists,"  says  that  Association's  reporter,  "  can, 
if  they  choose,  sell  cough-mixtures  for  \l^d.  less  than  their 
unqualified  competitors."  That  means  if  they  put  the 
formula  on  the  label.  Exactly  the  reverse  will  happen.  My 
label  with  my  formula  will  go  to  the  amiable  bogus  chemist, 
who  will  be  astonished  at  the  price  I  have  charged  for  such 
a  compound,  and  will  supply  the  same  thing  for  two  or  three 
three-halfpences  less. 

Optologist, 

to  indicate  one  who  fi-ts  spectacles,  is  not  worse 
than  refractionist,  but  I  do  not  see  how  either  is  an  improve- 
ment on  optician.  Probably  the  idea  of  securing  monopoly 
in  the  title  influences  the  British  Optical  Association  in 
inventing  the  new  word,  but  no  Association  can  endow  a 
word  with  life  if  the  public  decline  to  use  it,  and  this  one 
will  ihave  but  a  poor  chance  against  "certified  optician." 
The  prospect  of  securing  recognition  and  protection  of  some 
■optical  title  has  been  unintentionally  advanced  considerably 
by  the  indiscreet  opposition  of  a  section  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession to  the  proposed  adoption  of  i 

Sight-testing 

as  a  part  of  the  Spectacle  makers'  Company's 
examination.  Sight-testing  is  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  optics,  of  which  the  examination  already  consists, 
to  the  practical  businesss  of  the  selection  of  the  proper 
lenses,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  any  valid  reason  why  any 
person  who  undertakes  ti  sell  spectacles  should  not  be  made 
as  capable  as  possible  of  selling  the  right  ones.  He 
certainly  will  test  the  sight  of  his  customers  whether  he  has 
been  examined  in  the  art  or  not.  He  has  done  so  for  five 
centuries  more  or  less  skilfully,  and  all  that  is  asked  is  that 
he  shall  be  taught  to  perform  this  duty  according  to  th  e 


most  approved  methods.  There  is  an  admirable  letter  in 
last  week's  British  Medical  Journal  Ly  Dr.  Lindsay  Johnson, 
who  has  been  one  of  the  examiners  for  the  Spectacle-makers' 
Company  since  their  examinations  were  instituted.  Out  of 
deference  to  the  medical  profession,  Dr.  Johnson  intends  to 
resign  his  position  as  an  examiner  while  the  dispute  is 
pending,  but  he  most  conclusively  shows  how  unwise  is  the 
opposition.  One  of  his  most  effective  arguments  is  that  the 
trained  optician  is  far  more  likely  than  one  not  properly 
qualified  to  refer  diseased  or  abnormal  eyes  to  the  ophthalmic 
surgeon,  and  he  presses  home  the  absurdity  of  four  hundred 
eye-specialists  expecting  to  have  the  exclusive  right  to  test 
the  sight  of  the  greater  part  of  forty-two  millions  of  people. 

The  Bristol  Programme 

bristles  with  innovations.  I  am 
sorry  for  the  pun,  but,  after  all,  it  is  only  a  small  sign  of  the 
general  decadence.  What  is  it  compared  with  the  official 
invitation  to  discussions  on  the  future  of  pharmacy,  on 
agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons,  and  on  colonial 
pharmacy,  not  to  mention  the  introduction  of  lantern- 
slides  ?  What  chance  of  proper  consideration  will  Hyoscy- 
tinius  muticus,  ko-sam-seeds,  and  the  barks  of  S.ilicaceoe,  the 
legitimate  children  of  the  B.P.C.,  have  against  these  gay 
interlopers  1 

s 

Famous  Pharmacists 

have  been  associated  with  Bristol : 
Schacht,  Stoddart,  and  Giles  were  a  contemporary  trio  that 
perhaps  no  other  city  could  boast.  Another  Bristol  chemist 
in  our  time  won  a  seat  in  Parliament.  Another  is  entitled 
to  the  doubtful  glory  of  having  made  Bristol  the  cradle  of 
cutting.  I  remember  in  my  apprentice-days  looking  with 
something  like  awe  on  a  long  list  of  low  prices,  such  as 
"castor  oil  Id.  per  oz.,"  painted  by  the  side  of  Mr.  Hodder's 
shop-door.  It  was  not  the  commercial  so  much  as  the 
moral  aspect  of  the  revolution  which  at  that  time  shocked 
pharmacists.  We  were  brought  up  in  the  belief  that  so 
far  as  we  fell  short  of  Bond  Street  prices,  so  far  were  we 
below  the  perfect  standard  of  pharmacy.  Alas,  how  far 
have  we  all  fallen  since  those  days  of  sensitive  consciences 

Dr.  Beddoes's 

Pneumatic  Institute,  referred  to  in  "  Bristol  in 
Brief,"  was  a  very  interesting  experiment  which  still 
deserves  to  be  studied.  It  is  hardly  fair,  I  think,  to 
describe  it  as  a  failure.  Beddoes  was  a  man  of  strong 
but  apparently  not  very  permanent,  enthusiasms.  In  the 
last  quarter  of  the  eighteenth  century  faith  and  hope  in 
oxygen  as  a  remedy  took  a  great  hold  on  the  more  ima- 
ginative medical  minds,  and  Beddoes  was  among  these. 
Fourcroy,  the  eminent  French  chemist,  had  gone  a  little 
queer  about  oxygen,  and  had  promulgated  the  theory  that 
"medicinal  substances  were  only  remedies  by  reason  of 
the  oxygen  they  contain,  and  which  they  abandon  more 
or  less  easily  to  the  animal  substances  they  come  in 
contact  with."  His  medical  disciple  Rollo  improved  on 
this  idea  by  laying  down  that  all  diseases  were  either  due 
to  super-oxygenated  blood,  as  in  phthisis  and  diabetes,  or 
to  disoxygenated  blood,  as  in  scorbutic  and  syphilitic  dis- 
orders. Consequently  remedies  must  be  either  oxygenants 
or  desoxygenants.  It  was  somewhat  on  these  lines  that 
Dr.  Beddoes  worked.  I  have  before  me  a  summary  of  his 
cases  treated  by  oxygen.  There  were  ninety-four  in  all, 
and  he  claimed  to  have  cured  fifty  cases,  to  have  given 
benefit  in  thirty,  and  to  have  failed  in  only  fourteen. 
Asthma  was'  his  chief  line.  In  phthisis  he  held  that 
oxygen  hastened  the  disease,  and  to  phthisical  patients  he 
administered  hydrogen  "to  disoxygenise  their  blood,  too  rich 
in  vital  air."

This  week's  contributions  to  the  medicine- stamp  controversy 
show  a  disposition  to  view  more  calmly  the  new  rulirg  as  to 
ailment-names.  Mr.  Cyril  H.  Kirby,  to  whose  forensic 
acumen  we  owe  the  win  in  the  Sanguinetti  case,  and  the 
preparation  and  conduct  to  a  successful  issue  of  the 
ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine  case  has  very  usefully  sum- 
marised the  results  of  the  two  findings  in  the  paper  printed 
on  p.  102.  It  presents  the  matter  with  almost  judicial  fair- 
ness, and  it  will  be  seen  that,  so  far  as  the  ailment-name 
decision  is  concerned,  Mr.  Kirby  is  of  opinion  that,  in  con- 
junction with  the  one  regarding  "known,  admitted,  and 
approved "  remedies,  it  gives  qualified  chemists  an  advan- 
tage which  they  should  endeavour  to  estimate  before  they 
ask  any  modification  either  by  concession  or  amendment  of 
the  law.  The  bulk  of  the  discussion  by  chemists'  associations 
in  the  country  tends  the  other  way.  The  breathing-space 
has  now  been  sufficiently  prolonged  to  enable  everybody 
to  consider  the  matter,  but,  of  course,  qualified  chemists 
cannot  between  now  and  December  31  fully  test  what  the 
result,  as  everybody,  including  limited  companies  and  small 
shopkeepers,  may  until  then  continue  to  sell  medicines  under 
ailment-names  without  stamping.  On  two  points  Mr.  Kirby 
does  not  bow  the  knee  to  Somerset  House.  He  considers 
that  the  Sanguinetti  decision  was  merely  upon  the  construc- 
tion of  the  particular  label,  and  not  on  so  wide  a  principle  as 
in  Mr.  Glyn- Jones's  case.  Whether  so  or  not  it  is  a  Mercutio 
wound  to  the  ailment- name,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  Mr. 
Kirby  does  not  hold  out  any  hope  of  winning  on  another 
ailment- name  case.  He,  however,  is  prepared  to  fight  on 
such  titles  as  "  Eye-lotion  "  and  "  Liver-pills  " — that  is,  those 
which  incorporate  the  names  of  parts  of  the  human  body. 
Argument  upon  that  may  well  be  reserved  for  the  law  courts. 
We  give  under  "  Westminster  Wisdom  "  two  questions  which 
were  put  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  and  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  in  the  House  of  Commons  last  week, 
and  a  reply  to  them  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury.  The 
reply  is  substantially  a  re-statement  of  the  communication 
which  we  received  from  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  (see 
C.  $f  D.,  June  6),  but  it  differs  in  one  important  particular — 
viz.,  that  instead  of  saying  "  the  composition  of  the  article  is 
fully  disclosed  in  the  label,"  Mr.  Elliott  said  "  upon  the  label 
an  indication  of  its  ingredients."  This  new  phrase  is 
regarded  by  Mr.  W.  Cummings,  who  got  Sir  John  Leng  to- 
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put  the  question,  as  a  narrowing-down  of  the  condition 
imposed  a  month  ago  ;  but  we  would  point  out  the  qualifica- 
tion used  by  Mr.  Elliott — viz.,  "  such  as  will  bring 
the  article  within  the  scope  of  the  special  exemption 
in  favour  of  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies." 
This  is  important,  and  we  believe  we  are  right  in  sayirjg 
that  the  words  "  an  indication  of  its  ingredients  "  are  merely 
Mr.  Elliott's  paraphrasing  of  the  official  conditions,  and  that 
they  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  an  alteration  of  these  condi- 
tions in  any  way.  Apart  from  this,  the  sentence  beginning 
"  such  as  "  gives  little  loophole  for  escape.  Mr.  Kirby  in  his 
paper  sajs  that  provided  the  remedy  is  "  known,  admitted, 
and  approved "  its  composition  need  not  be  declared.  In 
connection  with  this  we  quote  a  passage  from  our  article  of 
June  20 : 

A  qualified  chemist  may  be  within  his  rights  by  selling  Christi- 
son's  cough-mixture,  simply  labelling  it  "  Cough-mixture."  It  is 
a  "known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedy"  for  a  cough,  but  the 
onus  of  proving  that  it  is  lies  upon  the  qualified  chemist  who  retails 
it  as  "cough-mixture,"  and  this  can  be  done  (1)  in  the  course  of 
legal  procedure,  or  (2)  by  a  reference  on  the  label,  or  (3)  by  in- 
forming the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  before  the  mixture  is  sold 
what  its  nature  is.  The  Board  have  selected  the  second  method 
as  the  most  convenient  for  both  parties. 

It  will  be  conceded  that  a  general  title  like  "  Cough-mix- 
ture "  does  not  reveal  the  nature  of  the  remedy.  The  terms 
of  Exemption  3  require  that  "  the  different  denominations, 
properties,  qualities,  virtues,  and  efficacies  "  of  the  remedy 
be  known,  and  certainly  that  is  not  the  case  when  a 
general  title  is  all  the  disclosure,  which  an  "  indication  of  the 
ingredients  "  does  not  show  the  "  different  denominations." 
The  strong,  even  bitter,  opposition  in  the  trade  to  the  new 
rendering  is  due  to  this  disclosure.  "  Xrayser "  has  well 
voiced  this  opposition.  He  objects  to  disclosure  because  it 
gives  away  his  formula  to  his  nearest  opponent.  The 
obvious  answer  to  this  is  that  his  preparation  is  a  secret 
remedy  or  nostrum.  He  also  urges  that  the  Board  have 
the  power  to  continue  the  concession  as  to  ailment-names 
in  spite  of  the  Sanguinetti  decision.  We  sympathise 
with  this  view,  and  therefore  endeavoured  in  -our  letter  of 
May  12  to  get  the  Board  to  regard  the  decision  as  upon 
the  recommendation  and  not  on  the  use  of  an  ailment-name. 
We  still  think  that  the  paramount  point  in  the  "  Pure-gum 
pastilles  "  label  was  the  recommendation  ;  but  we  cannot  get 
over  the  facts  that  the  ailment-name  principle  was  included 
in  the  case  stated,  and  that  the  Board's  repeal  of  the  con- 
cession, while  being  a  disadvantage  to  everybody,  gives 
qualified  chemists  a  trade  advantage  of  an  unusual  character. 
Mr.  James  Eeid  writes  forcibly  on  this  point  in  a  letter  on 
p.  102. 

Postscript. — As  we  go  to  press  we  learn  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  the  General  Purposes 
Committee— i.e.,  the  Council — met  on  Thursday,  at  twelve 
o'clock,  to  consider  Mr.  Wootton's  motion  to  the  effect  that 
a  deputation  should  be  appointed  to  call  upon  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  motion 
was  discussed  at  the  last  Council-meeting  and  referred  to 
this  committee.  In  the  meantime  the  Secretary  has  received 
a  number  of  communications  from  provincial  and  other 
members  of  the  Society,  and  a  pricis  of  these  was  submitted 
to  the  members  of  the  committee.  The  whole  matter  was 
thoroughly  considered  and  discussed  during  a  sitting  of  two 
hours  and  a  half,  and  the  following  amendment  to  Mr. 
Wootton's  motion  was  carried  : 

In  the  present  uncertainty  as  to  the  effect  of  the  two 
recent  decisions  on  cases  under  the  Medicine-stamp  Act  in 
the  High  Court  it  is  undesirable  that  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities  be  approached  by  the  Council  on  this  subject. 

This  will  be  reported  to  the  Council  at  the  meeting  on 


August  5,  but  the  committee  think  it  desirable  that  qualified 
chemists  should  have  immediate  intimation  of  their  decision- 


Why  do  Bismuth=mixtures  Clot? 

The  trouble  which  for  several  years  has  attended  the  com- 
pounding of  liquid  mixtures  of  bismuth  salts  appears 
to  be  approaching  solution  through  a  discovery  which 
has  recently  been  made  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Adie,  of  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge.  It  is  as  well  known  to  dispensers 
as  it  is  to  makers  of  bismuth  salts  that  of  late  years 
the  salts  have  shown  an  unaccountable  variation  in  pro- 
perties. So  far  as  dispensing  is  concerned,  the  complaint 
has  been  that  occasionally  mixtures  containing  bismuth  sub- 
nitrate  and  a  mucilage  have  clotted,  although  at  other 
times  the  same  mixtures  have  kept  perfectly  well.  In  a 
communication  to  the  Chemical  Society,  two  years  ago,  Mr. 
Adie  related  the  difficulties  which  he  and  his  pupils  had  in 
preparing  certain  salts  of  bismuth  so  as  to  conform  with  the 
composition  stated  in  the  text-books.  In  the  course  of  the 
discussion  on  the  paper,  a  member  of  the  editorial  staff  of 
this  journal  stated  that  the  metallic  bismuth  now  used  is 
partly  obtained  from  New  South  Wales,  while  formerly 
Saxony  yielded  practically  all  the  metal  used.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  some  slight  difference  exists  between  the  two 
kinds  of  bismuth,  and  that  a  redetermination  of  the  atomic 
weights  might  show  whether  or  not  the  antipodean  metal  is 
associated  with  anything  of  the  nature  of  meta-elements, 
such  as  Crookes  had  indicated  in  respect  to  other  heavy 
elements.  Mr.  Adie  considered  it  advisable  to  look  into  the 
matter,  especially  the  atomic  weight,  and  a  communication 
to  the  Cambridge  Philosophical  Society  is  the  result.  He  finds 
that  the  discrepancies  between  the  atomic  weight  of  bismuth 
as  determined  by  Schneider  and  Marignac  ( =  208)  and  by 
Classen  =  (208  9)  have  been  hitherto  discussed  on  the  as- 
sumption that  the  cause  is  the  presence  of  lead.  By  adopt- 
ing a  combination  of  fractionating  the  subnitrate  and  distill- 
ing the  chloride,  he  has  succeeded  in  obtaining  sufficient 
silica  from  pure  bismuth  to  account  for  the  low  values  of  the 
former  observers.  Mr.  Adie  has  also  obtained  evidence 
of  the  presence  of  a  new  coloured  body  in  bismuth,  and  he  is 
continuing  his  experiments  as  to  this  and  the  atomic  weight  of 
the  metal.  These  observations  do  not  profess  to  have  a 
pharmaceutical  bearing,  but  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
if  Mr.  Adie  has  found  a  trace  of  silica  in  "  pure  "  bismuth, 
the  contamination  may  account  for  all  the  dispensing 
trouble,  as  there  are  few  things  better  than  silicic  acid  for 
precipitating  mucilaginous  substances.  We  hope  the  matter 
will  be  followed  up  by  some  pharmaceutical  chemist  with  a 
view  to  demonstrating  the  fact,  and  thus  leading  to  a  remedy 
for  an  annoyance  which  is  real,  although  perhaps  trivial  in, 
origin. 


Poisons  in  Egypt. 

It  appears  that  the  Khedivial  Decree  of  June,  1891, 
restricting  the  sale  of  poisonous  drugs  in  Egypt,  has  hitherto- 
remained  somewhat  of  a  dead  letter.  The  decree  provided 
that  the  books  of  both  European  and  native  chemists  should 
be  open  to  inspection  by  the  Egyptian  Government  sanitary 
officers  for  the  purpose  of  tracing  the  sales  of  poison.  Under 
the  Capitulations,  however,  no  European's  house  can  be 
invaded  by  the  Egyptian  authorities  unless  accompanied  by 
a  delegate  of  the  Consul  representing  the  European's  country. 
In  a  paragraph  dealing  with  European  chemists  it  was- 
decreed  that  if,  after  due  warning,  the  consular  delegate  did 
not  accompany  the  sanitary  officer,  the  latter  might  effec 
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the  necessary  inspection  alone.  The  Marquis  de  Raverseaux, 
who  was  the  French  Corjsul-General  at  the  time,  protested, 
and  prevailed  insomuch  that  all  efforts  to  inspect  a  European 
chemist's  books  were  abandoned,  and  so  far  as  they  were 
concerned  the  decree  became  a  dead  letter.  Owing  to  it 
having  been  considered  unfair  to  place  the  European  and 
native  tradesmen  on  a  different  footing  in  this  respect,  the 
decree,  though  perfectly  sound  as  against  natives,  was 
enforced  in  but  a  very  lax  manner.  Now,  however,  as  far  as 
the  provinces  are  concerned,  stricter  adherence  to  the  law  is 
to  be  enforced.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  has  sent  round 
to  all  the  moudirs  and  omdehs  a  circular  (the  text  of  which 
was  published  in  the  Egyptian  Gazette  of  April  9),  pointing 
out  that  the  principal  cause  of  the  marked  increase  in  cattle- 
poisoning  in  the  provinces  is  the  great  facility  with  which 
poisonous  substances — especially  arsenic  and  its  compounds 
— are  obtained.  To  stop  this  the  Arrete  of  June  13,  1891,  is 
to  be  more  strictly  enforced  with  regard  to  natives.  Atten- 
tion is  particularly  directed  to  the  clauses  which  require  that 
sellers  of  poisons  should  be  able  to  read  and  write  ;  that 
each  poison  should  be  kept  in  a  vessel  apart,  and  should  be 
issued  only  on  a  written  demand,  dated  and  signed  by  the 
purchaser ;  that  arsenic  must  be  mixed  with  3  per  cent,  of 
indigo  before  sale,  and  that  arsenic  may  not  be  sold  to  any 
applicant  unless  he  produce  a  certificate  from  the  police 
showing  the  amount  he  wishes  to  buy,  the  use  to  which  it 
will  be  put,  and  the  name  and  address.  The  police  will  give 
such  certificate  only  when  the  applicant  is  proved  to  be  an 
honest  man,  and  when  it  is  certain  that  the  poison  will  be 
used  in  a  proper  manner.  The  sale  of  poisons  by  "  vendeurs 
ambulants  "  is  to  be  prohibited,  and  sanitary  inspectors  are 
to  inspect  poison-establishments  and  send  in  quarterly 
reports  giving  a  list  of  persons  authorised  to  sell  poisons  in 
their  respective  districts  and  provinces,  and  to  note  the  date 
of  inspection,  any  irregularities  that  may  have  been  observed, 
and  the  steps  taken.  A  few  restrictions  of  this  sort  might 
damp  the  enthusiasm  of  even  Mr.  Dobbs  and  his  allies  if 
applied  to  the  horticultural  and  oil-shop  poison-sellers  of  the 
future. 


Contract=drugs. 

When  discussing  a  claim  for  empties  made  against  an 
Irish  Board  of  Guardians  the  remark  was  recently  made  that 
formerly  the  Guardians  could  do  what  they  liked  with  the 
contractors,  but  that  now  things  are  different.  The  converse 
of  this  was  alsj  in  many  cases  unfortunately  true.  To 
check  the  prices  charged  the  Irish  Local  Government  Board 
drew  up  a  price-list  as  a  guide,  and  to  still  further  ensure 
good  drugs  for  the  paupers  a  system  of  analysis  and 
schedule  of  standards  were  laid  down.  These  steps,  which 
have  been  recorded  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  from 
time  to  time,  are  recalled  by  the  publication  of  the  report 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  in  which  the 
matter  is  dealt  with.  Mr.  J.  E.  Brunker,  advising  pharma- 
cist to  the  Board,  reports  that  2,537  analysts'  reports  were 
examined  referring  to  7,918  samples  of  drugs,  and  that 
under  4  per  cent,  were  unfavourably  reported  upon.  In 
many  cases  the  deficiencies  were  slight,  and  the  analysts' 
reports  included  thirty-two  samples  of  defective  spt.  astheris 
nitrosi  and  six  of  pspsin,  so  it  may  fairly  be  claimed  that 
the  Irish  poor  are  receiving  good  drugs.  The  invoices  for 
drugs  which  Boards  of  Guardians  receive  from  their  con- 
tractors are  all  sent  to  Dablin,  and  the  items  carefully 
checked  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  Mr.  Brunker's 
only  regret  is  that  more  is  not  done  by  the  Guardians  to 
ensure  that  stocks  at  the  dispensaries  are  kept  in  good  and 
efficient  condition.  The  contracts  for  the  various  dis- 
pensaries and  workhouses  are  held  by  twenty-four  firms  or 
companies,  and  judging  from  the  addresses  they  are  all 


Irish.  The  Cork  Chemical  and  Drug  Company  (Limited) 
holds  the  record  in  supplying  twenty-eight  unions,  the  next 
four  being  P.  A.  Leslie  &  Co.  (Limited),  Dublin,  twenty-one  ; 
the  Apothecaries'  Hall  Company  (Dublin),  eighteen ;  Boileau 
&  Boyd  (Limited),  Dublin,  seventeen ;  and  Clarke  &  Co., 
Dublin  and  Belfast,  fourteen.  Altogether  the  bills  for  medi- 
cines and  medical  appliances  amount  to  23,183?.  There  are 
forty-seven  apothecaries  or  pharmaceutical  chemists  em- 
ployed, their  salaries  amounting  to  3.275Z.,  an  average  of 
201.  12s.  per  union  and  4Z.  8s.  per  dispensary  district. 

Chemical  Industry  and  Protection. 

Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein,  in  his  presidential  address  to  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  stated  that  it  is  not  superior 
education  alone  which  accounts  for  industrial  progress  in 
Germany  and  the  United  States.  He  attributes  much  of 
that  progress  to  the  protective  tariffs  of  these  countries.  It 
is  generally  accepted  that  this  is  so  ;  tariffs  enable  internal 
industries  to  grow  by  making  imported  articles  so  high- 
priced  that  internal  manufacturers  get  a  chance  of  selling 
their  goods  at  a  profit.  That  is,  in  fact,  the  principal  object 
of  import  duties,  next  to  raising  revenue,  and  it  is  a  very 
nice  thing  for  manufacturers  that  their  fellow-citizens  should 
more  or  less  cheerfully  pay  the  expense  incurred  in  the 
experimental  and  initial  stages  of  industries  new  to  the 
country.  Bat  protective  tariffs  and  superior  education  are 
not  the  sole  factors  that  have  aided  in  German  progress. 
This  is  well  shown  by  Sir  John  T.  Brunner,  who,  in  a  letter 
to  the  Times,  says : 

I  am  able  to  give,  and  hope  you  will  permit  me  to  give,  the 
facts  as  to  the  wages  paid  in  my  own  trade,  as  a  contribution  to 
the  materials  for  our  study. 

I  am  a  manufacturer  of  alkali,  by  what  is  called  the  ammonia- 
process,  a  raw  material  in  the  manufacture  of  soap,  of  glass,  and 
of  paper,  and  the  total  make  of  alkali  by  this  process  in  the  world 
is  over  a  million  tons  a  year.  The  average  daily  wage  paid  to  the 
workmen  employed  in  this  trade  is  in  Germany  78  per  cent,  of  the 
English  rate,  in  France  77  per  cent.,  in  Austria  55  per  cent.,  and 
in  Hungary  43  per  cent.  To  earn  these  wage3  in  Germany,  in 
France,  in  Austria,  and  in  Hungary  the  men  have  to  work  twelve 
hours  a  day,  whilst  in  England  the  men  work  only  eight  hours  a 
day.  We  give  our  men  a  week's  holiday  annually  without  stoppage 
of  pay.  The  German,  therefore,  has  to  work  fifty-two  weeks  twelve 
hours  a  day  to  get  78  per  cent,  of  the  wage  of  the  Englishman 
working  fifty-one  weeks  eight  hours  a  day ;  and  the  others  get  less 
in  the  proportion  shown. 

No ;  the  taxation  of  food  does  not  produce  high  wages. 

The  long  day  and  poor  pay  of  the  continental  worker  are 
proverbial.  In  the  United  States  it  is  different ;  there  wages 
are  higher  and  the  day  much  the  same  as  in  England,  but 
there  they  have  to  hustle  all  the  time,  while  too  many  of  our 
men,  in  all  walks  of  life,  go  on  the  principle  of  doing  as  little 
as  they  can  for  their  money.

Liquid  Insecticide. 
In  a  recent  number  of  the  San  Francisco  and  Pacific- 
Druggist,  Mr.  H.  P.  Pettigrew  recommends  the  following  as  a 
good  seller : — 

Naphthalene  (flake)   4  lb3. 

Alkacet-root     5  oz. 

Oil  of  mirbane   8  A.  oz. 

Gasoline  to  make    5  gals. 

Bruise  the  alkanet-root,  and  mix  all  together  in  a  5-gal.  can; 
cork  tightly  and  kick  the  can  around  on  the  floor  at  intervals  for 
a  week  or  so,  until  a  saturated  solution  is  obtained.  Then  filter 
through  paper.  Put  it  up  in  1-pint  oval  green-glass  ammonia- 
bottles,  short-neck  style.  Attach  to  the  neck  of  each  bottle  an 
extra  squirt  cork  (consisting  of  a  quill  toothpick  stuck  tightly 
through  a  cork  to  fit),  so  that  the  quill  projects  above  the  cork 
about  half  an  inch,  and  cut  off  even  on  the  inside. 
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General  ADeMcal  Council. 


A SPECIAL  MEETING  of  the  General  Medical  Council  was 
held  on  Wednesday,  July  15,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering certain  questions  regarding  the  Koyal  Colleges  of 
Physicians  and  Surgecns.  It  may  be  remembered  that  some 
dissatisfaction  was  express!  d  at  the  May  session  at  the  non- 
production  of  the  expected  report  by  the  visitors  of  the 
examination  in  chemistry,  physics,  and  biology  of  the 
Conjoint  Board,  with  the  remarks  by  the  bodies  inspected— 
Sir  Victor  Horsley,  in  particular,  making  [some  trenchant 
criticisms,  and.  giving  notice  of  motions  as  to  the  insufficiency 
of  the  examinations  of  the  Conjoint  Board.  As  the  , matter 
evidently  opened  up  subject  for  controversy,  it  was  eventually 
decided,  in  the  face  of  strong  opposition  and  by  a  narrow 
majoiity,  to  call  a  special  meeting  to  consider  the  question. 
In  spite  of  the  difficulty  of  fixing  a  date  that  would  suit  all  the 
members  there  were  bat  two  absentees— Mr.  Brown  and  Sir 
Wm.  Thomson.  The  President  gave  no  formal  address,  but 
in  a  few  introductory  remarks  urged  the  members  to  con- 
dense what  they  had  to  say.  He  expressed  the  pleasure  and 
gratification  felt  by  all  at  the  honour  of  knighthood  conferred 
on  Dr.  Heron  Watson, |who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Council 
for  twenty-one  years. 

The  Council  went  into  committee.  Sir  J.  Tuke  spoke  on  the 
report  of  the  Education  Committee  on  the  returns  from 
teaching  institutions  furnished  by  the  Conjoint  Board,  and 
recalled  the  history  of  the  discord  since  1891.  He 
said  the  Conjoint  Board  had  stuck  rigidly  to  their  legal 
rights,  and  had  set  aside  the  five-years'  curriculum  without 
due  consideration  and  inquiry  into  the  instruction  given  at 
the  teaching  institutions.  This  change  had  placed  the  pro- 
fession in  a  disastrous  position.  Conciliation  had  failed, 
and  the  time  had  come  when  an  appeal  must  be  made  to  the 
Privy  Council  to  determine  whether  the  Board  or  the  Council 
should  control  medical  education  in  the  future.  The  report 
was  adopted  without  further  discussion. 

The  report  by  the  Examination  Committee  on  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Primary  examinations  of  the  Conjoint  Board  was 
read  by  Mr.  Bryant,  and  roused  a  good  deal  of  controversy. 
The  visitor  and  inspector  cannot  be  said  to  have  drawn  up  a 
favourable  report,  either  on  the  result  of  the  examinations 
or  the  methods  by  which  they  were  conducted,  regarding  the 
standard  as  a  low  one  and  the  candidates  in  some  cases 
badly  prepared.  Mr.  Bryant  urged  the  views  of  other 
experts,  who  had  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  examination 
is  that  "  most  suited  to  the  circumstances,"  and  emphasised 
the  fact  that  new  syllabuses  are  being  prepared.  The  report 
was  adopted.  With  regard  to  the  opinion  given  that  the 
examination  was  "suited  to  the  circumstances,"  Sir  V. 
Horsley  said  he  had  written  to  the  experts  referred  to, 
asking  an  explanation,  and  the  only  deduction  he  could 
draw  from  the  correspondence  was  that  the  level  of  educa- 
tion is  so  hopelessly  low  that  the  examination  is  suited  to 
the  ignorance  of  the  candidates. 

After  remarks  from  Dr.  Windle,  the  case  for  the  Koyal 
Colleges  was  stated  by  Dr.  Norman  Moore.  He  said  the 
Council  have  no  power  whatever  in  regulating  the  examina- 
tions required  by  the  Colleges;  that  was  given  them  by 
charter  ;  but  the  Council's  opinion,  as  a  critical  and  advisory 
body,  is  received  with  the  utmost  respect  and  deference. 
The  report  was  adopted  without  dissent.  Sir  V.  Horsley's 
motion  was  that 

the  examination  in  chemistry,  physios,  and  biology  of  the 
Examining  Board  in  England,  and  the  courses  of  study  in 
chemistry,  physics,  and  biology  in  many  of  the  teaching  institu- 
tions recognised  by  the  Board,  but  not  approved  by  the  Council, 
are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  insufficient. 

This  was  carried.  Sir  Victor's  further  proposition  that 
representation  be  made  to  the  Privy  Council  of  this  unsatis- 
factory state  of  things  was  postponed  till  next  day,  the 
President  stating  that  an  amendment  had  been  jut  into  his 
hands,  by  which  an  amicable  settlement  might  be  arrived  at 
without  recourse  to  extreme  measures. 

On  Thursday  it  became  evident  that  the  matter  had  been 
considered  by  the  members  informally,  and  Sir  V.  Horsley's 
motion  that  representation  be  made  to  the  Privy  C&uncil  of 
the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  Conjoint  Board's  Preliminary 
was  finally  withdrawn.    The  following  amendment,  framed 


by  Dr.  MacAlister,  'was  put  as  a  motion  by  Dr.  Windle, 
seconded  by  Sir  C.  Nixon  : 

That  the  President  be  requested  t~>  forward  to  the  Presidents  oE 
the  Royal  Colleges  copies  of  the  reports  of  the  Education  and 
the  Examination  Committees,  with  the  resolution  expressing  the 
deliberate  judgment  of  the  Council  thereupon. 

That  the  President  be  further  requested  to  call  the  serious 
attention  of  the  Royal  Colleges  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of 
matters  with  regard  to  the  course  of  study  and  examinations 
which  the  reports  disclose,  and  to  urge  that,  in  the  interests  of 
medical  education,  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  remedy 
the  defects  in  the  regulations  of  the  Royal  Colleges  which  have  led 
thereto. 

That  the  President  be  authorised  to  appoint  a  committee,  con- 
sisting of  two  members  from  eech  of  the  three  Branch  Councils, 
to  join  with  bim  in  conferring  with  the  Royal  Colleges,  should  it 
appear  that  such  a  conference  is  desired. 

Dr.  Windle  thought  that  subjects  in  dispute  had  so  far 
narrowed  down  that  a  friendly  conference  would  put  an  end 
to  an  unhappy  state  of  affairs,  which  had  been  far  too  long 
before  the  Council.  The  three  divisions  of  the  motion  were 
taken  separately,  and  were  carried  practically  unanimously 
after  a  long  debate.  The  committee  then  formally  reported 
to  the  Council,  and  thus  the  main  object  for  which  the 
Council  met  was  accomplished.

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a  Legal  View  of  the  Recent  Decisions. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  Mr. 
Cyril  H.  Kirby  (Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby),  who  acted  as  solicitor 
for  the  defence  in  Ransom  v.  Sanguinetti  and  Parmer  v. 
Glyn-Jones,  read  the  subjoined  paper. 

I SUPPOSE  I  have  been  asked  to  read  a  short  paper  on 
this  subject  because  there  has  been  some  misapprehen- 
sion, and  even  a  suspicion  of  alarm,  in  the  trade  about  the 
■effect  of  the  recent  judgments  in  the  cases  of  Ransom  v. 
Sanguinetti  and  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones,  and  the  subsequent 
announcements  of  the  Inland  Revenue.  I  hope  to  show  that 
alarm  can  only  be  due  to  misapprehension,  and  that  in 
reality,  upon  the  whole,  the  trade  have  obtained  a  very 
substantial  benefit.  In  the  first  place  it  is,  perhaps, 
desirable,  in  view  of  some  of  the  letters  which  have  appeared 
on  the  subject,  to  state  the 

CIRCUMSTANCES  UNDER  WHICH  THE  TWO  CASES  AROSE, 

and  to  show  that  they  were  in  origin  entirely  independent  of 
one  another.  This  can  be  done  by  a  reference  to  the  prin- 
cipal dates  in  the  cases.  In  Ransom  v.  Sanguinetti,  the 
influenza-pastilles  case,  the  purchase  of  the  pastilles  by  the 
Revenue  officer,  upon  which  the  prosecution  was  based,  was 
made  as  far  back  as  December  14, 1901.  The  Commissioners 
wrote  on  January  1,  1932,  the  usual  letter  inviting  an  ex- 
planation before  taking  proceedings,  and,  after  some  corre- 
spondence on  the  subject,  issued  their  summons  on  March  10. 
On  March  24,  1902,  the  summons  was  heard  at  Brentford 
and  the  case  dismissed.  Within  a  week  from  that  time  the 
Revenue  gave  notice  'of  appeal,  but  as  the  Magistrates  re- 
fused, except  upon  condition,  to  state  a  case,  a  mandamus 
had  to  be  applied  for,  and  the  preparation  and  hearing  of 
the  special  case  were  delayed  in  consequence.  Had  it  not 
been  for  this  circumstance  the  appeal  in  this  case  would 
have  been  decided  in  the  ordinary  course  during  the  summer 
or  autumn  of  1902. 

The  case  of  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones  arose  in  an  entirely 
different  wayand  at  a  different  time.  It  was  initiated  really  by 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  and  not  by  the  Revenue,  for  he  wrote  to  the 
Revenue  authorities  on  March  17,  1902,  a  letter  in  which  he 
indicated  the  proposition  which  the  High  Court  afterwards 
confirmed — viz.,  that  the  third  exemption  gave  to  qualified 
chemists^  a  privilege  not  previously  recognised.  At  that 
date,  which  was  the  first  intimation  the  Commissioners  had 
of  Mr.  Glyn- Jones's  intention  to  raise  this  claim,  the  summons 
against  Mr.  Sanguinetti  had  already  been  issued.  The 
purchase  of  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  upon  which 
the  prosecution  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  was  based,  was  not  made 
•until  April  8,  1902,  after  the  Sanguinetti  case  had  been 
decided  by  the  Magistrates,  and  the  summons  against  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones,  which  was  issued  on  April  29,  was  not  finally 
decided  until  its  third  hearing  on  June  25, 1902.  It  is  plain, 
therefore,  that,  so  far  from  the  proceedings  in  the  influenza- 
pastilles  case  being  consequent  on  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  claim  to 
the  benefit  of  the  third  exemption,  the  fact  is  the  other  way  ; 
the  proceedings  against  Mr.  Sanguinetti  had  been  begun 
before  the  authorities  had  any  knowledge  of  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones's  idea,  and,  in  fact,  before  he  himself  had  that  idea. 
The  two  cases  were  heard  in  the  High  Court  on  the  same 
day  for  the  reason  that  the  same  counsel  were  engaged  in 
both,  and  for  their  convenience.  Let  us  now  consider  shortly 
the  J 

EFFECT  OF  THE  JUDGMENT  IN  RANSOM  V.  SANGUINETTI. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  label  in  that  case,  besides 
the  name  and  address  of  the  vendor,  contained  the  words, 
41  Pure-gum  pastilles.  Influenza.  Delightfully  soothing  to 
singers  and  public  speakers."  The  Divisional  Court  held 
that  that  label  made  the  pastilles  liable  to  duty,  as  being  a 
holding-out  or  recommendation  of  them  as  beneficial  to  the 
"  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  of  an  ailment  affecting  the  human 
body."  That  decision  was  given  by  the  same  Court  as 
decided  the  Glyn-Jones  case,  and  upon  the  arguments  of 
the  same  counsel ;  but  it  is  impossible  for  anyone  who  was 
present  in  the  court  to  consider  the  value  of  that  judgment 
to  great  as  that  in  the  Glyn-Jones  case.    It  is,  however,  impos- 


sible to  convey  accurately  in  words  the  reasons  for  this  con- 
clusion, and,  of  course,  it  must  be  admitted  that,  whatever 
the  value,  the  authority  of  the  two  judgments  is  the  same. 
The  judgment  in  the  Sanguinetti  case,  however,  is  not  a 
judgment  upon  a  question  of  principle,  but  merely  of  the 
construction  of  that  particular  label.  The  Court  held  that 
that  label  amounted  to  a  recommendation,  and  was  there- 
fore liable,  and  probably  other  Courts  whose  attention  might 
be  called  to  that  judgment  would  say  that  it  was  an 
authoritative  illustration  of  what  was  intended  by  the  Legis- 
lature to  come  within  the  Act,  and  this  is  really,  I  think,  the 
full  extent  to  which  the  decision  goes  so  far  as  regards  any 
other  labels  than  that  in  question  there.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  label  contained  a  good  deal  more  than  the  bare 
name  of  the  article  sold.  It  contained  one  distinct  recom- 
mendation in  the  words  "  delightfully  soothing,"  &c  ,  although 
it  was  an  arguable  question  whether  that  recommendation 
was  connected  with  the  name  of  the  article  sold.  There 
is,  therefore,  a  good  deal  of  difference  between  the  label 
adjudicated  upon  in  Ransom  v.  Singuinetti  and  a  label,  for 
instance,  with  the  words  li  cough- mixture  "  only,  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  vendor.  At  present  it  has  not  been 
decided  by  the  High  Court,  or,  so  far  as  I  know,  by  any  other 
Court,  that  such  a  label  as  this  latter  is  liable  to  duty. 

Further,  it  will  be  observed  that  Mr.  Sanguinetti's  label 
contained  the  name  of  an  ailment.  This  materially  dis- 
tinguishes it  from  such  labels  as  "  Liver-pills  "  and  "  Throat- 
lozenges,"  which,  at  most,  mention  only  the  name  of  a  part 
of  the  body  upon  which  the  medicine  is  supposed  to  have 
some  action.  There  is  nothing  therefore  in  the  Sanguinetti 
judgment  which  alters  the  previous  position  with  regard  to 
labels  of  this  kind.  It  may  be  that  they  will  be  held  liable 
to  duty,  but  at  present  they  have  not  been  so  held,  and,  at 
least  until  they  are,  I  see  no  reason  why  chemists  should  pay 
duty  upon  them. 

The  practical  effect  of  the  Sanguinetti  case  is  undoubtedly 
to  render  liable  to  duty  some  preparations  which  previously 
were  within  the  area  of  doubt,  and  upon  which  the  Inland 
Revenue  did  not  usually  choose  to  enforce  payment.  This 
result,  however,  although  at  first  sight  detrimental  to  the 
chemist,  is,  I  think,  really  only  a  part  of  a  material  altera- 
tion in  the  chemist's  position,  which  is  in  the  end  of  great 
advantage  to  him. 

A  month  after  the  Sanguinetti  decision  came  the  judgment 
in  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones,  which,  stated  shortly,  is  that  a 
qualified  chemist  may  sell  standard  medicines,  free  from 
duty,  although  he  recommends  them.  This  judgment,  unlike 
the  Sanguinetti  one,  is  not  a  judgment  upon  one  particular 
label,  but  is  a  judgment  based  upon 

A  PRINCIPLE  OF  A  VERY  COMPREHENSIVE  KIND. 

It  applies  to  all  medicines  known  and  approved  which  have 
never  been  proprietary,  using  that  word  in  a  wide  sense,  in 
their  nature.  The  Revenue  have  interpreted  it  for  practical 
purposes  as  applying  to  all  medicines  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia and  the  French  Codex,*  and,  so  far  as  my  information 
goes,  this  interpretation  is  by  no  means  too  wide,  for  it  may 
very  probably  be  found  that  in  practice  other  medicines 
besides  those  in  the  two  Pharmacopoeias  are  within  the  scope 
of  the  third  exemption.  Certainly,  if  they  are  not  so  now, 
other  medicines  will  be  brought  within  its  scope  if  the  trade 
take  full  advantage  of  their  legal  rights.  It  may  be,  in  some 
cases,  a  matter  of  some  difficulty  to  prove  the  necessary 
facts,  but  that  difficulty  can  be  overcome  with  the  help  of  a 
trade  organisation,  as  it  was  in  the  ammoniated-tincture-of- 
quinine  case.  Assuming,  however,  that  only  the  medicines 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  Codex  are  within  the  third 
exemption  at  the  present  time,  that  means  that  all  those 
medicines  can  be  sold  with  as  flowery  and  emphatic  recom- 
mendations as  those  of  the  best  advertised  proprietary 
article,  or,  if  the  chemist  prefers  it,  with  a  mere  statement 
of  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  applicable  and  the  dose 
of  them  which  should  be  administered.  Such  a  label  as  was 
held  liable  in  Mr.  Sanguinetti's  case  would  be,  under  the 
Glyn-Jones  judgment,  exempt  from  duty  if  the  article  sold 
was  one  which  was  not,  and  had  never  been,  proprietary. 
The  small  trade  in  domestic  remedies  can  be  carried  on  by 
the  chemist  just  as  free  from  restriction  as,  and,  indeed,  more

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freely  than,  it  was  before,  under  the  authority  of  the  Glyn- 
Jones  judgment.  The  difference  will  be  that  the  chemist 
must  sell  non-proprietary  medicines  in  place  of  proprietary 
ones  in  order  to  be  free  from  duty.  I  think  that,  after  a  short 
time,  it  will  be  found  that  this  is  in  reality  no  hardship;  but  if 
it  is,  it  is  a  hardship  for  which  the  blame  must  be  laid  upon 
the  legislators  of  George  III.'s  time,  and  not  upon  the  adminis- 
trators of  the  Acts  at  the  present  day.  I  say  that  the  small 
trade  will  really  be  more  free  from  restriction  than  hereto- 
fore, because  in  future  the  chemist  will  have  the  advantage 
of  knowiDg  when  he  sells  non-proprietary  articles  that  he  is 
absolutely  free  from  duty,  whereas  before  he  never  knew  but 
what  he  might  innocently  overstep  the  narrow  line  which 
the  Kevenue  authorities  considered  divided  bare  descriptions 
from  implied  recommendations,  or  subject  himself  to  the 
more  annoying  difficulty  of  having  a  claim  made  against 
him  upon  a  label  which  had  previously  been  pissed  by 
Somerset  House  itself  as  not  liable.  When  the  effect  of  the 
Glyn-Jones  judgment  is  further  considered,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the 

POSITION  OF  THE  CHEMIST  13  FURTHER  IMPROVED. 

The  exemption  is,  for  practical  purposes,  at  any  rate,  in 
favour  of  the  qualified  chemist  only.  It  also  applies  to 
surgeons  and  apothecaries,  but  this  Association  may  well 
leave  the  medical  profession  to  look  after  their  own  interests. 
The  exemption  does  not  extend  to  confectioners  or  other 
shopkeepers  unskilled  in  the  uses  of  medicines,  and  the 
Revenue  maintain,  with  some  reason,  that  it  does  not  extend 
to  joint-stock  companies,  even  though  calling  themselves 
chemists.  The  consequence  of  this  is  thai,  while  the 
qualified  chemist  can  sell  approved  remedies  free  from  duty, 
even  though  recommended,  whether  by  name  or  by  additional 
matter,  the  confectioner  and,  apparently,  the  joint-stock 
company,  cannot  compete  with  him  on  equal  terms,  for  they, 
although  within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  are  not  within  the 
scope  of  the  exemption,  and  must  therefore  pay  duty  if  their 
labels  contain  a  recommendation.  It  appears  to  me,  looking 
at  the  matter  from  an  outside  point  of  view,  that  here  is  a 
means  by  which  the  chemist  can  benefit  largely;  for 
instance,  if  he  goes  the  right  way  about  it,  I  think  that  he 
can  get  into  his  own  hands  the  greater  part,  at  least,  o" 
what  is  called  the  "  penny- trade."  I  observe  that  the 
Revenue  make  it  a  condition  of  their  recognition  of  non- 
liability that  the  formila  shall  be  disclosed  or  its  source 
indicated  on  the  label.  Of  course,  they  are  not  in  a  position 
to  enforce  this  condition  in  law,  because  if  the  medicine  is 
"known  and  approved,"  and  h  ts  never  been  proprietary,  it 
fulfils  the  terms  of  the  exemption,  but  if  a  chemist  wants 
to  avoid  a  claim  for  duty  and  the  possibility  of  a  summons, 
he  will  no  doubt  prefer  to  comply  with  the  Revenue's  wishes 
on  this  point. 

The  question  has  arisen  whether  it  makes  any  difference 
to  the  benefit  conferred  by  the  third  exemption  if  the 
chemist  himself  compounds  the  medicine  instead  of  buying 
it  from  a  wholesale  house.  In  the  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones 
case,  for  tactical  reasons  solely,  the  bottle  of  ammoniated 
tincture  of  quinine  sold  by  the  respondent  to  the  Revenue 
officer  was  purchased  from  a  wholesale  house  ;  but,  in  my 
opinion,  it  would  have  made

as  well  as  sold  it.  I  know  that  this  opinion  is  not  shared  by 
everyone— at  any  rate,  in  the  trade.  I  observe,  also,  that  in 
a  case  decided  since  the  judgment  in  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones 
a  barrister  (for  whose  opinions  I  have  the  utmost  respect) 
is  repirted  to  have  said  something  to  the  effect  that  the 
defendants  in  that  case  being  the  compounders  of  the 
art'cles  on  which  they  were  summoned  were  not  within  the 
exemption;  but  I  have  the  authority  of  the  barrister  in 
question  for  saying  that  he  did  not  intend  to  lay  that  down 
as  a  general  proposition,  and  evea  if  he  had  done  I  should 
still  have  maintained  that  the  compounder  is  within  the 
exemption.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  reasoning  of  the  Glyn- 
Jones  judgment  applies  in  exacMy  the  sime  degree  to 
"makers  and  compounders"  a?  to  "owners,  proprietors, 
original  or  first  vpndors."  To  put  it  another  way,  there  is 
no  reason  for  saying  that  the  word  "  thereof,"  which  in 
the  exemption  follows  the  list  of  persons  dealing  with  the 


medicine,  is  to  mean  a  different  article  in  the  case  of  some 
of  those  persons  from  the  article  meant  by  the  same  word  in 
the  case  of  the  other  persons  in  the  same  phrase.  The 
general  principle  which  was  submitted  in  argument  for  the 
respondent,  that  if  a  medicine  is  not  made  liable  at  the  time 
of  its  first  introduction  it  can  never  become  liable,  whatever 
is  done  with  it  subsequently,  which  was  expressly  affirmed 
by  the  judgment  of  the  High  Court,  seems  to  me  to  exclude 
any  distinction  between  the  position  of  the  compounder  and 
the  vendor. 

Some  comment  has  been  made  upon  the  wisdom  of  this 
Association  in  fighting  the  case  of  Ransom  v.  Sanguinetti  at 
all.  I  do  not  see  how  their  not  fighting  the  case  would 
have  gained  anything.  If  the  Revenue's  claim  against  Mr. 
Sanguinetti  had  been  paid  without  proceedings  it  would 
merely  have  been  followed  by  other  claims  which  would 
either  have  been  paid  or  fought.  If  paid,  they  would  have 
admitted  the  Revenue's  contention ;  if  fought,  the  result 
would  have  been  the  same,  at  any  rate  upon  similar  labels  to 
that  in  the  case  actually  contested,  and  as  I  have  pointed 
out,  it  is  only  labels  really  similar  that  are  affected  by  that 
judgment.  Besides,  for  some  time  beEore  the  Sanguinetti 
case  the  Revenue  authorities  had  been  graduilly  increasing 
the  stringency  with  which  they  administered  the  Acts,  so 
that  sooner  or  later  the  case  was  bound  to  be  fought. 

The  contest  of  the  appeal  is  even  less  open  to  question,  for 
the  position,  when  it  was  decided  to  contest  the  appeal, 
was  stronger;  a  definite  advantage  had  been  won  by  the 
dismissal  of  the  summons  in  the  Magistrates'  Court.  The 
trade  would  have  had  good  ground  for  complaint  if  no  effort 
had  been  made  to  maintain  that  advantage.  It  is  quite  true 
that  the  advantage  was  not  maintained,  but  at  least  it  could 
not  have  been  maintained  without  fighting,  and  it  is 
obviovsly  impossible  to  judge  whether  any  action  is  right  or 
not  merely  by  the  result  of  it. 

One  other  matter  should  be  borne  in  mind  which  may  be 
overlooked  because  the  recent  decisions  do  not  affect  it — i.e., 
that  the  other  grounds  of  liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty — 
namely,  the  claiming  of  a  secret  in  the  formula,  or  an  ex- 
clusive right  thereto,  or  its  being  the  subject  of  a  patent — 
remain  precisely  as  before,  and  tint  the  second  exemption, 
commonly  called  the  pare  drug  exjmption,  is  also  as 
effective  as  it  ever  was. 

Lay  Opinion. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  things  said  by  those  who 
heard  Mr.  Kirby  read  his  paper  : 

Mr.  Betty  ask3d  whether  '•  influenza-pastilles  "  would  have 
been  exempt. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Pentney,  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Kirby, 
hoped  chemists  would  not  agitate  to  have  matters  altered. 
He  referred  to  "  Xrayser"  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
and  to  Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  ex- 
pressing views  so  similar  on  the  label  question  that  it  might 
be  thought  they  had  slept  together  and  talked  matters  over. 
He  did  not  agree  with  Mr.  Leo  Atkinson  that  the  decision 
was  a  catastrophe :  it  was  the  very  opposite  of  that,  and 
both  the  Stamp  Aci  cases  were  the  greatest  blessings  that 
ever  happened  to  chemists.  With  regard  to  labelling  penny 
boxes  of  pills  he  suggested  the  formula  nrg'at  be  quoted  on 
a  band  round  the  box. 

Mr.  Pond  asked  whether  such  descriptions  as  "  liver-pills  " 
and  "  eye-lotion  "  with  no  other  wording  on  the  label  would 
be  liable  to  duty. 

Mr.  MacEivan,  referring  to  Mr.  Pentney's  suggestion,  said 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  stated  the  formula  must  be 
in  the  label.  The  word  "  in "  was  very  significant  and 
inclusive,  and  precluded  Mr.  Pentney's  idea  of  a  band  round 
the  box. 

Mr.  Pond  asked  Mr.  Kirby  as  to  the  position  of  a  man  who 
had  served  a  proper  apprenticeship  to  a  chemist,  but  who  is 
not  a  registered  chemist,  would  he  come  within  the  exemp- 
tion? 

Mr.  Pickard  asked  if  a  chemist  who  put  up,  say,  a  4i.  6.1. 
bottle  of  cough-mixture  and  stamped  it,  could,  after  break- 
ing the  stamp,  retail  it  in  small  quantities  at,  say,  3i.  per  oz., 
like  Fennings'  powders,  for  instance. 

Mr.  John  Smith  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Kirby. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  if  the  Association  hid  doae  nothing 
else  than  to  find  a  solicitor  who  could  read  such  a  paper  as 
Mr.  Kirby  had  read,  it  would  almost  have  j  ustified  its  existence. 
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Mr.  Kirby  had  the  faculty  of  taking  great  pains  to  get  to 
the  bottom  of  a  case.  Riferring  to  the  recent  change  in  the 
administration  of  the  Stamp  Acts  by  Somerset  House,  he 
strongly  urged  the  trade  to  se3  the  wisdom  of  keeping 
quiet.  The  o^y  grievance  they  had  at  present  was  that 
they  could  not  sell  a  secret  remedy  withoat  stamping  it. 
Mr.  Kirby's  opinion  was  that  Somsrset  House  were  giving 
the  decision  in  the  case  of  Ransom  v.  Sanguinetti  a  wider 
significance  than  they  were  entitled  to,  but  the  trade  could 
rely  upon  the  CD. A.  directors  to  see  that  this  was  reme  lied. 

Mr.  MacEwan  wished  to  associate  himself  with  the  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Kirby.  In  connection  with  the  Stamp  Acts 
two  pairs  of  men  stood  out  prominently  in  his  mind.  The 
first  pair  were  Chamberlane,  the  Islington  apothecary,  who 
got  the  Act  of  1803  amended  and  the  Act  of  1804  passed, 
and  Price,  the  advocate,  whose  spirit  seemed  to  in- 
stigate Mr.  Glyn-Jones  to  find  out  what  the  exemption 
really  meant.  At  the  present  time  they  had  the  combination 
of  the  Poplar  chemist  and  the  Lime  Street  solicitor  doing  the 
same  as  the  others  did  a  hundred  years  ago,  and  this  com- 
bination might  be  quite  as  historic. 

The  vote  of  thanks  having  been  cordially  passed,  Mr. 
Kirby  replied  to  the  questions  put.  Influenza  gum-pastilles, 
with  nothing  about  "  delightfully  soothing,"  might  be  held 
liable  by  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities,  who  should  not, 
however,  be  allowed  to  extend  the  Sanguinetti  judgment 
without  a  fight.  As  to  a  deputation  to  Somerset  House, 
there  were  at  present  three  bodies  concerned  :  (1)  the  quali- 
fied chemist,  (2)  the  joint-stock  companies,  and  (3)  grocers 
and  confectioners.  It  would  naturally  benefit  the  two  latter 
classes  to  ask  for  a  change ;  but  ic  would  give  Somerset 
House  the  strongest  possible  position  to  ask  Parliament  to 
change  the  pres'ent  state  of  affairs  if  they  were  £  ble  also  to 
say  that  the  qualified  people  supported  this  as  well  as  the 
unqualified.  Replying  to  Mr.  Pentney,  he  thought  the 
Revenue  authorities  would  be  quite  content  if  the  formu'a 
were  indicated  anywhere  on  the  package.  Dealing  with  Mr. 
Pond's  query  as  to  the  liability  of  "  Liver-pills"  and  "  Eye- 
lotion,"  he  pointed  out  that  these  are  parts  of  the  body, 
and  not  any  particular  disease.  He  thought  it  would  be 
.difficult  for  the  Revenue  to  get  the  Courts  to  hold  that  such 
labels  are  liable.  With  regard  to  the  question  about 
apprenticeship,  he  thought  a  man  who  had  served  an 
apprenticeship  but  was  not  a  registered  chemist  would  not 
come  within  the  exemption  ;  neither  did  he  think  that  a 
chemist  could  put  up  a  large  bottle  of  a  cough-mixture 
liable  to  duty,  and,  having  broken  the  stamp,  retail  it  in 
small  quantities. 


Meeting  at  Exeter. 
The  Exeter  Association  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  met  at 
the  residence  of  the  President  (Mr.  F.  Vinden),  Mount  Rat- 
ford,  on  the  evening  of  July  10,  to  discuss,  amongst  other 
matters,  the  present  aspects  of  the  medicine-stamp  duty. 
The  discussion  was  initiated  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Association  (Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd),  who  described  how  the 
Sanguinetti,  or  "  pure-gum  pastilles,"  case  had  arisen,  and 
the  result,  which,  he  said,  taken  by  itself  in  the  light  of  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue's  ruling  on  it,  would  seem  to  be  a 
disastrous  one  to  traders.  It  brings  within  the  scope  of  the 
Act  a  vast  number  of  preparations— from  Id.  boxes  of  pills 
upwards.  A  l±d.  stamp  on  a  Id.  box  of  pills  is,  of  cour.-e,  a 
reduotio  ad  absiirdum,  but  there  is  no  legal  ground  for  dis- 
criminating between  different  articles  on  the  score  of  price. 
But  the  case  of  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones  somewhat  modifies  the 
effect  of  the  Sanguinetti  decision.  Mr.  Gadd  gave  parti- 
culars of  the  Glyn-Jones  case,  and  the  exemption  which  it 
has  secured  for  qualified  chemists.  He  said  the  only  prac- 
tical way  of  taking  advantage  of  this  exemption  is  by 
stating  from  what  formula  the  medicine  to  be  sold  with  a 
recommendation  has  been  prepared,  and  this  can  be  done  by 
indicating  the  book  of  reference  where  the  formula  is  given, 
or  by  s'ating  on  .the  label  the  essential  ingredients  of  the 
mixture.    A  few  examples  will  show  this  :

Fob  Wounds,  Abrasions,  Chilblains,  &c.

It  would  seem  that  the  essential  ingredients  only  need  be 
specified,  and  that  the  working  formula  need  not  be  given. 
Apparently,  therefore,  flavour  and  colour  may  be  varied,  and 
different  makers  can  distinguish  their  products  thus,  if  they 
so  desire.  In  any  case,  competition  is  restricted  to  what 
may  be  called  legitimate  pharmacy,  other  traders  being 
penalised  to  the  extent  of  at  least  \\rl.  on  every  transaction. 
Pharmacists  should  therefore  be  able  to  turn  the  new  inter- 
pretation of  the  Acts  to  their  benefit,  whilst  the  fact  of 
publishing  the  formula  of  many  preparations,  even  although 
this  may  be  done  in  a  way  which  is  "  Greek  "  to  the  man  in 
the  street,  must  tend  to  enhance  the  dignity  of  the  craft  in 
the  eyes  of  medical  men  and  the  educated  public  generally. 
Special  preparations,  the  formula  of  which  it  would  be  un- 
desirable to  publish,  would  be  stamped  in  the  usual  way; 
but,  as  they  are  not  usually  put  up  in  cheap  packages,  they 
can  better  afford  to  pay  the  tax. 

Mr.  E.  Lemmon  thought  that  efforts  should  be  made  to 
endeavour  to  get  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  to  modify 
their  demands.  Mr.  T.  C  Milton  agreed.  The  position 
taken  up  at  present  was  an  impossible  one.  There  should 
be  a  deputation  to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  on  the 
subject.  His  opinion  was  that  they  would  modify  their 
demands  if  the  whole  question  was  properly  placed  before 
them.  Mr.  Lemmon  said  that,  with  a  little  judicious  push- 
ing, they  ought  to  be  able  to  satisfy  the  authorities  as  to 
what  modifications  should  be  made.  The  Chairman  said 
it  was  very  unreasonable  to  expect  the  payment  of  \\d. 
stamp-duty  on  a  Id.  box  of  pills.  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  said  it 
would  be  impossible  to  carry  on  business  under  such  con- 
ditions.   Mr.  Milton  moved — 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting,  it  13  desirable  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  approach  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities,  with  a  view  to  their  allowing  the  working  of  the 
Stamp  Act  to  remain  as  at  present;  and,  failing  this,  the  Board 
be  asked  to  considerably  extend  the  time  limit  arranged. 

Mr.  Lemmon  seconded.  If  properly  approached,  the  Board 
must  do  something  reasonable,  especially  having  regard  to 
the  fact  that  it  is  a  subject  which  very  much  affects  the 
general  public.  The  resolution  was  also  supported  by  Mr. 
Harris,  and  carried  unanimously. 


Dundee  Active. 

The  Dundee  evening  papers  had  prompt  notice  of  the 
extension  of  time  for  using  up  ailment-name  labels,  and  a 
correspondent  writes  : 

Local  chemists  are  pleasel  with  the  result  of  the  letter  on  the 
medicine-duty  addressed  to  the  influential  M.P.s  representing  this 
district.  Mr.  Asquith  would,  no  doubt,  feel  specially  interested 
in  it.  All  seem  to  have  been  impressed  with  the  absurd  prospect 
of  a  three-halfpenny  stamp  on  a  penny  box  of  pills.  The  request 
for  extension  of  tim3',  first  suggested  in  the  0.  &  D.,  was  irre- 
sistible, and  a  further  point  gained  is  that  now  an  indication  only 
of  the  coatent3  need  be  pat  on  the  label  instead  of  a  fall  dis- 
closure. TI113  would  seem  to  show  that  it  is  only  necessary  to 
bring  pressure  from  the  right  direction  to  bear  upm  the  per- 
manent officials  in  order  to  get  reasonable  concessions. 

The  Daniee  Adoertiser,  in  the  course  of  an  article  oa  the 
subject,  says  : 

This  is  not  a  mitter  which  principally  affects  the  chemist;  it  is 
of  far  more  importance  to  the  public,  and  particularly  the  poorer 
members  of  the  public,  for  the  bad  oasequences  thai  miy  follow 
upon  the  ne  x  reading  of  the  law  will  fall  principally  upon  them. 
The  druggist3  will  always  be  able  to  protect  their  own  interest. 
.  .  .  To  the  vast  majority  of  the  people  an  "indication  of  the 
ingredients  "  will  be  of  as  little  guiding  value  as  a  quotation  from 
the  Hebrew,  and  the  probable  result  will  be  a  frequent  use  of 
wrong  drugs.  ...  It  has  already  be  ;n  said  — not  once,  but  many 
times— that   the  whole  class  of    druggist-cures  constitutes  an 
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unmixed  for  perhaps  much  mixed  will  be  the  better  word)  evil, 
lor  they  begin  with  a  personal  diagnosis  as  often  wrong  as  right, 
and  end,  in  effect,  as  a  prescription  by  a  person  who,  skilful  as  he 
may  be  in  compounding,  goes  out  of  his  province  in  attempting  to 
suit  remedies  to  diseases.  But  there  is  a  well  marked  class  of 
remedies,  of  which  the  humble  but  useful  "  antibilious  pill  "  may 
be  taken  as  a  type,  which  it  is  utterly  absurd  to  tax,  especially  to 
the  extent  of  150  per  cent,  of  its  value. 

Mr.  William  Gumming,  Secretary  of  the  Forfarshire 
Chemists'  Association,  in  the  course  of  an  interview  by  a 
Dundee  representative,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
postage-stamp  should  be  utilised.  He  also  considered  \&. 
sufficient  to  cover  the  purchase  of  medicine  valued  from 
Id.  to  4d,  a  penny  stamp  from  Hd.  to  8i.,  and  a  three- 
halfpenny  stamp  from  Qi.  to  Is. 


Liverpool  Resolutions. 

An  extraordinary  general  meeting  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  Wednesday  afternoon, 
July  15,  to  discuss  the  recent  decision  of  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  with  regard  to  the  stamping  of  medicines.  The 
chair  was  taken  by  Mr.  T.  F.  Abraham  (in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  Mr.  Cowley). 

Considerable  discussion  took  place  upon  the  best  method 
to  pursue  in  face  of  the  difficulties  that  arise  under  the 
new  regulations,  and  the  following  resolutions  were  carried : 

To  be  forwarded  to  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  : 
Proposed  by  Mr.  T.  P.  Abraham,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Hockin, 
and  carried  unanimously : 

That  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  desires  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Board  to  the  difficulty  in  which  chemists,  par- 
ticularly in  poor  districts,  will  be  placed  in  their  endeavour  to 
obey  the  law  and  at  the  same  time  satisfy  the  reasonable  require- 
ments of  their  customers.  Under  the  recent  announcement  the 
sale  of  2d.  worth  of  cough-syrup,  cough-lozenges,  corn-paint, 
diarrhoea-mixture,  &c,  will  involve  the  use  of  a  l?d.  stamp.  Also 
the  sale  in  small  quantities  of  lozenges  which  have  already  paid  a 
duty  of  6d.  per  lb.  will  involve  the  payment  of  a  further  duty  of 
lid.  per  oz.  They  would  suggest  that,  as  it  is  probably  impossible 
to  adjust  the  duty  to  the  value,  a  short  schedule  of  permitted 
titles  of  popular  remedies  should  be  published. 

To  be  forwarded  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society : 
Proposed  by  Mr.  Buck,  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Symes,  and  carried 
unanimously : 

That  this  meeting  learns  with  regret  of  the  intention  of  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  exercise  with  greater  severity  than 
hitherto  an  ancient  Act  of  Parliament  known  as  the  Medicine- 
stamp  Act,  whereby  the.  poor  will  suffer  considerably,  the  safety  of 
the  public  will  be  endangered,  the  chemists  throughout  the  country 
will  be  greatly  prejudiced,  and  the  Exchequer  will  receive  but 
little  benefit.  That  the  Council  be  requested  to  take  such  steps 
as  they  may  think  necessary  to  obtain  an  alteration  of  the  recent 
decision  of  the  Department.

Medicines  with  Descriptive  Names. 
The  notification  to  chemists  and  druggists  recently  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  has  been  the  subject  of 
questions  in  the  House.    Sir  John  Leng,  on  July  9,  asked 
the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury 

whether,  under  a  notification  recently  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue,  a  druggist  will  not  be  allowed  to  sell  the  smallest 
quantities  of  pills,  powders,  mixtures,  or  other  form  of  medicine 
without  attaching  to  every  descriptive  label,  either  written  or 
printed,  a  ljfi.  stamp ;  whether  the  Board  have  considered  the 
extra  cost  tothe  poor  of  this  additional  charge,  or  the  daDger  of 
selling  drugs  unlabelled  ;  and  whether,  in  view  of  the  interests  of 
the  poorer  classes  and  of  the  public  safety,  the  Board  will,  still  in 
accordance  with  their  former  intimation,  recognise  the  necessity 
for  giving  to  a  preparation  such  a  designation  or  name  as  shall 
distinguish  it  from  other  medicines  and  attribute  some  further 
meaning  to  such  words  as  cough-mixture,  liver-pills,  lip-salve, 
teething-powders,  corn-paint,  &c. 

Mr.  Shaw  Stewart  also  addressed  a  question  to  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  on  the  same  subject,  asking 

if  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  notified  chemists  that  after 
September  30  they  will  be  no  longer  permitted  to  sell  to  customers 
small  packages  bearing  a  descriptive  title  unless  a  medicine-stamp 
of  the  value  of  is  affixed  to  each  package,  even  though  the 
value  of  such  package  be  only  Xd.  or  2d. ;  and  whether,  seeing 
tint  the  alternative  will  be  for  chem\st3  to  sell  all  packages  with- 
out any  descriptive  title,  he  will  state  what  steps  he  proposes  to 
take  to  prevent,  in  the  one  event,  so  high  a  tax  being  placed  on 
chemists  and  their  customers  ;  and,  in  the  other,  to  guard  the 
public  against  danger. 

Mr.  Arthur  Elliott,  who  replied  to  bath  questions,  said  the 
change  in  the  Board's  practice  had  been  rendered  necessary 
by  the  decision  of  the  High  Court  in  the  recent  case  of 
Ransom  v.  Sanguinetti,  the  effect  of  which  was  to  render 
liable  to  the  medicine  stamp-duty  any  preparation  sold 
under  a  description  which  refers  only  to  the  ailment  which 
it  is  intended  to  remedy — e.g.,  cough-mixture.  But  payment 
of  duty,  he  said,  would  not  be  required  in  respect  of  a  pre- 
paration which  bore  upon  the  label  an  indication  of  its 
ingredients,  such  as  would  bring  the  article  within  the  scope 
of  the  special  exemption  in  favour  of  known,  admitted,  and 
approved  remedies  sold  by  duly  qualified  persons,  as  in- 
terpreted by  the  recent  decision  in  the  case  of  Farmer  v. 
Glyn-Jones. 

The  Fiscal  Stalemate. 

The  House  has  been  greatly  excited  during  the  week  over 
the  efforts  of  the  various  groups  opposed  to  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain's fiscal  proposals  to  raise  a  debate  on  the  subject  in  the 
House.  Agitated  meetings  have  been  "  the  order  of  the 
day,"  but  the  net  result  of  all  the  manoeuvring  has  been  to 
leave  matters  very  much  as  they  were  before.  Mr.  Balfour 
has  refused  to  give  facilities  for  discussing  a  motion  of 
which  the  Unionist  Free-traders  had  given  notice,  and 
consequently  has  thrown  the  "  Free-food  "  section  back  upon 
their  resources. 

The  Poisons  Bill. 

Having  made  further  inquiries  about  the  Poisons  Bill,  I 
am  now  able  to  state  on  official  information  that  there  is 
little  chance  of  the  measure  being  brought  in  this  Session. 
The  Bill,  it  seems,  has  been  taken  in  hand  by  the  Privy 
Council,  and  not  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  as  was  lately 
rumoured. 

Sterilised  Water. 

Sir  Michael  Foster  has  been  making  inquiries  regarding 
the  experiments  on  sterilisation  of  water  for  troops  in  the 
field.  In  reply  to  a  question  which  he  put  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  War,  Sir  Michael  has  been  informed  by  Mr. 
Brodrick  that  experimental  tests  have  been  made  with 
various  forms  of  heat-sterilising  apparatus  and  sterilising- 
filters.  On  the  results  of  these  further  tests  are  being  made 
in  Somaliland,  and  will  be  made  in  the  forthcoming 
manoeuvres.  The  sterilisation  of  water  in  standing  camps 
•can  be  arranged,  but  in  the  case  of  moving  bodies  of  troops 
great  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  obtaining  really 
satisfactory  results. 


The  Supply  of  Vaccine  in  Scotland. 

A  deputation  from  public  bodies  in  Scotland  waited  upon 
Lord  Balfour  of  Burleigh  at  Dover  House  on  July  15  to  urge  the 
provision  of  a  Government  vaccine  establishment  in  Scotland. 
Sir  Herbert  Maxwell,  M.P.,  said  in  England  something  less 
than  10,000/.  is  granted  for  the  supply  of  lymph  ;  in  Ireland, 
1,250/. ;  and  in  Scotland,  250/.  Sir  Thomas  R.  Fraser,  Dr. 
Farquharson,  M.P.,  Sir  Michael  Foster,  Bailie  Graham 
(Glasgow),  and  Mr.  Lang  Todd  also  spoke.  Lord  Balfour,  in 
reply,  said  the  systems  of  vaccination  in  England  and 
Scotland  are  wholly  different.  In  Scotland  the  public 
vaccinators  only  vaccinate  paupers,  who  are  2  per  cent,  of 
the  children  vaccinated,  whereas  in  England  the  percentage 
vaccinated  by  them  is  56.  He  did  not  suppose  the  medical 
profession  of  Scotland  wish  to  change  their  Scottish 
system  for  the  English ;  at  any  rate,  he  is  not  prepared  to 
give  the  least  help  in  that  direction,  for  he  infinitely  pre- 
fers the  Scottish  system.  They  are  successfully  vaccinating 
97  per  cent,  of  the  children  in  Scotland  who  live  six  months 
after  birth;  and  there  is  substantially  no  complaint  against 
the  lymph  actually  used.

Back  to  Standards. 

Sir, — I  can  well  understand  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  wondering 
■whether  pharmacy  is  to  bless  or  curse  him  for  his  ammoni- 
ated-quinine  case,  especially  as  some  who  have  never  been 
very  active  now  openly  avow  themselves  the  apostles  of  the 
gospel  of  "  leave  things  alone."  He  may,  however,  keep  his 
mind  easy.  The  whole  case  is  bound  to  benefit  pharmacy  in 
many  ways.  It  must,  I  think,  lead  to  a  differentiation 
between  the  genuine  chemist  and  standard  preparations  on 
the  one  hand,  and  makers  of  secret  remedies  on  the  other. 
This  is  exactly  what  we  need.  We  have  a  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  it  is  supposed  to  be  the  base  of  British  pharmacy,  but 
it  is  about  as  much  set  aside  in  actual  practice  now  as,  let 
us  say,  the  writings  of  Mr.  Bell's  old  friend  Chaucer.  We 
are  all  selling  preparations  of  which  we  kn)w  nothing. 
Medical  men  prescribe  them,  we  dispense  them,  the  people 
swallow  them,  and  nobody  knows  for  certain  their  therapeutic 
effect,  their  intrinsic  value,  or  their  potency,  except  the 
maker,  who  is  in  some  cases  the  most  ignorant  man  of  all. 
Any  step  which  tends  to  put  an  end  to  this  state  of  matters 
must  be  good.  It  appears  that  those  who  framed  the  Stamp 
Acts  meant  to  differentiate  between  chemists  and  quacks, 
and  we  ought  to  have  insisted  on  this  long  ago,  and  would 
have  done  so,  but  for  the  long  reign  at  Bloomsbury  Square  of 
the  loudly-belauded  principle  of  "leave  things  alone,"  which 
has  been  responsible  for  all  our  woes. 

I  do  not  think  that  we  have  in  this  case  a  weapon  with 
which  to  fight  the  stores.  "  Xrayser  "  says  that  unqualified 
men,  not  having  served  an  apprentice  time  to  the  drug- 
business,  must  here  eat  dry  toast ;  but  he  is  more  sanguine 
than  I  am.  I  have  lost  all  faith  in  judges  and  magistrates 
when  it  comes  to  questions  relating  to  chemists.  They  have 
in  the  past  shown  an  ingenuity  which  is  absolutely  astonish- 
ing in  discovering  ways  by  which  unqualified  men  can 
secure  all  the  privileges  of  qualified  men,  without  being 
hampered  with  any  of  the  restrictions  which  apply  to 
chemists.  I  have  no  doubt  this  ingenuity  will  be  equal  to 
getting  these  unqualified  men  out  of  the  stamp  fix  in  good 
time.  It  must  help  us,  however,  in  our  effort  to  get  back 
to  standard  preparations,  and  that  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance. 

0£  course,  a  good  many  chemists  have  private  prepara- 
tions, but  this  does  not  affect  them.  They  had  to  stamp 
these  before,  and  they  must  do  so  still.  Chemists,  however, 
will  now  be  at  liberty  to  put  up  any  preparation  found  in  the 
B.P.,  Martindale,  Squire,  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  or  any 
other  standard  work,  by  simply  placing  the  name  of  the 
work  on  the  label.  All  who  are  not  chemists  must  stamp 
these  preparations.  We  have  here  two  facts  which  the 
people  cannot  ignore :  first,  the  chemist  puts  up  a  genuine 
article  which  has  been  found  to  be  of  value  by  the  best 
pharmacists  and  scientists  of  the  country,  and,  secondly,  it  is 
only  chemists  who  can  put  these  up  without  a  stamp.  This 
is  bound  to  bring  discredit  on  the  stamp  in  time,  and  on  all 
quack  medicines. 

Again,  if  all  the  chemists  in  business  will  begin  to  put  up 
these  standard  preparations,  it  will  lead  to  a  great  demand 
for  them.  If  one  or  two  chemists  in  a  place  go  in  for  a 
special  line,  it  does  not  do  much  good  ;  but  when  they  all 
take  up  the  same  line,  there  is  a  boom.  It  must  be  just  so 
here. 

The  question  of  pennyworths  of  Gregory's  mixture  and 
Hamilton's  pills  is  not  worth  discussion.  There  is  not  a 
single  Government  Department  which  would  dare  to  force 
stamps  on  these.  If  such  a  thing  were  done,  the  working 
classes  would  have  to  pay  the  bill,  and  these  are  not  the  days 
when  a  working  man  pays   l%d.  of  duty  on  Id.  article 


without  knowing  the  reason  why.  For  once  I  back  the  men 
on  this  question  who  wish  to  leave  mitters  alone.  It  would 
look  almost  as  if  the  Inland  Revenue  had  adopted  this  policy 
out  of  a  spirit  of  retaliation,  but  let  them  work  away  mean- 
time.   They  cannot  do  much  harm.

Descriptive  Names. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Cornish  sends  us  labels  which  have  been  marked 
by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue.  They  all  bear  ailment- 
names  (marked  "Liable")  except  one,  "Digestive  pills," 
which  is  marked  "  Not  liable." 

Sir, — A  propos  of  the  Medicine-stamp  Act  muddle,  might 
I  offer  a  suggestion  1  Why  not  leave  the  public  to  continue 
to  ask  for  cough-mixture,  liver-mixture,  corn-paint,  &c,  and 
have  a  table  of  numbers  or  letters  equivalent  to  the  said 
titles,  by  which  each  chemist  would  distinguish  the  separate 
artices?  He  could  sell  them  under  their  distinctive  numbers 
or  letters  and  explain  the  reason  to  the  public.  If  this  were 
universally  adopted  the  public  would  soon  accustom  itself  to 
the  new  order  of  things,  which  is  practically  the  same  as 
the  usual  method  adopted  for  prescriptions.  Some  readers 
will  say  that  this  does  not  get  over  the  inconvenience  of 
having  to  destroy  existing  labels ;  but  these  could  be  used 
up,  where  practicable,  by  simply  placing  over  the  liable  part 
a  slip  with  the  suggested  number  or  letter.

Sir, — During  the  last  thirty-five  years  I  have  been  a 
"  putter-up  "  of  stock  preparations,  and  as  new  ones  came 
on  the  counter  new  labels,  bills,  wrappers,  and  general 
advertising  followed.  This,  of  course,  necessitated  samples 
of  labels.  Well,  naturally,  one  wrote  to  two  or  three  of  your 
advertisers.  In  reply,  scores,  in  some  cases  whole  envelopes- 
ful,  came  in  response.  Now,  I  think  not  alone  of  myself, 
but  of  the  label  (stock)  printers,  also  the  wholesale  drug- 
houses.  There  are  hardly  any  but  have  put  themselves  to 
an  enormous  expense  to  meet  the  ever-increasing  demand 
for  counter-specialities.  I  have  before  me  now  three  lists — 
from  Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ayrton,  Saunders  & 
Kemp,  and  Lorimer  &  Co.  (Limited).  I  know  each  of  these 
firms  well,  and  know  the  enormous  expense  they  have  lately 
been  at.  Then  take  the  pill-manufacturers.  Look  at 
Warner,  Wand,  Cox,  Davies,  Gibbins  &  Co.,  and  many 
others.  The  cost  in  all  must  amount  to  millions  of  pounds. 
My  object  in  calling  attention  to  the  printers  and  large 
stock-preparation  manufacturers  is  that  they  should  combine, 
and  let  the  matter  be  fully  explained  to  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities.  In  the  report  re  the  Sanguinetti  case,  the 
Solicitor-General  said,  respecting  ailment-named  (unrecom- 
mended)  preparations,  that  he  would  see  to  that  matter  ! 
What  I  want  to  know  is,  isit  possible  that  the  high  legal  power 
of  the  Solicitor-General  can  alter  the  law  without  an  Act  of 
Parliament  1  Years  ago  I  sent  up  a  series  of  non- recommended 
ailment-named  labels.  The  whole  of  them  came  back  stamped 
"  Not  liable  to  duty."  Previous  to  sending  I  found  several 
labels  were  liable,  and  since  then  I  have  stamped  each.  My 
business  is  built  up  on  the  names  of  each  of  my  preparations, 
and  you  can  imagine  how  I  feel  in  the  matter.  I  have  been 
doing  a  small  wholesale  in  pills,  powders,  and  Id.  goods. 
Each  of  the  powders  carry  an  advertisement  of  all  my  goods. 
I  have  upwards  of  150,000  powder-wrappers,  and  they  have 
been  sold  by  small  wholesalers  all  over  the  country.  You 
will  see  by  the  large  labels,  mixture  and  powder  wrappers, 
where  my  fix  comes  about.    Can  you  suggest  any  course  .'

The  "Value  of  Chlorine. 

Sir, — It  would  be  impossible  to  estimate  or  to  over- 
estimate the  influence  of  this  element  in  the  vast  scheme  of 
nature  ;  its  presence  in  the  universal  ocean,  or  as  an  essential 
in  the  existence  of  man  and  animals,  its  chemical  properties 
in  combination  with  metallic  bases,  especially  with  sodium, 
prove  how  much  we  are  dependent  on  common  salt  for  the 
digestion  or  the  preservation  of  our  daily  food.  Its  uses  in 
the  arts  are  equally  apparent,  whilst  as  a  disinfectant  it  may 
claim  the  highest  position  as  an  unfailing  germicide.  The 
object  in  view  is  to  recommend  the  employment  of  chlorine 
as  a  sanitary  agent  and  prophylactic  for  domestic  and 
personal  sanitary  use  which  maybe  employed  in  the  laundry 
or  the  bathroom  with  equal  facility.  It  is  the  bounden  duty 
of  every  individual  to  secure  as  great  a  share  of  that  in- 
estimable blessing,  good  health,  as  is  possible ;  with  this 
view  the  employment  of  various  compounds  are  recommended, 
all  claiming  attention  as  the  most  efficient.  They  include 
acetic  acid,  borax,  sea-salt,  manganese,  and  ammonia,  with 
many  fancy  cosmetics.  Without  enlarging  on  the  properties 
of  these  various  preparations  (to  all  of  which  I  have  given 
a  fair  trial),  I  find  by  experiment  yet  another  article — 
namely,  a  pharmacopoeial  preparation  to  which  I  beg  to 
recommend  attention ;  it  is  remarkably  cheap  and  easily 
obtainable — viz.,  liquor  sodae  chlorinate.  Its  effects  are  such 
as  warrant  me  in  saying  it  is  the  very  best  of  all  the 
panaceas  offered.  About  §ij.  of  the  solution  employed  in  a 
sponge-bath  is  very  refreshing — producing  a  stimulant  action 
on  the  capillary  vessels,  at  the  same  time  liberating  the 
skin  from  worn-out  tissue  and  rectifying  insensible  perspira- 
tion. The  process  is  facilitated  by  the  employment  of  a 
loofah— followed  by  brisk  friction  with  a  rough  towel.  The 
occupation  of  about  ten  minutes  is  amply  repaid  in  the 
comfort  that  follows — a  sense  of  relief  and  increased  animal 
spirits.

Citronella  Oil. 
Sir,— We  have  read  with  great  interest  Messrs.  Parry  and 
Bennett's  reply  to  our  letter  of  March  25.    Are  we  to  under- 


stand that  the  resin-spirit  mentioned  has  been  exported  t> 
Ceylon  ?  We  have  made  inquiries  from  the  local  authorities, 
who  state  that  they  are  not  aware  that  any  such  article  has 
been  imported,  but  that  if  any  has  been  it  has  been  entered 
under  the  heading  of  "  Chemists'  sundries,"  and  cannot 
therefore  be  traced.  Our  statement  that  it  has  been  an 
open  secret  for  some  time  past  that  gross  adulteration  was 
being  practised  was  only  intended  to  apply  locally.  The 
views  expressed  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  in  his  letter  to  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  summarised  by  him  in 
his  letter  appearing  immediately  above  that  to  which  we 
are  replying,  embodies  many  of  the  reasons  why  we  do  not 
consider  the  publication  of  our  methods  of  testing  broadcast 
to  the  trade  to  be  in  our  interests.  The  estimation  of  the 
acetylisable  constituents,  or  the  suggested  equivalent  of 
60  per  cent,  geraniol,  cannot,  we  think,  be  put  into  practical 
use  as  a  test  where  the  native  trader  or  distiller  expects  the 
European  exporter  to  examine  his  produce  and  either  accept 
or  reject  it  at  once.  Many  natives  bring  in  but  very  small 
quantities  of  oil  for  sale,  and,  where  time  is  of  importance, 
local  conditions  render  it  impossible  to  call  in  the  aid  of  the 
Government  analyst ;  and  it  is  out  here,  at  the  root  of  the 
industry,  that  the  oil  must  necessarily  be  first  tested  to 
ascertain  its  degree  of  purity  ;  the  subsequent  examination 
in  London  should  merely  be  required  in  order  to  check  the 
quality  purported  to  have  been  exported.  Messrs.  Schimmel 
&  Co.'s  statement  (vide  their  report  for  April,  1900  ;  also 
alluded  to  in  Mr.  Parry's  book  on  "  Essential  Oils  ")  regarding 
the  two  different  kinds  of  grass  is  quite  correct.  The  grass 
from  which  Winter's  oil  is  distilled  is,  we  believe,  identical 
with  that  from  which  Fisher's  oil  is  obtained,  and  it  is 
known  locally  as  the  "  Maha  Pangiri";  while  the  oil  which 
forms  the  whole  export  of  the  island,  with  the  exception  of 
Winter's,  is  distilled,  from  another  variety,  called  the  "  Lena 
Batu  Pangiri."  We  think  that  the  differences  noticeable  in 
many  oils  of  undoubted  purity  may  be  due  to  the  varying 
soils  and  climates  to  be  found  in  the  districts  where  the  grass 
is  grown.

Consult  "The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,"  1903, 
before  formulating  Queries. 


78/72.  Doubtful. — None  of  the  titles  which  you  mention 
is  dutiable. 

83/4.  W.  M. — The  four  titles  which  you  give  are  not 
liable,  nor  is  the  label  for  balsam  of  aniseed,  &c. 

75/70.  X  T.  Z. — There  is  nothing  on  your  card  that  con- 
travenes the  Dentists  Act. 

259/19.  Cure-all. — Mixed  herbs  are  not  considered  to  be 
dutiable.  Otherwise  your  questions  were  repeatedly  answered 
last  month. 

87/50.  Namrech. — Your  labels  are  not  liable,  because  the 
names  are  descriptive  of  the  ingredients  of  the  pills,  not  of 
the  ailments  they  are  for. 

87/34.  Chemist. — Certainly  a  company,  even  though  a 
one-man  company,  may  style  itself  "  chemist."  See  the 
article  on  Pharmacy  Law  in  our  Diary. 

88/17.  Verax. — Seethe  reply  to  "E.  J.  M."  In  the  case 
of  dutiable  powders  it  is  permitted  to  break  a  stamped 
packet  and  retail  the  powders  singly  without  restamping. 

73/2.  Veritas. — Unless  there  is  an  agreement  to  the  con- 
trary, a  traveller  is  not  entitled  to  receive  commission  on 
orders  received  by  his  principals  six  months  after  the  engage- 
ment terminates. 

79,24.  W.  J.  E. — "Aperient  Pills"  is  not  a  dutiable 
title  ;  "  antibilious  pills  "  and  "  worm-cakes  "  are,  but  on  and 
after  December  31  they  may  be  used  by  qualified  chemists 
under  the  conditions  already  explained.  See  C.  §  D., 
June  27,  pages  1019  and  1028. 
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86/48.  Sissafras.— You  appear  to  have  got  the  truss 
about  which  we  have  published  several  warning  notes 
during  the  past  twelve  months.  There  are  dozens  of 
chemists  who  feel  that  they  have  been  taken  in,  but  so  far 
no  one  has  attempted  to  prosecute. 

79/29.  Anxious—  You  shoull  acquaint  each  of  your 
creditors  with  the  state  of  your  affairs  before  taking  any 
steps  in  bankruptcy,  for  which  there  appears  to  be  no  need 
as  your  statement  shows  assets  in  excess  of  liabilities. 

81/67.  Quaero.—kn  employer  (chemist  and  druggist)  who 
sells  his  business,  and  does  not  take  the  precaution  at  the 
time  (at  least  a  month  before  the  transfer)  of  giving  his 
assistants  notice,  must  pay  the  assistants  a  month's  salary 
in  lieu  of  notice.  If  he  decline  to  pay,  the  assistants  may 
sue  him. 

78/51.  E.  W.  B. — Teething  is  not  "a  distemper,  malady, 
ailment,  disorder,  or  complaint  incident  to  the  human  body," 
but  a  process  natural  to  it.  For  that  reason  such  a  title  as 
"Tasteless  Teething-powder"  should  not  be  liable  to  duty, 
but  if  you  say  "teething  and  cooling"  it  may  be,  as  that 
implies  a  powder  for  a  feverish  condition  in  teething. 

81/17.  S.ibsoriber.—  There  is  no  legal  objection  to  your 
compounding  any  hospital  Pharmacopoeia  preparation  and 
stating  the  fact  on  the  label;  but  if  you  were  to  advertise 
the  fact  in  a  quackish  or  otherwise  objectionable  way  the 
hospital  might  have  ground  of  action. 

71/59.  W.  L.  B. — (1)  You  have  correctly  stated  the  case, 
and  we  shall  be  glad  to  include  your  formula?  in  our  collection 
if  you  send  them  to  us.  (2)  Small  shopkeepers  who  are 
not  qualified  chemists  may  not,  after  December  31,  sell 
"antibilious  pills"  unstamped. 

79/70.  Cyclist. — The  firm  cannot  compel  you  to  pay  the 
Is.  It  is  obvious  that  the  sponge  was  a  present,  and  that 
the  charge  for  it  was  a  try  on.  It  was  perhaps  less  trouble 
to  you  to  pay,  but  it  would  have  been  a  good  thing  for  the 
trade  as  a  whole  if  all  the  facts  had  been  explained  in 
court,  supposing  the  "  firm  "  had  gone  that  length,  which  we 
doubt. 

82/21-.  E.  J.  M. — Thanks  for  your  letter.  It  is  unneces- 
sary to  publish  it,  because  it  deals  with  a  point  of  law  not  at 
all  affected  by  the  Ransom  v.  Sanguinetti  decision.  Pay- 
ment of  duty  upon  a  bulk  quantity  of  a  dutiable  medicine 
does  not  relieve  the  retailer  of  payment  of  the  duty  on 
each  small  quantity  sold.  The  point  was  dealt  with  by 
Mr.  Justice  Wills  in  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones,  and  he  indicated 
that  payment  upon  the  bulk  is  not  required  under  certain 
conditions,  but  the  quantities  actually  retailed  must  be 
stamped.  Articles  sold  loose  (i.e.,  not  in  an  enclosure)  are 
not  liable  to  duty.  It  is  impossible  to  treat  cough-mixtures 
in  that  way,  unless  when  sold  as  a  draught  to  be  consumed 
at  the  counter,  or  when  poured  into  a  receptacle  brought  by 
the  purchaser,  in  which  case  the  retailer  must  leave  it  to  the 
purchaser  to  cork  or  otherwise  close  the  receptacle.  You 
should  read  carefully  our  Diary  treatise  on  the  Medicine- 
stamp  Acts. 

86/45.  Ci/mro.—By  the  Revenue  Act  of  1861,  Section  1, 
"any  person  not  being  a  distiller  or  rectifier  of  spirits,  or  a 
dealer  in  or  retailer  of  beer,  spirits,  wine,  or  sweets,  may 
take  out'  a  licence  authorising  him  to  receive  and  sell 
methylated  spirit."  It  is  illegal  for  any  other  person  to 
receive  and  sell  the  spirit,  and  we  have  been  unable  to  find 
anything  in  the  Acts  dealing  with  methylated  spirit  which 
exempt  methylated  liniments  from  the  condition  quoted. 
There  is  only  one  Act  of  Parliament  which  can  be  construed 
to  exempt  chemists — viz,  16  George  II.,  cap.  8  (see 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  page  538).  Under  this 
it  may  fairly  be  urged  that  chemists  may  purchase  from 
wholesale  houses  the  liniments  authorised  by  general  order 
to  be  made  with  methylated  spirit,  and  retail  them;  but 
there  is  nothing  in  the  Acts  which  permits  any  person  not 
licensed  to  retail  methylated  spirit  to  make  liniments  with 
that  spirit  and  sell  them.  The  question  has  not  been  raioed 
before,  and  it  is  perhaps  not  advisable  to  ask  the  authorities 
for  a  definite  ruling,  this  being  a  good  example  of  "  better 
to  let  sleeping  dogs  lie." 


71/40.  Dental. — (1)  Limited  companies  of  qualified  or 
unqualified  persons  may  assume  the  title  "  dentist."  See  our 
Diary  for  furthur  particulars.  (2)  There  is  no  prospect  of 
the  Dentists  Act  being  amended,  and  if  it  were  unqualified 
persons  who  have  come  into  business  since  the  original  Act 
was  passed  would  not  be  registered  without  examination. 
(3)  "  Teeth  Institute"  is  not  a  title  covered  by  Section  3  of 
the  Dentists  Act,  but  "  R.C.S  ,"  assumed  by  a  person  prac- 
tising as  a  dentist  whose  sole  ground  for  using  the  letters  is 
that  he  has  passed  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons'  Preliminary 
examination,  would,  we  hope,  be  regarded  as  implying  a 
qualification  which  the  user  does  not  possess. 

73/47.  A.  T. — Your  glycosol-of-senna  label  has  been 
liable  for  years.  All  the  other  labels  that  you  send  are  now 
liable,  except  the  pastilles.  We  do  not  think  that  "  bracing 
to  the  throat,  warming  to  the  chest,"  is  a  dutiable  recom- 
mendation. The  Armour  label  for  "  Indigestion  and  Liver 
Mixture  "  is  now  liable.  "  Soothing  to  the  throat "  would  be 
regarded  as  a  dutiable  recommendation.  You  should  submit 
the  pellets  and  pastilles  labels  (two  of  each)  to  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue,  and  let  us  know  the  result.  They  are  on 
the  doubtful  line.  "  Aperient  Pills  "  is  not  a  dutiable  title-, 
nor  do  we  think  are  "  Expectorant  Mixture,"  "  Hepatic 
Pills,"  and  similar  titles  embracing  medical  terms  relating 
to  general  properties,  which  only  by  a  stretch  of  imagination 
can  be  said  to  hold  out  or  recommend  the  articles  to  the 
public  as  beneficial  to  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  in  the 
sense  of  the  Act.  If  qualified  chemists  would  exercise  their 
professional  knowledge  in  renaming  domestic  remedies  on- 
these  lines,  present  difficulties  would  be  solved  to  a  large? 
extent.

I HE  grumblings  grow  louder,  deeper,  and  more  universal, 
and,  as  far  as  can  be  judged,  they  are  justified. 
Business  appears  to  be  in  an  almost  parlous  state,  and 
holidays  are  prevalent.  The  holiday  season  is  probably 
responsible  for  a  considerable  part  of  the  stagnation,  as 
this  is  the  off-season  for  everything  but  drinks.  Quinine  has 
gone  up  steadily  in  price  during  the  week,  and  the  market 
closes  firm  at  \d.  per  oz.  advance  on  last  week's  price. 
Shellac  is  still  very  fhm,  and  so  are  opium  and  cod-liver  oil. 
Ergot  has  advanced ;  while  menthol  and  dementholised 
Japanese  peppermint  oil  are  in  a  peculiar  position.  Morphine 
has  gone  up  3d.  per  oz.  The  subjoined  table  indicates  the 
principal  alterations  since  last  week  :

Messrs.  W.  Ransom  &  Son,  of  Hitchin,  report  that  with  regard 
to  belladonna  the  early  plant  was  injured  by  the  late  frosts,  and 
although  it  has  now  mostly  recovered,  it  is  shorter  than  usual, 
and  the  quantity  will  be  less  than  last  year.  The  crop  of  hen- 
bane is  very  irregular  this  season.  In  places  it  is  almost  a  failure, 
while  in  other  situations  it  is  abundant.  Altogether  it  appears  to 
be  more  plentiful  than  last  year.  The  lavender-plants  are  looking 
healthy,  but  the  flowers  are  very  irregular.  With  favourable 
weather  for  harvest  the  prospects  should  be  fairly  good.  Pepper- 
mint is  not  likely  to  be  abundant,  the  plants  being  thin.  Rain  is 
now  much  needed.  Rosemary-plants  are  in  fairly  good  condition, 
and  the  crop  will  probably  be  about  up  to  the  average.  The 
prospect  for  elaterium  is  not  so  good  as  usual.  The  heavy  rains 
followed  by  the  hot  weather  have  not  been  favourable  for 
healthy  growth.  Aconite  is  in  good  condition,  and  an  average 
crop  may  be  anticipated. 

Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  &  Sons  (Limited)  say  that  the  present 
year  has  been  a  very  trying  one  for  the  growth  of  medicinal  herbs. 
The  long  continuance  of  unfavourable  conditions,  absence  of 
spring-like  weather,  frequently  recurring  frosts  (continued  even 
into  the  "  leafy  month  of  June  "),  excessive  wet  when  at  last  the 
desired  rain  came,  and  finally  the  disastrous  downpour  that 
occurred  in  June,  caused  damage  (especially  in  the  case  of  bella- 
donna) which  could  not  afterwards  be  recovered  from.  The 
warmer  weather  of  the  last  two  or  three  weeks  has  somewhat 
improved  the  prospect  of  such  plants  as  are  still  on  the  ground. 
Aconite  is  a  fair  average  crop.  Belladonna  is  later  than  usual, 
and  has  suffered  much  from  the  late  spring  frosts.  The  crop  is 
below  the  average.  Conium  is  plentiful,  and  digitalis  does  not 
seem  seriously  affected.  Elaterium  has  been  much  damaged  by 
late  frosts,  but  hyoscyamus,  on  the  whole,  is  a  good  crop,  though 
a  portion  of  it  has  suffered  severely.  Lactuca  virosa  is  rather 
late,  but  an  average  crop.  With  lavender  the  young  plantations 
are  looking  well,  but  older  plantations  show  signs  of  falling  off. 
Poppies  were  damaged  by  heavy  rain  and  hail  in  June.  Penny- 
royal promises  a  good  crop,  and  rhubarb  appears  unaffected  and 
promises  well.  Rosemary  looks  best  on  high  exposed  ground, 
and  not  so  well  in  other  situations.  Roses  are  later  than  usual ; 
picking  has  only  recently  commenced.    Savin  is  looking  well. 


Heavy  Chemicals. 

Demand  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  continues  moderate,  as* 
exports  are  well  up  to  the  recent  average.  Home-trade  demand 
is  not  veiy  brisk,  but  it  is  a  fair  one  for  the  season  of  the  year.

32s.,  Levant  and  Mogador  31s.  6d.  to  33s. 

Opium. — Fair  business  has  been  done  on  the  spot  in  all 
qualities  at  recent  rates.  Although  the  news  from  Smyrna 
points  strongly  to  a  higher  market,  little  attention  has  up  to 
the  present  been  paid  to  it.  There  is  a .  firm  market  for 
Persian,  and  considerable  spot  sales  have  been  effected  at 
from  9s.  to  9s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Smyena,  July  3. — The  past  has  been  a  very  active  week,  with 
sales  amounting  in  all  to  298  cases,  at  full  prices,  as  follows  :

old  ditto,  8s.  Id.  to  8s.  lCd.  ;  old  choice  extra  selected  Yerli,  10s. 
to  10.s.  id.  ;  old  ditto  Karahissar,  9s.  to  9s.  ~bd. ;  old  Boghadiz, 
according  to  quality,  9s.  8d.  to  9s.  9d.  per  lb.  Much  rain  again 
fell  during  the  early  part  of  the  week,  which  has  further  damaged 
the  crops,  the  outturn  of  which  is  now  estimated  at  3,500  cases. 
The  large  demand  from  the  States,  coupled  with  the  speculative 
purchases,  will  bring  about  a  further  advance  in  price.  The 
arrivals  to  date  are  158  cases,  against  582  at  same  period  last 
year.

The  quality  of  the  distillate 
is,  judging  by  the  examinations  made,  very  fine.  The  manu- 
facturers have  not  yet  fixed  the  prices,  but  there  is  every 
indication  that  they  will  be. lower  than  those  of  last  year.

Saffron. — There  is  nothing  doing.  Finest  Valencia  sorts 
are  selling  on  the  spot  at  from  30s.  to  32s.  per  lb. 

Sarsaparilla. — We  stated  in  error  in  our  issue  of  July  4 
that  Is.  Qd.  had  been  paid  for  the  parcel  of  Honduras  offered 
at  the  last  sales  in  June.  We  understand  that  the  selling- 
price  was  Is.  per  lb. 

Scammony. — The  market  for  best  root  is  steady  at  27s.  6d. 
per  cwt.  In  the  resin  there  is  nothing  doing.  First-class 
resin  is  quoted  at  27s.  to  30s.  per  lb.  Seconds  and  thirds  are 
nominally  18s.  to  20s.  and  10s.  to  15s.  per  lb.  respectively. 

Senega.— Easier,  with  prices  variously  quoted  at  from 
2s.  Qd.  to  2s.  3d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f. 

According  to  the  O.  P.  and  D.  Eeporter  of  June  29  there  has 
been  a  steady  declining  tendency,  due  to  dull  trade,  and  encourag- 
ing reports  in  regard  to  the  new  crop.  There  seems  to  be  little 
doubt  but  that  the  yield  will  be  a  large  one,  and  advices  state  that 
there  will  probably  be  200  per  cent,  more  root  dug  up  to  July  1 
than  there  was  at  the  same  date  last  year.

IMPORTING  SACCHARIN. 

Mr.  Justice  Lawrance,  sitting  in  the  King's  Bench  Division . 
with  a  special  jury,  on  Thursdav,  July  16,  heard  an  action  by  the 
Attorney-General  against  Bobert  James  White,  John  George 
White,  and  John  Frederick  Child  to  recover  penalties  under  the 
Customs  Acts  for  keeping,  acquiring  possession  of,  and  being 
■concerned  in  dealing  with  goods  on  which  Customs  duties  had 
not  been  paid,  and  also  with  being  concerned  in  the  fraudulent 
•evasion  of  Customs  duties.  The  amount  of  duty  claimed  is 
5,428/.    The  defendants  pleaded  not  guilty. 

The  Attorney-General,  with  whom  appeared  the  Solicitor- 
General  and  Mr.  Daldy,  said  the  first  two  defendants  were 
managing  directors  and  principal  shareholders  in  a  limited  com- 
pany which  carried  on  business  under  the  names  of  B.  White,  of 
London  and  Birmingham,  and  Kops  brewery,  manufacturers  of 
aerated  waters,  and  had  a  considerable  number  of  premises  in 
London  and  elsewhere.  They  also  carried  on  business  under  the 
style  of  "  The  London  Essence  Company,"  at  George  Street, 
Camberwell,  of  which  Mr.  Child  was  manager.  Saccharin 
was   used     to    a    considerable    extent    in    the  defendants 


works.  It  cime  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Customs 
that  quantities  of  saccharin  were  being  imported  at  Southampton 
under  various  designations  — "  foot  powder,"  "  resorcin,"  and 
"chemicils" — without  paying  duty.  Inquiries  were  made,  and  it 
was  ascertained  that  a  considerable  quantity  of  these  goods  made 
their  way  to  the  premises  of  the  defendants.  Mr.  Starkey,  of  the 
Customs  Department,  called  at  the  premises,  and  had  a 
conversation  with  Mr.  Child,  who  at  first  denied  that 
there  was  any  saccharin  coming  to  the  premises,  but  after- 
wards admitted  it,  and  made  a  statement  as  to  his  having 
bought  it  from  a  Mr.  Fritz  IFirmenicV,  of  Nottingham, 
a  representative  of  a  firm  at  Geneva.  The  market-price  of  sac- 
charin at  this  time  was  52s.  per  lb.,  and  Mr.  Child  said  he  had 
bought  it  at  23s.  6(/.,  and  understood  it  was  a  portion  which  had 
been  sold  to  a  Scotch  firm  before  the  duty  was  imposed.  As 
regards  the  first  two  defendants,  counsel  submitted  that,  as  Mr. 
Child's  employers,  they  were  liable  for  anything  done  in  the  course 
of  their  business  by  thsir  servant. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Customs  officers  from  Southampton 
proving  that  duty  had  not  been  paid,  and  by  a  carman  of  the  Mid- 
land Railway  Company,  who  spoke  to  the  delivery  of  goods  from 
St.  Pancras  to  the  London  Essence  Company's  premises. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Starkey,  of  the  solicitors'  department  of  H.M. 
Customs,  said  it  was  his  business  in  1900-01  to  investigate  the 
importation  of  free  goods  under  the  name  of  chemical  products  and 
foot-powder.  He  traced  some  of  these  goods  to  Nottingham,  to  a 
man  named  Firmenick.  In  August,  1901,  he  went  with 
Detective-Inspector  Fox  to  the  London  Essence  Company 
at  Camberwell.  He  saw  Mr.  Child,  and  asked  him  about 
eleven  cases  of  saccharin,  containing  696  lbs.,  which  had  beeu 
delivered  there  from  Nottingham.  Mr.  Child  said  there  was  a 
mistake.  He  had  received  nothing  from  Nottingham,  and  did 
know  Fritz  Firmenick.  He  added  that  the  firm  dealt  in  saccharin, 
and  produced  two  or  three  l  ib.  tins,  but  they  were  not  what 
witness  was  seeking.  He  produced  a  writ  of  assistance,  and  said 
he  should  have  to  search  the  premises  unless  the  tins  were 
produced.  Child  then  admitted  that  they  had  had  some,  but 
it  had  gone  to  Kops  brewery.  He  asked  why,  and  was  told  that 
all  the  goods  iotended  for  their  different  establishments  were  sent 
from  the  Essence  Company,  and  the  account  was  adjusted  by  a 
system  of  book-keeping.  Witness  next  went  with  Inspector  Fox  and 
Mr.  Child  to  Kops  brewery  at  Fulham,  where  he  saw  five  of  the 
eleven  cases,  and  removed  them  to  the  King's  warehouse.  After- 
wards, at  White's  brewery,  Bagshot  Street,  Camberwell,  he  dis- 
covered more  saccharin,  which  had  been  sent  from  Kops  brewery. 
The  goods,  while  at  Nottingham,  were  stored  in  two  private 
houses — one  in  Goldsmith  Boad  and  the  other  at  9  Hamilton 
Drive.  Mr.  Firmenick  lodged  at  one  of  these  houses,  and  had  the 
use  of  a  room  in  the  other. 

Corroborative  evidence  was  given  by  Inspector  Fox  and  Mr. 
Chas.  Umney,  and  Mr.  Jas.  Connah  gave  evidence  as  to  the  price 
of  saccharin. 

Sir  Edward  Clarke,  K.C,  who  appeared,  with  Mr.  C.  C.  Scott, 
for  the  defendants,  submitted,  on  behalf  of  the  Messrs.  White, 
that  there  was  no  case  against  them. 

His  Lordship,  however,  held  that  there  was  a  prima  facie  case. 

Sir  Edward  Clarke  proceeded  to  open  the  defendants'  case.  The 
Messrs.  White,  he  said,  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter.  Mr. 
J.  G.  White  was  an  invalid,  and  had  taken  no  active  part  in  the 
management  of  the  concerns  for  some  years,  and  all  that  his 
brother  knew  was  that  he  had  a  message  from  Mr.  Cbild  saying 
he  could  buy  some  saccharin  at  23s.  6d.,  and  he  replied  that  Mr. 
Child  must  buy  as  cheaply  as  he  could.  He  had  not  the  least  idea 
that  it  had  been  obtained  improperly  after  the  duty  was  imposed. 
Since  the  imposition  of  the  duty  the  defendants  had  purchased 
11,536  lbs.  from  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  which  had  bought 
heavily  in  anticipation  of  the  duty,  and  were  thus  able  to  sell  at  a 
price  much  below  market  price  and  yet  make  a  larger  profit  than 
they  would  have  made  but  for  the  duty.  In  April,  1901,  eight 
days  after  the  duty  was  imposed,  thev  bought  from  the  Saccharin 
Corporation  3,177  lb3.  for  3,177/.  Firmenick  offered  Mr.  Child 
6  cwt.  at  25s.  per  lb.  imported  in  anticipation  of  the  duty.  He 
had  no  reason  to  doubt  the  accuracy  of  the  statement,  and  he 
informed  Mr.  White,  who  authorised  him  to  purchase,  trusting  to 
him  to  see  that  everything  was  in  order.  There  was  strictly  no 
market-price  for  saccharin,  the  monopolists  asking  any  price  they 
chose. 

Mr.  Robert  White  said  he  could  not  understand  why  Mr.  Child 
had  used  the  name  "  resorcin  "  in  the  books.  It  might  be  that  he 
remembered  that  in  some  old  contracts  with  the  Saccharin  Cor- 
poration they  had  bound  themselves  not  to  buy  from  other 
makers,  and  used  the  name  so  that  it  might  not  be  known  that  they 
were  buying  from  other  sources.  Witness,  however,  had  previously 
decided  not  to  continue  this  contract,  believing  the  monopoly  to 
be  a  bad  one. 

The  hearing  was  adjourned.

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IProprietars  Hrtides  Grace 
association. 


THE  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  was  held  in  the  Holborn 
Viaduct  Hotel,  London,  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  July  14,  at 
half-past  two,  Mr.  Geo.  K.  Barclay  (President)  in  the  chair. 
The  attendance  was  not  so  numerous  as  it  might  have  been, 
but  there  were  both  spirit  and  vim  about  the  proceedings, 
which  betoken  sound  health,  although  some  of  the  members 
grumbled  at  the  way  the  majority  of  retailers  take  all  the 
benefits  they  get  fro  m  the  Association  and  give  it  nothing  in 
return.  In  preliminary  announcements  we  have  made  known 
the  fact  that  the  annual  excursion  has  for  the  first  time 
been  split  off  from  the  meeting,  and  again  there  was  evidence 
of  resource  at  the  conclusion  of  the  P.A.T.A.  meeting,  when 
an  interval  of  about  an  hour  had  to  be  bridged  before  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association  met,  and  those  present  were 
invited  to  slip  downstairs  for  a  cup  of  tea.  It  was  quite 
refreshing,  and  gave  a  good  opportunity  for  a  chat.  We  do 
not  propose  to  comment  elsewhere  on  the  meetings.  We 
think  the  reports  speak  for  themselves.  Perhaps  it  may  be 
objected  that  the  majority  of  the  men  who  participated  in 
the  proceedings  figure  also  in  most  other  chemists' meetings 
that  are  held  in  London.  We  do  not  attempt  to  palliate  the 
objection,  for  it  is  undoubtedly  the  case  in  this,  as  in  other 
pharmaceutical  and  public  matters — that  the  brunt  of  the 
fight  rests  upon  the  few ;  and  ere  long  the  work  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  and  CD. A.  must  involve  far  wider  support  from 
the  retail  trade  than  is  at  present  given.  This  is  sufficiently 
indicated  in  the  report  which  follows,  and  we  commend  it 
to  the  attention  of  retail  chemists  in  Great  Britain. 


There  were  present  at  the  P.A.T.A.  meeting  Messrs.  G.  R' 
Barclay  (President),  A.  Tebbutt  (Treasurer),  J.  Lees 
(Oldham),  R.  B.  Betty,  J.  McCaig  (Evans  Sons  Lescher  & 
Webb,  Limited),  J.  C.  Pentney,  J.  Philp  (Erasmic  Company), 
R.  S.  Page,  G.  P.  Pond,  S.  N.  Pickard  (Ossett),  G.  J.  Knight, 
W.  H.  Grayson,  Wm.  Ralph  (Lee,  S.E.),  J.  Butterworth, 
H.  Colley  (Grimsby),  T.  Nicholls,  H.  Gadd  (Exeter),  C.  J.  G. 
Bunker,  P.  F.  Rowsell  (Exeter),  Powell  (Thos.  Powell, 
Limited),  A.  Cooper,  E.  Pickering  (F.  Newbery  k  Sons),  and 
Percy  C.  Edgar  (Dartford). 

The  annual  report  having  been  taken  as  read,  the  Presi- 
dent moved  its  adoption,  congratulating  the  members  on  the 

continued  existence  of 
the  Association.  In 
spite  of  prophecy  to 
the  contrary,  it  has 
lived  seven  years,  and 
has  the  sympathy  of 
95  per  cent,  of  the 
trade.  He  said  sym- 
pathy, but  confessed 
that  he  would  rather 
have  the  active  sup- 
port of  one  than  the 
sympathy  of  a  thou- 
sand. Sympathy  does 
not  help  the  dog  over 
the  stile.  At  present 
30  per  cent,  of  retail 
|  chemists  support  the 
Association,  and  70 
per  cent,  do  nothing 
for  it,  although  they 
are  deriving  great  pe- 
cuniary benefit  from  it. 
That  he  considered  a  rather  disgraceful  state  of  things,  and 
every  chemist  should  send  his  5s.  to  support  the  Association. 
At  present  there  are  not  many  wholesale  houses  who 
do  not  support  it.    Mr.  Barclay  proceeded  to  tell  about

the  remarkable  manner  in  which  the  list  of  protected 
articles  has  grown,  saying  that  he  would  like 
to  see  more  on  it  like  Scott's  emulsion  and 
Fennings'  powders,  but  he  had  hopes  that  something 
would  come  out  of  the  meeting  with  the  large  manufac- 
turers, who  would,  of  course,  expect  some  consideration  in 
regard  to  substitution,  which  he  thought  would  be  a  matter 
for  co-operation.  When  chemists  are  assured  of  a  profit 
they  do  not  substitute.  Mr.  Barclay  next  referred  to  the 
assistance  which  had  been  received  from  local  associations 
in  augmenting  the  membership  and  collecting  subscriptions, 
and  concluded  by  saying  that  the  day  of  cutting  is  drawing 
to  a  close,  for  energetic  tradesmen  will  not  allow  themselves 
to  be  undersold,  and  insist  on  having  a  fair  trading  profit 
under  some  scheme  of  protection.  (Applause.) 
Mr.  T.  Nichols  seconded  the  motion. 

The  Treasurer's  Statement. 

Mr.  Tebbutt,  in  a  speech  worthy  of  the  national  budget, 
explained  the  financial  statement.  It  was  fairly  satisfactory, 
he  thought,  but  it  might  have  been  better.  Referring  to  the 
adverse  balance,  he  said  over  200Z.  of  it  had  been  wiped  out 
since  the  books  for  1902  were  closed.  The  weak  point  of 
the  organisation  is,  he  remarked,  the  apathy  of  the  retailers, 
600  of  whom  had  not  paid  their  subscriptions.  That  repre- 
sented 150Z.,  which  would  have  put  them  in  a  different 
position,  for  the  adverse  balance  would  have  been  converted 
into  a  credit  balance  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Association. 
"I  feel,"  concluded  Mr.  Tebbutt,  "  that  this  is  not  a  credit  to 
the  craft."    (Hear,  hear.) 

These  remarks  brought  out  a  short  conversation,  in  which 
Mr.  Gadd,  Mr.  Nicholls,  Mr.  John  Smith,  Mr.  Rowsell,  and 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  took  part,  as  ito  the  best  methods  of  col- 
lecting the  subscriptions.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  the 
co-operation  of  the  local  Secretaries  with  the  Secretaries  of 
local  Associations  (as  has  been  done  at  Exeter)  is  very  efficient, 
and  900  members  at  present  pay  through  their  wholesale 
houses,  this  plan  being,  according  to  Mr.  Gadd,  no  trouble 
to  wholesalers.  Something  was  also  said  about  the  poverty 
of  chemists.  Ultimately  Mr.  Tebbutt  wound  up  this  section 
of  the  proceedings  by  saying  payment  through  wholesale 
houses  should  be  encouraged. 

Mr.  Pentney  now  had  his  opportunity,  and  he  took  it  in  his 
characteristic  manner,  saying  things  that  stirred  his  hearers 
or  made  them  laugh.  He  thought  wholesale  houses  should 
pay  subscriptions  for  every  customer  they  have.  He  considered 
it  disgraceful,  contemptible,  and  cowardly  for  chemists 
to  take  the  benefits  of  the  Association  without  contributing 
to  it.  He  then  gave  an  amusing  account  of  a  little  fight  he 
had  had  with  a  friend  who  defied  him  to  stop  him  cutting 
P.A.T.A.  things.  Mr.  Pentney  soon  got  him  on  the  stop-list, 
and  read  a  humble  letter  from  his  friend  intimating  that  he 
was  beaten,  that  he  would  now  join  the  P.A.T.A.,  because 
he  had  much  more  respect  for  it,  although  "  it  is  a  slow 
poison."  Mr.  Pentney  asked  the  Secretary  what  is  done  to 
let  grocers  and  others  know  what  are  the  protected  articles  ? 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  replied  that  the  Executive  had  decided  to 
publish  a  year-book,  for  distribution  to  chemists  and  patent- 
medicine  vendors,  with  the  object  of  letting  all  know  which 
are  the  articles  protected,  and  provision  would  be  made  in 
the  book  for  additions  or  alterations. 

Mr.  Pentney  suggested  that  a  notification  as  to 
P.A.T.A.  prices  should  be  sent  to  the  grocery  and  spirit 
journals.  They  all  quite  expected  that  kind  of  gratuitous 
advertisement  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  but 
perhaps  other  journals  would  do  it  for  the  benefit  of  their 
readers. 

Mr.  S.  N.  Pickard  said  he  was  very  glad  to  be  present 
again  at  the  annual  meeting.  He  had  been  connected 
officially  with  the  P.A.T.A.  since  its  inception,  and  had 
always  taken  the  greatest  interest  in  its  welfare.  The 
result  had,  however,  exceeded  his  fondest  expectations,  and 
from  a  few  adherents  it  had  grown  to  its  present  strength. 
It  was  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  fifty  manufacturers 
had  joined  since  last  year,  and  that  the  articles  which  had 
been  added  to  the  protected  list  since  the  Convention  in 
November  last  had  so  very  considerably  enhanced  the  value 
of  the  list.  He  had  often  been  told  that  the  articles  pro- 
tected through  the  Association  were  of  little  importance, 
but  that  was  a  reproach  which  had  now  been  wiped  out.  He 
was  pleased  to  see  Fennings'  preparations  the  latest  addition 
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to  the  list,  and  thought  this  was  greatly  due  to  the  in- 
fluence of  the  Convention  and  the  activity  of  the  local 
chemists'  Associations  since.  Dealing  with  the  point  raised 
by  Mr.  John  Smith,  he  said  he  certainly  thought  the  local 
Secretaries  might  do  more,  but  he  knew  that  in  some  large 
centres  they  were  very  active.  He  was  sure  the  P.A.T.A. 
Council  would  adopt  any  reasonable  suggestion,  but  he 
questioned  whether  anything  simpler  than  the  system  of 
payment  through  the  wholesale  houses  could  be  devised. 
Some  local  centres  had  agreed  upon  certain  prices  for  pro- 
prietary goods,  and,  having  achieved  their  object,  thought 
there  was  no  need  to  join  the  P.A.T.A.  This  was  a  selfish 
view  to  take.  The  men  who  joined  the  Association  were  the 
men  who  were  most  hardly  hit  by  competition.  With  re- 
gard to  the  differentiation  in  the  rate  of  profit,  he  thought 
chemists  could  afford  to  take  less  profit  on  an  article  of  large 
sale,  and  they  would  thereby  get  more  manufacturers  into  the 
Association,  but  it  was  important  that  the  limit  of  profit 
should  not  be  placed  too  low. 

Mr.  Albert  Cooper  thought  that  during  the  past  year  the 
Association  had  made  headway  and  won  the  esteem  of  the 
trade.  He  hoped  that  greater  loyalty  would  be  shown  in 
the  future,  and  he  believed  it  would.  The  subscription  was 
such  a  small  matter  that  it  was  sometimes  overlooked,  and 
he  suggested  that  payment  should  be  made  at  the  beginning 
of  each  year.  It  was  deplorable  that  the  Association  should 
want  funds  ;  every  chemist  got  the  benefit  of  its  work,  and 
ought  not  to  require  to  be  asked  for  a  subscription. 

The  President  suggested  that,  if  the  reason  why  chemists 
did  not  subscribe  was  because  the  amount  was  so  small,  it 
might  be  advisable  to  make  life-members  at  a  fee  of  five 
guineas.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  would  be  glad  to  hear  of  any- 
one who  approved  of  this  scheme. 

Mr.  J.  McCaig  thought  the  reason  why  so  many  subscrip- 
tions lapsed  was  that  there  was  no  fixed  date  for  payment. 
If  all  the  subscriptions  became  due  at  the  same  time,  an 
intimation  might  be  put  in  the  Anti-cutting  Becord  that 
they  were  due.  He  deprecated  any  remarks  upon  proprietors 
who  had  not  joined  the  Association.  He  did  not  think  that 
it  could  be  taken  that  they  were  always  unwilling.  They 
ran  their  business  for  a  profit,  and  it  was  necessary  to  show 
them  that  it  was  to  their  interest  to  join. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  stated  that  the  real  difficulty  was  to  get 
the  new  men  to  join.  If  all  would  endeavour  to  get  new 
members,  the  P.A.T.A.  staff  would  see  that  the  subscriptions 
were  secured.  Mr.  Cooper  had  said  that  5s.  was  so  small  a 
sum  that  a  chemist  overlooked  it.  He  would,  however,  like 
to  remind  Mr.  Cooper  that  all  chemists  were  not  in  the  same 
happy  position  as  himself.  Their  business  was  not  always 
at  80  Gloucester  Koad,  South  Kensington.  The  Association 
had  now  a  good  system  of  notifying  members  when  their 
subscription  became  due,  and  this  system  worked  well.  The 
discussion,  he  said,  arose  through  the  note  of  shame,  if  he 
might  so  term  it,  raised  by  their  Treasurer ;  but  he  would  like 
to  point  out  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  600  subscrip- 
tions referred  to  by  Mr.  Tebbutt  had  now  been  paid. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  the  meeting,  and  it  was 
accepted  unanimously.  After  the  usual  vote  of  thanks  had 
been  passed,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  hotel  coffee-room, 
■where  tea  was  served. 


CHEMISTS'  DEFENCE  ASSOCIATION. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  this  Association  was 
held  at  4.30  r.M.,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Albert  Cooper, 
F.C.S.,  the  Chairman  of  the  Directors.  Amongst  those 
present  were :  Messrs.  J.  Milner,  C.  H.  Kirby,  A.  Cooper, 
J.  Smith  (St.  Leonard's),  P.  F.  Rowsell  (Exeter),  C.  J.  ;G. 
Bunker,  E.  Pickering  (F.  Newbery  &  Sons),  G.  P.  Pond,  Jno. 
Butterworth,  I.  V.  Llewhelin,  S.  N.  Pickard  (Ossett),  W.  H. 
Grayson,  G.  J.  Knight,  J.  Lees  (Oldham),  H.  Colley 
(Grimsby),  J.  C.  Pentney,  H.  Gadd  (Exeter),  R.  B.  Betty, 
and  R.  Feaver  Clarke  (Gravesend). 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  (Secretary)  having  read  the  notice  con- 
vening the  meeting,  the  Chairman  moved  the  adoption  of 
the 

Annual  Report  and  Balance-sheet. 

Dealing  with  the  claims  for  damages,  Mr.  Cooper  said  the 
chief  benefit  of  the  Association  is,  perhaps,  the  ease  of  mind

which  it  gives  a  chemist  to  have  such  claims — many  of  which 
were  of  a  bogus  character — dealt  with  by  the  Association, 
thus  taking  the  whole  work  off  his  hands.  If  it  had  not 
been  for  the  Association,  many  of  the  members  would  be 
mulcted  in  heavy  damages.  The  Association  is  also  prepared 
to  meet  every  case  to  the  full  extent  of  its  responsibilities,  and 
had  recently  paid 
500/.  in  settlement 
of  a  claim.  Taking 
into  consideration 
the  benefits  which 
members  derive,  it 
is  a  matter  of  won- 
der, he  said,  that 
the  Association  does 
not  comprise  the 
whole  trade.  The 
Association  also 
takes  steps  to  keep 
its  members  out  of 
trouble,  and  on 
several  occasions 
during  the  past 
year  —  particularly 
with  regard  to 
Blaud's  pills — mem- 
bers had  been 
promptly  warned 
and  had  thus  been 
saved  much  trouble 
and  inconvenience. 
He  deplored  that 
when    the  C.D.A. 

wins  cases  in  the  Courts  it  does  not  get  any  costs, 
but  has  to  pay  them  when  it  loses.  Dealing  with  the 
recent  decisions  under  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts,  Mr.  Cooper 
advised  members  not  to  act  precipitately  on  the  new 
reading  by  Somerset  House.  The  Association  has  been 
advised  that  the  decision  in  the  Sanguinetti  case  does  not  go 
as  far  as  Somerset  House  says.  He  added  that  if  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  see  that  any  good  can  be  done  by  a 
deputation  to  Somerset  House,  a  deputation  will  be  sent. 
He  pointed  to  the  enormous  amount  of  work  that  had  been 
done  during  the  past  year,  and  was  afraid  it  was  practically 
impossible  "for  the  sum  of  10s.  6d.  to  continue  to  carry  on  the 
work  to  the  same  extent.  When  the  Association  was  started 
the  subscription  was  made  as  low  as  possible  in  the  hope 
that  they  would  gain  the  adherence  of  the  whole  trade. 
Every  hundred  now  gained  increases  the  income  without 
proportionately  increasing  the  expenditure,  and  he  hoped 
it  would  not  be  necessary  to  increase  the  subscription.  He 
reminded  chemists  that,  no  matter  where  a  man's  business 
may  be,  he  or  his  assistants  were  open  to  make  what  might 
be  called  stupid  mistakes.  From  fifty  years'  experience  he 
knew  how  true  this  is,  and  that  it  is  to  the  interest  of  every 
man  to  belong  to  the  Association. 

Mr.  Betty  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  asked 
if  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  intend  in  future  to 
insist  that  articles  bearing  a  l^d.  and  3d.  stamp  should  be 
sold  for  not  more  than  Is.  and  2s.  6d.  respectively  J 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  replied  that,  as  far  as  he  knew,  the  only 
ground  for  this  suggestion  was  a  statement  by  an  Inland 
Revenue  barrister  in  a  recent  case  to  the  effect  that  this  is 
a  moot  point.  He  did  not  think  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities  had  any  idea  of  changing  the  present  practice. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Pentney  said  he  felt  the  Association  met  to-day 
covered  with  glory,  having  achieved  in  one  year  more,  in 
his  opinion,  than  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  done  in 
many  years.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr,  G.  J.  Knight  (Edgware  Road,  W.)  described  the 
C.D.A.  as  raising  up  those  that  fall.  If,  he  continued,  the 
Association  stamped  out  some  monstrosities  and  renegades 
whom  he  described  as  having  no  backbone,  it  would  have 
achieved  greater  results  still.  These  invertebrates,  although 
qualified  chemists,  descended  to  the  capacity  of  mere  Boot 
coverers.  If  they  had  any  backbone  they  would  march  out, 
and  the  places  referred  to  would  be  closed  up.  He  compared 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  the  late  Mr.  Gladstone,  who, 
he  said,  would  have  protested  if  the  Germans  had  got  as  far 
as  Kent.  When  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores  started,  members 
of  the  Council  said,  "  Wait  until  they  begin  to  dispense,  and 
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then  we  will  stop  them."  The  stores  had  now  dispensed 
prescriptions  for  many  years,  and,  as  far  as  he  knew,  the 
Society  had  never  tried  to  stop  them.  Chemists,  he  argued, 
had  never  derived  any  real  benefit  from  the  Pharmacy  Act 
of  1868 ;  all  their  troubles  seemed  to  begin  from  that  time. 
If  there  had  been  a  clause  in  the  Act  making  certain  things 
"  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect  "  it  would  have 
improved  matters.  Some  chemists  expected  their  battles 
fought  for  them,  and  bread-and-butter  provided  free  of 
charge.  Although  a  fuss  had  been  made  in  the  Press  about 
the  new  decisions  under  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts,  he  thought 
these  judgments  would  turn  out  very  greatly  to  the  benefit 
of  the  trade.  It  had  been  suggested,  he  said,  that  chemists 
should  publish  their  formula  in  the  trade-journals ;  but,  if 
these  journals  were  going  to  get  any  kudos  out  of  this,  he 
thought  they  ought  to  pay  a  good  lump  subscription  to  the 
Association.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  at  this  point  explained  that  the  deficiency 
of  18U.  8s.  6d.  in  the  balance-sheet  really  meant  that  on 
December  31,  1902,  they  could  have  paid  all  their  creditors, 
and  returned  to  each  shareholder  about  3s.  4fZ.  out  of  the  5s. 
which  had  been  paid  on  each  share.  The  shares  were  a 
means  of  providing  a  reserve  fund,  and  the  subscriptions  for 
the  three  years  had  fallen  short  of  the  expenditure  by  the 
amount  of  181Z.  The  President  had  very  properly  pointed 
out  that  this  must  come  to  an  end,  and  that  it  was  necessary 
to  make  the  yearly  income  meet  the  yearly  expenditure.  If 
1,000  or  1,500  new  members  joined  during  the  ensuing  year 
it  would  mean  that  their  income  would  be  sufficient  for  their 
wants. 

Mr.  Pentney  asked  whether  the  500Z.,  which  was  mentioned 
in  the  report  as  having  been  paid  in  a  case  of  damages, 
appeared  in  the  expenditure  account. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  no,  as  it  has  been  paid  since  Decem- 
ber 31,  1902.  The  report,  however,  dealt  with  matters  up  to 
June  30,  1903. 

Mr.  C.  J.  G.  Bunker  (Twickenham)  pointed  out  that  before 
the  appearance  of  the  C.D.A.  the  records  of  the  trade  Press 
showed  that  chemists  all  over  the  country  were  being  prose- 
cuted for  the  most  petty  offences.  Now  these  had  practically 
ceased,  and  many  of  those  taken  up  were  unsuccessful, 
thanks  to  the  C.D.A. 

Mr.  G.  P.  Pond  asked  if  every  chemist  in  business  would 
get  a  copy  of  the  annual  report. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  replied  that  the  report  would  be  sent  to 
every  chemist,  with  a  covering-letter  urging  him  to  join  the 
Association. 

Mr.  Peter  MacEwan  suggested  the  advisability  of  em- 
phasising in  the  title  of  the  Association  the  insurance 
work  that  is  done.  Chemists,  he  thought,  would  pay  more 
for  insurance  than  they  would  for  defence. 

Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  (Exeter)  thought  it  unwise  for  a  chemist 
to  stand  outside  the  Association  for  the  sake  of  a  half- 
guinea  a  year.  When  the  enormous  advantages  of  the 
Association  were  considered,  and  that  protection  up  to  10Z. 
was  insured  under  the  various  Acts  which  affected  the 
chemist's  calling,  in  addition  to  an  indemnity  up  to  500Z. 
against  dispensing  and  other  errors,  it  seemed  to  him  utterly 
impossible  to  understand  how  any  sane  chemist  could  stand 
out. 

Mr.  S.  N.  Pickard  (Ossett)  thought  there  was  every 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  year's  work.  There  had  been 
an  increase  of  500  members  ;  and  all  he  could  say  was  that 
if  any  chemist  not  in  the  C.D.A.  had  got  into  trouble  through 
an  error,  and  "  had  to  hold  the  dog,"  it  served  him  "  jolly 
well  right." 

Mr.  I.  V.  Llewhelin  (Walworth  Eoad,  S.E.)  wished  to 
know  whether  the  C.D.A.  could  not  insure  against  heavy 
risks. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  replied  that  the  directors  had  given  the 
matter  their  serious  attention,  and  had  been  unable  to  find 
any  association  which  would  insure  their  risks  for  less  than 
the  subscription  the  members  were  paying. 

Mr.  Henry  Gadd  (Evans,  Gadd  &  Co.,  Exeter)  said  he  had 
given  the  financial  position  of  the  C.D.A.  careful  considera- 
tion, and  he  thought  it  was  impossible  to  meet  the  claims 
without  raising  the  subscription.  Even  if  the  subscription 
were  raised  to  one  guinea,  it  would  be  a  much  cheaper  rate 
than  other  companies  were  charging.  As  a  wholesaler,  he 
knew  it  was  necessary  that  their  risks  against  error  should 
be  covered,  and  he  was  paying  a  much  higher  premium  for 


insurance  than  they  were  doing.  In  order  to  make  the 
Association  financially  sound  they  must  have  more  capital 
behind  them,  or  they  would  not  be  in  a  position  to  meet  any 
large  claims. 

Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  as  a  director,  rose  to  explain  that  this 
matter  had  received  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Board, 
and  Mr.  Gadd  might  rely  upon  the  directors  putting  the 
Association  in  a  sound  financial  position. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  at  this  point  said  the  work  of  the  C.D.A. 
had  brought  very  vividly  to  his  mind  the  extreme  danger 
which  chemists  incur  in  dealing  with  confirmed  morphia  or 
other  drug  takers.  The  fact  of  a  man  taking  morphia  and 
coming  frequently  and  continuously  to  the  chemist  to  be 
supplied  bred  a  kind  of  contempt  on  both  sides  which 
induced  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  chemist  to  treat  the 
purchase  in  much  the  same  way  as  he  would  the  sale  of  a 
simple  harmless  drag.  He  suggested  that  wholesale  houses, 
when  labelling  strychnine  hydrochlorate  and  morphine 
hydrochlorate,  should  make  the  name  of  the  alkaloid  the 
more  conspicuous,  so  that  the  word  "  hydrochlor."  should 
not  be  taken  to  refer  to  hydrochlorate  of  morphine  when  it 
was  really  the  strychnine  salt.  The  labels  might  be  printed 
thus : 

MORPHINE  STRYCHNIN. 
Hydrochlor.  Hydrochlor. 

The  Chairman  put  the  report  to  the  meeting,  and  it  wa£ 
formally  adopted. 

Election  of  Directors. 

The  retiring  directors  were  re-elected,  viz. :  Messrs.  John 
Smith  (St.  Leonard's-on-Sea),  W.  R.  Barnes  (Plaistow,  E.), 
C.  J.  G.  Bunker  (Twickenham),  Albert  Cooper  (London. 
S.W.),  S.  N.  Pickard  (Ossett),  P.  F.  Rowsell  (Exeter)^ 
R.  Feaver  Clarke  (Gravesend),  and  J.  W.  Sutherland 
(Glasgow). 

Mr.  Arthur  G.  West,  34  Gresham  Street,  E.C.,  was  elected 
Auditor. 

Mr.  Herbert  Colley  (Grimsby)  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  directors,  which  Mr.  Knight  seconded.  Mr.  Pentney 
asked  leave  to  include  the  name  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones. 

Mr.  Albert  Cooper  replied  on  behalf  of  the  directors,  and 
mentioned  with  high  appreciation  the  services  which 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  had  done  the  trade,  and  predicted  for  him  a 
distinguished  career  at  the  Bar. 

Mr.  G.  P.  Pond  then  moved : 

That  in  the  event  or  otherwise  of  the  directors  finding  it 
necessary  to  increase  the  annual  subscription  they  will  take  into 
consideration  the  desirability  of  emphasising  the  insurance 
character  of  the  Association  by  a  suitable  alteration  in  the  title. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Pentney,  and  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  then  acknowledged  the  vote  of  thanks, 
and  the  Chairman  called  upon  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  to  read  his 
paper  on  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

This  paper,  with  a  pricU  of  the  discussion  upon  it,  is 
printed  in  this  issue.    The  meeting  closed  at  half-past  six. 


THE  GARDENER'S  HIGHEST  DEGREE. 

In  the  World's  Work  for  July  there  is  an  interesting  article 
on  Kew  Gardens,  which  deals  with  a  side  of  its  work  little 
dreamt  of  by  most  visitors — viz.,  the  training  of  young 
gardeners.  Morning  after  morning  small  batches  of  young 
men  are  taken  through  the  Museum.  To  the  average  visitor 
the  Kew  Museum  is  merely  a  dull  collection  of  commonplace- 
looking  objects.  To  the  young  gardener  who  listens  to  the 
demonstrations  of  Mr.  Hillier,  the  keeper  of  the  Museum,  it 
shows  the  goal  of  the  planter  who  plants  a  seed.  For  here 
he  sees  and  handles  the  things  that  can  be  made  out  of  the 
plants  which  he  has  been  tending  and  bringing  to  maturity. 
What  is  the  best  broom  for  sweeping?  He  has  seen  the 
seed,  tended  the  plant,  and  here  is  the  broom.  Does  he  aim 
at  tea- planting  1  Here  in  the  tea-case  he  will  find  all  manner 
of  teas  in  balls  or  bricks  as  they  come  from  China  or 
Burmah.  He  sees  the  results  of  the  back-bending  labour  of 
his  profession,  and  realises  that  in  the  end  the  gardener  is 
the  purveyor  to  the  human  race.  He,  of  course,  learns  much 
more  besides  before  he  gets  the  so-dearly-prized  certificate, 
but  most  of  those  who  read  this  will  appreciate  what  the 
Museum  work  means  to  the  tiller  of  the  soil.

Theft  of  a  Bicycle.— Alfred  Bleksley,  described  as  an 
English  chemist  (no  such  name  is  on  the  English  register), 
has  been,  at  Cape  Town,  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of 
stealing  a  bicycle  at  Frenchhoek. 

Cape  Analyst's  Report.— Mr.  Charles  F.  Juritz,  M.A., 
F.C.S.,  in  his  report  for  1902,  deals  chiefly  with  the  adulteration 
of  milk.  Out  of  494  samples  examined  he  found  that  seven 
had  been  treated  with  formaldehyde,  which  he  describes 
as  an  especially  pernicious  adulteraton  which  is  growing 
in  favour.  Mr.  Juritz  discusses  the  proposed  introduction 
of  Dutch  cattle,  which,  he  says,  is  to  increase  the  quantity  of 
milk  without  much  regard  to  the  quality.  As  far  as  it  affects 
the  consumer,  the  quality  of  the  milk  thus  obtained  is  no 
different  to  the  mixture  produced  by  the  fraudulent 
addition  of  water  to  rich  milk.  That  being:  so,  he  is  em- 
phatically of  opinion  that  the  limits  for  genuine  milk  should 
not  be  lowered. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

Annual  Dinner, 

The  second  annual  dinner  of  this  Society  was  held  in  the  York 
Room  of  the  Theatre  Restaurant,  Cape  Town,  on  Wednesday- 
evening,  June  17. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Rivett  (of  Messrs.  B.  G.  Lennon  &  Co.,  Limited)  pre- 
sided over  a  gathering  of  about  sixty  members  of  the  Society  and 
visitors,  being  supported  on  his  right  hand  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Mathew, 
and  on  the  left  by  Dr.  Arderne  Wilson.  During  the  evening  the 
Chairman  read  messages  from  Sir  David  Gill,  K.C.B.,  F.R.S.,  Dr. 
Murray,  Professor  Hahn,  Ph.D.,  M.A.,  and  Mr.  Darroll,  regretting 
their  inability  to  be  present. 

After  the  loyal  toasts  Dr.  Arderne  Wilson  proposed  the  toast  of 
"The  Pharmaceutical  Society."  He  said  he  was  pleased  in 
being  present  on  account  of  his  representing  the  profession  which 
was  the  most  closely  allied  to  theirs.  The  relationship  was  a  very 
close  one,  so  close  indeed  that  he  might  almost  describe  them  as  a 
child  of  the  Medical  Society,  or,  if  they  would  like  it  better,  he  would 
describe  them  as  emancipated  from  the  Medical  Society.  He 
then  gave  an  historical  sketch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain,  saying  that  the  work  done  by  that  body  in  its  early 
days  enabled  the  Medical  Council  in  London  to  testify  that  the 
practice  of  pharmacy  might  be  safely  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Society.  That  recommendation  was  largely  brought  about  by  one 
Jacob  Bell  — (applause)— the  large-hearted  philanthropic  chemist 
and  druggist,  a  highly  educated  and  highly  cultured  gentleman 
—(applause) -who  spent  a  great  deal  of  his  money  and  his  time 
in  furthering  the  objects  and  interests  of  chemists  and  phar- 
macists, and  who  probably  did  a  great  deal  more  than  their  Society 
in  South  Africa  dreamed  of.  Medical  men  were  associated  with 
chemists  every  day  on  questions  which  did  not  concern  Uiem  that 
•evening,  but  he  would  say  that  the  relationship  generated  in  those 
times  was  one  of  lasting  endurance.  The  ingredients  and  atoms 
were  so  placed  that  the  mixture  could  not  be  incompatible 
— (laughter)— and  so  far  as  his  experience  with  the  chemists  was 
concerned  it  had  been  so  dispensed  that  the  mixture  was  a 
pleasant  one.  Talking  about  the  mixture  of  drugs,  he  had  only 
one  thing  to  say  with  regard  to  the  scientific  aspect  of  their  re- 
lationship, and  that  was  by  way  of  warning.  Chemists  and  phar- 
macists were 

INVENTING  TOO  MANY  DRUGS, 

and  not  only  were  the  actions  of  those  drugs,  or  their  supposed 
actions,  most  embarrassing,  but  their  names  were  much  more  so. 
(Laughter.)  It  was  their  duty  to  warn  not  only  medical  men  who 
knew  nothing  of  those  new  drugs,  but  also  the  public,  that  they 
were  most  dangerous.  In  his  opinion  they  were  certainly  most 
dangerous;  they  had  not  been  properly  tested,  and  the  antidotes 
to  them  had  not  been  discovered.  (Renewed  laughter.)  The 
Society  of  Great  Britain  had  made  enormous  strides,  and  he  was 
sure  there  was  a  great  future  before  the  Cape  Society.  The  strides 
that  had  been  made  in  medicine  and  surgery  had  been  participated 
in  by  chemists,  showing  that  their  relationship  in  science  was 
firmly  welded.  Their  Society  seemed  to  be  going  ahead  very  fast 
at  the  present  time.  They  had  a  membership  of  over  one  hundred, 
whereas  in  February,  1898,  when  the  Society  was  formed,  they 
scarcely  had  twenty  members.  Whoever  was  at  the  head  of  the 
Society  was  working  in  the  right  direction,  and  evidently  succeed- 
ing. The  objects  of  the  Society  were  the  promotion  of  pharmacy 
and  the  study  of  the  interests  of  chemists  and  pharmacists 
throughout  the  Colony.  The  Society  was  not  only  furthering  the 
interests  of  chemists  and  druggists  locally,  but  was  looking  after, 


or  rather  guiding,  the  etiquette  of  the  profession,  and  educating 
the  rest  of  the  chemists  of  Cape  Colony  to  a  standard  above  that 
of  mere  trade  interests.  They  must  not  look  to  trade  interests 
alone,  and  they  were  proving  that  there  was  something  in  them 
as  a  class  more  than  that  denoted  by  the  term  "  traders." 
(Applause.)  As  a  prospective  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Cape  Colony  he  had  a  few  suggestions  to  make.  It 
was  premature  of  him  to  do  so,  but  he  did  not  think  it  would  be  out 
of  place.  There  were  objects  other  than  thoBe  mentioned  which 
came  within  the  scope  of  the  work  of  the  home  Society,  which  he 
supposed  every  child  of  the  parent  Society  would  adopt.  Those 
objects  emanated  from  the  great  founders  of  the  parent  Society, 
and  when  he  mentioned  the  names  of  such  men  as  Jacob  Bell, 
Carteighe,  Dinneford,Martindale — (applause) — Morson.and  Squire, 
they  would  at  once  feel  the  glow  of  the  spirit  which  actuated  those 
men  in  their  labour  in  the  interests  of  their  fellow-craftsmen.  The 
ideas  of  those  men  had  been,  and  would  continue  to  be,  emulated 
by  such  respected  men  in  the  profession  as  they  had  in  Cape  Town. 
He  need  hardly  mention  the  names  of  Mathew,  Pocock,  Jones,  and 
last,  though  not  least,  their  dear  old  friend  whom  they  lost  by 
death  three  or  four  years  ago — Alexander  Cleghorn.  In  the  hands 
of  the  men  who  were  left  their 

SOCIETI  WAS  BOUND  TO  PROSPER. 

The  principles  which  would  guide  them  would  be — firstly,  a  uni- 
form system  of  education ;  secondly,  protection  of  chemists  and 
druggists  in  general ;  and,  thirdly,  benevolence.  He  suggested 
that  they  should  establish  a  club-room,  museum,  reading-room, 
and  laboratory.  He  considered  the  Society  had  a  great  future 
before  it.  With  the  men  guiding  them  who  were  at  their  head 
at  the  present  day,  the  Society,  he  was  sure,  would  continue  to 
flourish  as  it  had  done  in  the  past  few  years.  He  coupled  the 
toast  with  the  name  of  the  President.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Rivett,  in  responding,  expressed  the  pleasure  with  which 
he— and,  he  was  sure,  all  of  those  present — had  listened  to  the 
remarks  made  by  Dr.  Wilson,  who  had  placed  the  Society  under  a 
debt  of  gratitude  by  taking  such  an  interest  in  them  and  going  so 
carefully  into  their  work.  The  suggestions  made  by  Dr,  Wilson 
they  would,  he  was  sure,  take  into  serious  consideration,  and  if  those 
suggestions  could  be  carried  out  there  was  no  doubt  they  would 
materially  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Dr.  Wilson  had  set  an  excellent  example  to  the  medical  profession 
in  coming  amongst  them  that  evening,  and  he  was  reminded  of  a 
remark  he  read  lately  in  a  paper,  that  "  the  man  you  dislike  is 
frequently  the  man  you  do  not  know."  He  (the  speaker)  was  sure 
it  was  only  a  question  of  getting  better  acquainted  with  the 
medical  profession,  and  they  (the  chemists)  would  like  them  the 
better  the  more  they  knew  of  them.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  J.  A.  Mathew  proposed  the  toast  of 

"the  medical  profession." 

He  said  he  did  not  feel  equal  to  expatiating  upon  the  noble 
character  of  the  medical  profession.  They  had  a  graDd  ancestry 
— an  ancestry  of  such  antiquity  that  they  could  claim  apostolic 
succession.  Luke  was  the  great  and  beloved  physician.  He  felt 
deeply  interested  in  the  medical  profession,  and  naturally  so,  as 
one  of  his  sons  had  entered  that  calling,  and,  he  (the  speaker) 
believed,  was  esteemed  by  the  fraternity  as  an  honourable  member 
of  the  profession.  (Hear,  hear.)  There  was  a  time  when  there 
was  not  the  sympathy  between  the  medical  profession  and  their3 
(the  chemists')  that  there  was  now.  There  was  a  time  when  the 
knights  of  the  pestle  and  mortar  looked  with  fear  and  trembling 
to  the  masters  of  the  lancet  and  scalpel — (laughter) — but  for- 
tunately those  days  were  numbered.  Between  them  now  the  line 
of  demarcation  was  drawn  with  invisible  ink,  and  they  worked 
harmoniously  together.  The  present  Medical  Act  was  called  the 
"  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act,"  so  it  could  be  seen  how  the  two 
professions  were  combined.  Besides  that,  the  Medical  Council 
and  the  Pharmacy  Board  occupied  the  same  rooms,  and  they  (the 
chemists)  always  found  that  the  doctors  were  ready  to  co-operate 
with  them.  The  fraternal  feelings  that  existed  had  been  mani- 
fested in  a  practical  way  by  the  presence  of  Dr.  Wilson  that 
evening.  What  more  could  they  want  ?  Having  good  fellowship, 
they  saw  in  it  a  forerunner  of  the  millennium.  They  now  had  the 
medical  lion  lying  down  with  the  lamb  of  pharmacy.  Having 
arrived  at  that  stage,  all  they  wanted  to  complete  their  happiness 
was  a  Progressive  Ministry,  a  eea-point  railway,  and  Pears'  soap. 
(Laughter.)  When  they  had  accomplished  all  that,  he  was  quite 
prepared  to  sing  his  Nunc  dimittis. 

Dr.  Wilson  acknowledged  the  toast.  He  said  he  regretted  that 
Dr.  Murray,  who  was  to  have  responded,  was  unable  to  be  present 
that  evening. 

Mr.  H.  Evans  proposed  "The  Visitors,"  referring  especially  to 
Professor  Hahn,  saying  the  Colony  was  under  a  debt  of  gratitude 
to  him. 

Mr.  Scott  responded ;  after  which  Mr.  J.  Hall  gave  the  toast  of 
"  The  Ladies,"  to  which  Mr.  R.  Sainsbury  responded. 

The  proceedings  terminated  shortly  before  eleven  o'clock  with 
the  singing  of  the  National  Anthem.
